Class XIV. — ^Musical Instruments. 

A Collection of Musical Instruments lent hy Haja Sourindro Mohun Tagore^ 
Mus, I>oc,t C.LE , : — 

KiCHCHHApf VinX. — A very classical instrument, popularly known as the hachud 
setdr. It owes its name to the sh™ of the gourd, which is flat like the 
oi ihQ Jcachchhapa (tortoise). Tlic present name “setar’t (literally 
“ three wires ) was given to it by Amir Khushru (a poet and musician 
of the 13th century), on account of the number of wires with which it was 
then mounted. The wires now used in it vary from five to seven. The instru- 
ment is said to have been the favourite of Saraswati, the Goddess of Music. 
The specimen exhibited is the handiwork of Sukhlal, a celebrated instru- 
ment-maker of Dacca. 

Kachchhapi VInX. — T he specimen exhibited is made of ivory. 

Kachchhapi VinX. — T he sx)ecimen exhibited once belonged to the historic 
house of the Rajas of Bishnupur in the district of Bankura, once very 
famous for the encouragement given by it to the practice of Hindu music. 
A present to the exhibitor from the late Keshab Chandra Bhuttacharjya, 
a renowned musician of Bishnupur. 

Ki 17 NABi VinX. — T he hollow of tliis instrument is, in some specimens, made of 
eggs, and in others of precious metals. In construction, tuning, &c., it 
resembles the '‘kachchhapi vind, though smaller in size. This instru- 
ment was in former times used by women, and is said to be the origin 
of the kinor of the Jews. 

Mahati VinX. — T his is the most classical, and perhaps the most difficult, of 
the musical instruments of the Hindus. Its invention is ascribed to 
the pious sage Narada, wdio used it to accompany his hymns to the Deity. 
It consists or five main wires and two side wires, the latter being used for 
the purpose of giving an artistic accompaniment to the performance. This 
instrument is said to be the mother of several varieties of stringed instru- 
ments used in ancient and modern Europe. The instrument is popularly 
called in India the “bin, *' a corruption of the term “ vind, ** 

Napbsvaba VinX. — A very modern instrument, being a combination of the 
kachchhapi vind and the violin. The instrument is tuned and played 
upon like the kachchhapi. 

Sauktika VinX. — A variety of the kachchhapi Vind, The hollow of the 
instrument i.s made of mother-of-pearl. 

SuBBAHAB. — This is an enlarged variety of the kachchhapi Vind, devised about 
€0 years ago by Ghulam Muhammad Khdn, a noted musician of Lucknow. 
The instrument is specially adapted for the playing of the alapa, i.e., 
the expression of a melody in all its phases, llie specimen exliibited 
can be taken into three pieces and packed in a circular box. It was 
manufactured by Ram Chand Mistri, oi Calcutta. 

Tbitantbi VinX.— a variety of the kachchhapi vind. The hollow of the 
instrument is flat, and in some specimens made of wood. That exhibited 
belonged to the late Babu Ashutosh Deb, Calcutta, a well known practical 
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musician. The instrument was subsequently presented to th e exhibitor 
by the late Babu Sarat Chandra Ghosh, a member of the house of the 
former owner, and was made by Madhu Mistri, formerly a famous setar- 
maker of Calcutta. 

Tbitantbi Vina. — The specimen exhibited was manufactured for the exhibitor 
in Brussels, under the direction of Chevalier Victor C. Mahillon, Super- 
intendent of the Iloyal Conservatory of Music, Brussels. 

(2) JPlayed upon with an Iron Jawa (plectrum). 

Fbasabani YisL — This is a modern instrument, constructed on the principle 
of the hachchliapi Vina, but without side wires and with a subsidiary 
finger-board. It is mounted with three wires, respectively tuned as the 
F, C, and G of the lower octave. 

SUBSEINGABA.— jThis instrument is a mixture of the maJiati, JcachcJihapi, and 
rudra vinast devised by the celebrated vind player, Piyar Khan. The 
instrument is, like the rudra mnd^ placed against tno shoulder of 
the player. It is mougted with six.wircs, and to its narrow end is attached 
a hollow gourd to increase the volume of sound produced. 

• 

(3) Flayed upon with a Wooden Jawa* 

Rudba Vina. — Now known as “rabab*' among Muhammadan musicians of 
Persia and Afghanistan, and “ rubab among those of Arabia. It is 
mounted with six strings made of cat*gut, and is said to be the j)rototy^e 
of the mandoline, Spanish guitar, and other instruments of a similar con- 
struction. The instrument lias no frets arranged over the finger board.' 

Sabod. — An instrument much used by musicians of the North-Western Provinces 
of India. It was formerly used in out-door royal processions. Like the 
rudra mn&y it is mounted with cat-gut strings, which are, however, 
tuned on a different principle. Unlike tlie rudra vind, it is mounted 
with side wires, varying in number from seven to eleven, 

(4) Flayed upon with the Bow. 

Alaba Sabangi. — A very old instrument, called by some European writers on 
Hindu music the ** Indian violin.” The surface of the instrument is like 
) that of the violin, and there is a hollow gourd under it. The instrument 
is known among Aruhammadan musicians as haniarcha. 

Mina Sabhangi. — So called on account of the figure of a fish (mina) attached 
to the end of the hollow. In all other respects it resembles the esrar or 
tayus. The back of this instrument ought to bo made of one entire 
piece of gourd, but this being rare, a wooden back is frequently used. 

Nadatabanga.— T liis is a large stringed instrument, producing a deep bass sound, 
and used in the native orchestra. A modern instrument, constructed on 
the principle of the esrar, of which it is merely a largo variety, without 
the side wires. 

Sabangi. — This instrument is generally used to accompany dancing and light 
songs, and is peculiarly adapted to the female voice. The sarangi is mounted 
with four cat-gut- strings and side wires of brass, the number of tlie latter 
varying at the will of the player. Havana, the monster* king of Lanka 
(Ceylon), is said to Lave been the originator of instruments of this descrip- 
tion. 

SuESONG.— The instrument is merely tho esrar without the side wires. It is a 
modern invention, said to have b$.'en made by Sebaram Dus, of Bishnupur, 
in the district of Bankura, Bengal. 

SwABAViNA.-— Popularly called the surbin.” The instrument is classical, and 
somewhat resembles tho rudra vind in appearance. The surbin is 
mounted with four strings, and is capable of producing three octaves of 
sound. 
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TatIjs OB May<jbi. — ^T he instnimont derives its name from the figure of a 
mayura (peacock — Persiarit tayus) which is attached to the hollow. 
The addition of the figure constitutes its sole difference from the esrar* 

(6) Played upon with the Tips of the Fingers, 

Maha Tumbuba.— a large variety of the tumhura {vide 25). Generally used in 
native orchestras. The specimen exhibited is the work of Itam Chand 
Mistri, of Calcutta. 

MocHAifGA. — A very classical instrument, Bcmewhat resembling the head of a 
trident. The instrument has to be held with the teeth, by the left hand, 
while the wire is gently tapped with the fore finger of the right. Only 
one note is produceil, the pitch of wliich can bo regulated by the use of 
wax, or of a paste of flour over the wire. 

Tumbuba oe Tumbuea Vina.— So called after the celestial musician Tumbura, 
who invented it. The instrument is at present mounted with four strings, 
which serve the purpose of an unvarying accompaniment to vocal music. 
The object of the tumhura is mainly to indicate the key-note adopted. 
The instrument has been in use in various countries, in the oast and west, 
from ancient times, under different names, and with varieties of construc- 
tion and modes of tuning. •

A net for catching fish, made of rhea fibre by Eana Manji of Pahfirpur, near 
Jalpaiguri, purchased by the Deputy Commissioner of d ulpaiguri at Bs. 12. 
The strengtn of tlie net is said to be increased by wetting it for a couple 
of hours and drying it once.

Poona Figures.— T lieso are so AAell known as to need no deserijdion. Those ex- 
hibited are distinguished for their tr.dhfnl modelling and life-like re])resenta- 
tinn of the people of tin* eonntry. Tliey differ from Liieknow figures, when* 
the dresses are modelled and painted, in that the dresses are made up of 
actual pieces of cloth. 

Bapuji Snpekar Jingar and Ktiluram Gavandi were tlic first to open shops 
in Poona, about fort}' years ago, for the sale of those figures, and they Avere 
succeeded by Tatia Vevhari, Sitaram Joshi, Daji Narayan, Sakharam Shet 
Sonar, Raghopant, and Maroti Gurav. 

The figures are made up of clay, which is bought at 2 annas a head-load 
from the local Maliars, uith an admixture of chatk, which costs about 3 annas 
a sMr of 80 folds ; shreds of country -made naper obtained for 2 to 3 annas a 
ghdr 'f ginned cotton at 5 to 6 annas a shdr. Tlie pigments used are orjnment 
(hartdl)y bought at 5 to b annas a sMr ; red ochre {smt^cru), at 1 to annas a 
$hdr ; crude iodide of mercury imported from Europe (hirujul), at 2 annas 
for a small packet ; A^rdigris (jfinpdl), pnrcJiasod for its own weight in copper 
coin; andAvbitc lead. The gomvtra-pev(fi, or the bile of the cow, used as a 
yelloAV pigment, is bonglit locally for its oAvn weight in copper coin, and the 
blue («77), an English piguieiit re.sembling indigo, at the same rate, earmine, 
winch is bought for its own w^eight in silver, and white lead. The mprd ants 
used in mixing the pigments are glue («/rf/.«) and isinglass. The cloth for the 
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dresses of the figures is obtained locally. The annual outturn is valued by the 
Poona Municipal] tj at about Its. lo,0(»0, and the average monthly income of a 
clay figure-maker is said to range from Its. 20 to Its. 25.

SECTION D.— FURNITURE AND OTHER OBJECTS FOR THE 
USE OR DECORATION OF DWELLING-HOUSES AND 
OTHER BUILDINGS. 

Class XXIII. — Furniture, 

The use of furniture in native houses is of modern date, having been 
adopted from the Europeans. Demand for good furniture is solely created 
by the latter, and the bulk of the articles* manufactured is for their use. 
The East India Art Manufacturing Company in Bombay, under the* manage- 
ment of Air. Wimbridge, the School of Industry at Ratuagiri, the establish- 
ment of Mr. dc-Forcst at Ahmedabad, are all actively employed in constructing 
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art furniture of superior dcsipfu and finish, which has resulted in supcrsedinf^ 
the clumsily-fitted and hadly-finished Bombay blnckwood furniture. Specimens 
from these three establishments arc exhibited in the Court. 

It may be slated as regards the Batnagiri School of Industry that it is now 
the property of the District Local Fund Committee of that district. It was 
originally started as a School of Industry by. Mr. Arthur Crawford, C.S., in 
18(53. It then developed into a saw-mill company in the share mania of 18()4-(i5, 
which collapsed and was wound up in 1872, and the whole concern was tJien 
bought up by the District Local Fund Committ(‘e. It is fitted with a 2()-lK)rso 
power steam engine, vertical, circular, bent and fret saws, turning, morticing, 
and planing machines, and in fact all the tools of a large workshop. From 8(^ to 
1(X) lads of all ages and castes are there taught free, in reading, and writing, 
arithmetic, drawing, and meusuratiou. . All arc passed through tlic w'orkshop 
under the head carpenters or mistries in charge of the difi'erent machines, and 
the last class is expected to know the steam-engine, to draw to scale, to make 
plans, working drawings, and estimates. The w^orkshop establishment is 
separate. The whole is superintended by an European mechanical engineer. The 
school, turned out over Bs. 60,(100 worth of funniture last y(‘ar, besides an 
immense amount of w’oodw'ork for the Public Works Departimuit, aiid tho 
establishment rather more than paid its w’ay, school inclyded. The speciality 
of the school is art furniture, in which, w'hile the* best skeletons of Cfiippendalo 
and Adams are preserved, all inlaying and ornamentaiion are strictly oriental, 
the drawings being made by the students. Furniture is supplied to all parts of 
India and Europe. 

Of pure native furniture is a bed {char pay), a four-legged stool {hajoth)^ 
and a child’s cradle {pdrnu), all of painted laccpiered w'ork. These are contributed 
by the Gondal State in Kathiawar.

Class XXIV. — Glassware. 

Very little glass is produced in the Presidency, and that principally is 
manufactured at Ka]>advanj, iji the Kaira district, and is remarkable for its 
iridescent properties and good colour, resembling old Vemdian. 

The shapes, too. of the little vessels and cups, a largo eolleetion of which is 
exhibited, are v(‘ry (piaiiit audJ)eauiifuL 

At Kapadv'anj th(‘ Avorkers (.v///.s7/u2u) arc all Musaliuans, numT)ei'ing about 
70, who hay<f been following this craft for several gcnuu-alions. Alost of them 
are poor, and consequenlly have to borrow money for the purpose of carrying on 
their work. The niat(*rials for making glass an?— w.v, an alkaline earth obtained 
locally, impure carbonate of soda {sdji/chdr)j and a variety of dark tlinty sand 
from Jeypnr. 

The glass is made in large earthen furnaces in form like luigc slipper baths, 
the floor slo])ing forwards to holes prepanal lo receive tin* melted glass. The 
materials are mixed together in certain proportions ])la(‘ed in the furnaces, and 
when raised to a Avhite heat the molbm mass is run into a trench, where it remains 
till it is cool; it is tlnui broken n]) into .small pieces, re-iiiclted, aud shaped iuto 
bangles and small vessels, Avliicb are mostly used as toys. 

Mr. Spry, the pn'sent Collector of Kaira, is endeavouring to dcA’clop the 
industry at ij^padvanj. 

Glass bangles are made at Sliivapur, 1(> miles to the south of Poona, on the 
Mahal)l(‘shwar-Satara ivuid. Tliere arc four establishments of Lingayat KVieharis, 
employing about twenty-live to thirty imui. Brokmi bangles aiv bonglit from 
the Marvadi Fhuidne cdlds, or hawkers of^ parelnd graiii, who et)l!ect bi'okeri 
bangles in exchange for grain. The K)eal kaiisiirs, or denltu’s in glass bangles, 
also sell for an anna a pound tlie broken ]>ieees they eolh'et while litting bangles 
oil Avomen’s wrists. The ISliivapur Avorkers in bangles borroAv the small capital 
they require from the Poona money-lenders at Hi*. 1 to Jls. 2 jxu’ etuit. per mensem. 
They generally sell the bangles on their own account, amt art* aUo emj)!oyed by 
the kdnsdrs, or dealers in bangles, avIio supply tbeiii with broken bangles fur the 
purpose of ro-iiiaking them into iicaax for Avhieli they are paid IV lo 2 annas per 
pound. Glass AA'US ibrmerly obtained from CJntur, in the Aizam’s territory; but 
OA\dng to a sullieioiit supply of broken bangles being obtainable in the local market, 
the supply from this sources lias <*eas(‘d. JSbivapnr bangles fetch about Its. 5 per 
niaund of sixteen shers, each eighty lotds in Aveight. A w orkman can make from 
two to tAvo-aiid-a-half .shdrs of bangles in a day, for AAhieli lie is paid d to 7V annas. 

Glass bangles arc inanufaetured at Cbinelini near Tara pur. iii the Aliilum 
tdhiJca of the Thana Colleetorate, by 8amsliudiii Aliblnii, aud nearly tliirty to 
forty other persons, avIlo are Musalmans by caste, re.^iding in the same place and 
speaking the Miisalmani and Alarathi languages ; very Icav of them can read and 
write. They have been residents of Cbinelini for a long lime. The art^of manu- 
facturing a better variety of the bangles Avas llrst introiliieed some tifteen or 
twenty years ago by Alibbai Golainmoliidiii, A\hose son Sainslnulin Alibli.ni lias 
made the eolleetion reet‘ived. The Aalue of a dozen bangles is from aimas- 1 to 
annas 6 and 7 on the spot, and more than annas 12 per doziMi in Bombay. Accord- 
ing to what has been ascerted, each AA orker tuirns about l\s. 100 a year. Bangles 
are chiefly purchased by uiorchanls iu Bombay.

Mr. Maokcnzio is made by meftiiif?, in a eomuioii fiiriiaeo, broken jrlolx; lamps, 
broken China glass bangles, and the native-made glass of Kai)advaijj in the Kaira 
Colleetorute.

Class XXV. — Pottery. 

The pottery in the collection is mostly soft glazed ware. Glazed pottery is 
still made at Halla and Tatta in Sind, although nothing to the extent it was 
formerly, when glazed tiles of lovely colour and design were exteiisividy produced 
for the incrustation of the mosques and tombs, especially those of Tatta, which 
are now in ruins. In the collection from Sind are f\)me very beautiful s])ecimeris, 
good in design and effective in coloring, from a light golden yellow to a dark 
rich brown. The large vases and plaques are .from Kalla, which sTiow that the 
potters are capable of turning out pieces of e.xtraordinnry size. From the 
pottery works in Bombay, which are no longer connected with the School of Art, 
out are still carrit'd on under (he management of Mr. Terry, a largo lol lection is 
exhibited, wherein the forms and colouring are more numerous and varied than 
in that of the Sind ware. The adaptation of some of tin* orniimental decoration 
from the Ajanta Caves to the ware is most effective. A few ])ieces in imitation 
of Siudware are sent from Blnivnagar The black varnished pottery, similar to 
that made at Azimgarh, with painted silver and gilt ornament, is from Pattan, 
in the Gaekwar’s territory. Though rough in character, it is very etl’ective for 
decorative purposes.

CAMBAY STONES. • 

There are about 100 merchants at Cambay who deal in engates, and about 2,500 
to 3,000 artisans are employed. TJie stones are obtained from Eatanpore Hill, in 
Nandore subdivision, Morvi in Kathiawar, and Kapadvanj in Kaira, at Es. 3 to 
Es. 50 a seer, according to the size [yid (juality. A maiind gives 3 to 5 seers of 
the dressed stone. The artisans, wlio are Kanabis, are ])aid according to the 
workmanship of each sam]dc, and tlim'r income averages from Es. 7 to Es. 60 a 
month. Much of tin* ware is sent to China, J(‘ddo, and Ecmbay. The annual 
outturn ranges from two to three lakhs of rupees. The Cambay Darbar imposes 
6 per cent, exjiort duty on the articles.

Class XXVI.— Mkj rALWAKK, IIAKDWAEE AND CuTLEEY. 
COPPEE AND BE ASSWA RE. 

Nasik and Poona arc known for (hoir eopjior and brasswares, wliicli are 
much used by the Hindus. The Nasik vessels are prefiuTcd to those of Poona 
owing to their superior finish. Nasik being a place of pilgrimage, many Hindus 
visit it for religious purposes, and wben they return to their liomes they gen- 
erally take with tliem a number of copper and brass pots as presents to relatives 
and friends. At the thread and marriage ceremonies among Hindus of liigher 
classes, a set of copper, brass, or .silver drinking pols and cups are given to the 
boy wdio is to wear the sacred thread, or to the bridegroom. A great demand 
IS thus created annually, and the industry is well supiiortcd. Poona brass and 
copper- workers, of wliom there are in that city, have of late eommene- 

ed imitating Nasik work to a small extent. Eo igh pots used for culinary purposes 
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and brass figures are largely made at Poona, tlio annual outturn amounting 
to about twenty-five hik/ts of rupees. At Aiuod, in Kaira, tlioro arc about twenty- 
five to thirty workers in brass, whose out him amounts to about two thousand 
mpees a year. At Shikiirpur and Larkluina, in Sind, a largo trade amounting 
to Ps. 1,20,350 a year is earned on, the workers being Mahomedans and Hindus. 
As copper and brass vi'ssols are in general use among tlie natives, workers in 
these metals are found in most of tlie larger towns of the presidency. The 
dealers at Is'asik and Poona are generally i\raratha or Deccan Kasars by caste. 
Besides the dealers, there are three sets of workmen who earn their liveli- 
liood as workers in brass and copper — (1) Tambats, makers of large articles, 
( 2 ) Kalaikars, makers of small articles ; and (^) Charkavahis, workers on the 
lathe or polishers. 

Nasik Tambats came from Ojhar, about twelve miles norlh of Nasik, to 
which town they are said to have come three or four hundred 3 ’ears ago from 
Champaner, the ruined capital of the Panch ■Vlahals. It is curious to note that 
the males have changed their dress, wearing a Dekkan turban and jacket instead 
of those worn by their castemeii at Ahmedabad, Baroda, Surat, and Bombay. 
Their women have, however, kept their own (ri^jaratlii sadia. They worship 
the goddess Xali, for whom they have erected a temple in the IVimbat Ali, near 
Malhar Gate, and by general suhseiiption liave bought for the goddess, at a 
cost of Jis. 500, an octahedral devhdra or canopy of carved wood elaborately deco- 
rated with panels of pierced tracery. In the nrincipal hall of the temple aro 
paintings on the walls re])resenting some of the scenes of the Maluibhfirat 
and Eamjiyan. iSVisik Tarnbat.s live in one-storied houses, and are thrifty, hard- 
working, sober, and skilful. Among them there is tlie peculiar custom of holding 
marriages once in every four or five years onl 3 ^ On these occasions all the girls 
between five and eleven arc mated. During the performance of the marriage 
ceremonies, which last for two or three weeks, tliey close all their shops aiul 
stop all work. Tlie origin of this sj’stcm cannot be traced, but it lias tho 
advantage of minimising interference with their work, as well as feasting charges. 

There is no trade guild, but at ^Msik the caste inlliienee is very great. In 
marriages the bridi'grooms have each of them to pay a caste lie of Bs. (5 or 
Bs. 0 -‘i (if the bride is a widow) towards a fund for charitable and religious 
purposes. At Xasik there an* five families of Bonkaiii Tambats, who belong to 
Chonl and Bcvdaiida in the Ivolaba district, ^loilike the Gujarathis the Konkani 
Tambats use animal food, and drink li<|uor. The six workshops of the Musalmari 
Tambats, which are situated near the Trinibak gate at Na';ik, form a peculiar 
feature among the row of llhidu shops. The Moslem Tambats came from 
Chandvad, where a settlement was patronised b}' Malliarrar liolkar, in the middle 
of the last centur}^ when ho opeiK'd a mint in that town (about 1755). From 
1819, in which year the mint was closed, the Tambats of Uhaiidvad took to 
working in copper and brass, for which there was a eonsiderablc demand so long 
as the Bomba}’’-Agra ro.id reinain(‘(l the highway uf trade. Sinc<*, howevop, 
the introduction of the railway, the .Vgra mad has fallen into disuse, tlio demand 
for Cliandor brass and cojiper work has ci'ased, and the Tambats that liave 
remained in the town are bnfily off, with only a local (b*mand for their wares. 
The Cliandor Miisalin.in Tamiiats are said to be convi'iMed Gujanitbis from Nagar 
in ;Marwad. They use vegetable as well as animal food, and, like their Gnjarath 
fellow-workers, live in ojie-storicd bouses. 

Poon . workers in biviss and «'oj)pcr ])ots are mostly Konkaii Kasars, Paii- 
chal, and '^Larathas, while tlj(»se* of A mod have a tradition of having come down 
to that town from Cdiiimpaner like their Xaslk l)rethren. The Palanpur workers 
in copper and brass are mostly the natlvi-s of Mc'ssana iu the Baroda tcrritoryi 
from which place they niigraU-d about 2(>t» years ago. 

At Poona most ol the eopprr and brass-workers live in Slinkravar Petli. All 
the copper or brass used in the pivsidency for tho largr*r artieb's which are shap- 
ed on anvils comc!* from Furojie in slieiji-- of three varieties of thickness — thicK, 
medium, and tliin and aliouc four feet M(uare. They are bought at Bombay 
neai Pa^Mliuni by Kasars and other dealers, and are sold or given to be 
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worlfcd by Tanibats. The slieeis cliiTor little in price, copper co.sting Es. 44 to 
Its. 45, and brass Its. 31 to Us. 35 a Jiundrcdwcight, with two rupees extra, — 
one for brokeraco and the other for carriaj^e. 

Tlie sheet of brass or copper is Iianded over to tlie workman, who lays it on 
the floor and on it lie traces with a eomiiass tlie shape of the article to be made, 
and cuts it out with scissors or a cbi.scd. The metal is tlicn softened in the tiro 
and hammered, first on a hollow stone anvil, and ns it assumes a hemispherical 
sha]'C it is hammered on a bent iron bar-anvil, and again softened and ham- 
mered three or four times till it is beaten into shape, b.ach vessel is generally 
made of two pieces, a lower and an upper, sr*paralely beatem into shape and sol- 
dered with brass, borax (jtnvdfji) and chloride f)f ammonium (navasdf/fir). The 
men work in bands of live or six, dividing the labour between them, some mark- 
ing the rough shape, some shaping the neck, otlicr.s forming the lower ])ortion 

the vessel, and the rest giving the wlnde a rough polish. Tlie poli'^liing 
given to cooking ulcusils is rough scrulibing, u ilh a mixture of pOAvdered char- 
coal and tamaibid ])nlp, followed by hammering u ith a small hammer till the 
Avliole surface is cnvoreil uith little facets. 

Another set of workers ii^ brass at Xsi'^ik and Poona are tlio Kalaikars, 
tiniHTs, A\ bo are Panclials hy caste. Th(‘y . speak Marathi, and call tliernselves 
A'rt/ff Jis/iah'is." They are believed to be the original followers 

of Binlh, and hav(‘, owing to the jun-Nceution of the Ihuhmins. ])rofosscd lliiulu- 
isiij. The Aasik Kaliakars arc said to have eoiiie from Bcdar, Their ])roper 
craft of tinning copper and brass pots has of late failed them. They owed tln*ir 
position as sneeialists to tlu' hedief that the heating of chloride of ammonium 
(n a rasa (far) orought on a household the wrath of the gods ; but this feelingjlias 
to a great extent [lassed away, and as tinning is a very sim])1e proce'ss, the need 
of a sp(‘eial class of worhiiicn has ceased. Kalaikars ditfer from Tambats 
catithiff pots as uell as beating them into sluriK', and by making small instead of 
larg(‘ article’s. 

Specimens made by (J yanu. avUo is a Kalaikar, represent those usually cast 
or beaten into sliajH’ by tin’ Kalaikars. 

The latho»>vork(‘rs of Na>ik belong to different castes. Five of tliem are 
(1883) Kalaikars, four Tliatere Parde>liis, two ^raratbas, one .Shimni, and one 
Koli making thirteen in all. As they have to ])oli>h pots for Tambats as well 
as the Kalaikars, tlu’y have ]n’elty constant vork and are fairly well-to-do 
Tlu’y generally make no ])ots and are the liin’d .servants of tlie Kiisars or 
dealers. The Thatere Panlesliis, u ho liavo their hcad-iiuarters at Uaijiur. Aag- 
pur, and Benares, say tluit tlicy have been settled for centuries at Aasik, and 
that their b)rcfatliers wi*re warriors. Only one of them has oju’ucd an evtab- 
lislimcnt like those cd the Kalaikars. ’The ^Vlaratha .and Shimpi lathe-workers 
have been settled in Nasik for a feA\ years only. The Koli says In' is of the same 
caste with the Kolis of Sarvaiirth. Takit, and Beljiav, in Aasik, ainl that liis 
forefathers have. been settled as ]>olislu’r> in AA'-ik for eight (*r iiiin' generations. 

The ])rocess of polishing on the lathe is simple. The vessel is fixed to 
the lathe with resin wax, ninl tlie wheel is turned by a l.alionn’r: the ]>olisher 
sitting close to the vessel, presses against it a sharj»-]iointed tool, called rdndha, 
Avhich he rests oil a small iron guide bar, and uliidi, as the pot uhirls round, 
scrapes its outer surface.

One Kalaikar at A.isik. named (lyanu, 
who casts ])o(s, has imported an English lathe, his work is truer and far 
Mijieriiw ns regards finish tlian that ])roibieed on the native lathe, and bis 
articles coiiseqiK’ntly comniainl a bet ter sale and fetch higher prices. At Poona 
there arc half a dozen English lathes at work.

AViHKl-ciirviiif; iiiv.sl Iinvo boi'ii 'I'ry »‘\t<'iisivolv jiraoli'Oil nt one linio (lirou"h- 
^ut tho prcsidciit'y of lii’iiroM v. in.'iy bo scou Iroiu tlio I'urx od "oodou !u>usc3 
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which arc met with in nearly every town, but n<>w the practice is confined prin- 
cipally to Alinieddhad, Surat, and Iviinnra. One of tlio most attractive features iii 
the court is fhe portion of an ortiinary native house from Baroda with doors from 
the old city of Dabhoi Both are excellent examples of enrvim^. 

At Alimodabad there are above 800 families of Sutars, Avho are carvers in 
wood. The caste is divided into four seetions, -Vaishnva, tifteen families ; Maivada, 
40» families ; Gujar, 3(X) families ; and Cham]ainere, H»() families. Of these there 
are onlv 75 to SO who can be classed as skilled artisans, the remainder being 
capable" of only very rough work. 

The wood is brought from the Katpatias or dealers in wood, wlio have 
about 30 shops in Ahmedaba*!. The money required fur the ])iireliase is gener- 
ally advanced by tlio customer liim^elf. They work fr«)m morning to evening 
with a rest of two liours at midday. Their inslniments are of Knglisli make, 
with the exception of a few scoopers, wliioh are sn])plied by the local lohdrs ov 
ironsniiths. 

Witli the exception of a few carvers, who earned a precarions living hy 
carving elaborate flowcr-stunds, picture-frames, card-cases, Ac., in ])laek\\(M)d fop 
European demand, the art of wood-carving was iflmosl extinct in AlmuMlabail ; 
but by the enterprise of Mr. Lockwot>d de Forest, an American gtqd hwnaTi, who 
has started an establishment there for the construction of carved furniture 
wliich is exported to 2s ew York, a revival has t ikeu place. Tlu‘ establishment 
is under the management of Afr. Magganbliai llatlisirmg. About om‘ bntidred 
workmen are employed, who are j»aid fjjom 12 annas to Jb*. 1-S ])er day. in addition 
to employing all "the best carvers in Ahmcdtibad, men ha\(‘ been brought from 
Kadi, Fattaii, and Snrat. Tin* clever men are from Faltan. The dt‘signs for the 
carvers are drawn out by three inidhdcs, Tribliuvan. a flrst-cIass man, Jalu, 
and Kanchord. 

A cabinet has been purebnsod from this establishment, and is C-xhibited 
as being a good specimen of modern .Vlnucdabad work. 

At Sural there W’cre about 8tMl IVirsi i‘arv(*rs at tin* beginning of this cen- 
tury, but many of them have left tlie business, and st‘Vt‘ral others have migrat<‘(l 
to Bombay, where they Iiavc sliojis in the Kall»a<levi Bond, in which they make 
and sell desks, glove and work-l)»)xes, card-eases, ]>a])(‘r-knivcs, eiiess-hoarcls, Ac., 
which are partly carved in blackwood ami sandalwood, and inlaid work, and whicli 
are known as “Bombay b(.>xes.’* At prc'scut Siirat c(»iitaiiis only twenty to thirty 
families of carvers, and not mure than half a dozen sliojis. 

Billimora, ill the Laroda territory, sends a large collect imi for sale of tho 
inlaid woodwork. 

AVood-carving for hon.ses is still largely carried on at Surat, ami fliere are 
several work.shops where d(xirs, siiiilters, cciliugs, and cnj)l)oards may be bought 
ready-made. A .sj;ceimen of one of these doors is exhilutetl in the t'ourt. It is 
characterised by considerable frccilom ami Ixddness of execution — a treatment 
most suitable to the size of the object decorated. Of tin* finer and more delicate 
kind of carving, two speeinum.s are exhibiie«i (A’os -KJ and i7). 

At iSurat a considerable trade is carried on in toys, w hitdi consist of figures 
carved on wood and afterwards decorated by painting, gilding, aiitl then vurni.Nlied. 
A few speeirnen.s of these are aK</ .xhown. 

At jNu*']k, which is tamous tor its old carved timber houses, (he art of wood- 
cavving is all but extinct. One inaii, however, was discovered, who said he was 
a carver, and he undertook to ropy oiir of the w imh/w s in (he If ingle’s vdr/(f, or 
house whicli is now' userl as a scIu)ol. Iiis sj)e<*iinen w as t*.\lilbi(cd. 

Jii the Kaiiara district Mr. B. E. Candy, the (’olb'ctor, re})or(s that Gude- 
gars, or carvers in wi od, arc found in the Ankobi, Kumta, llonore, Sidapnr, and 
Sirsi subdiviMoiis. llicy are cpiite a small eominunily, iiumlun’ing in all abnul 
2(J0 souls, Siidras by ea>l<-, and came originally from G»)a, whence tlu'V arc said 
to Jiivc been driven by the Jnrpiisition. Those who live above the (iliats ."peak 
Kai.Mre^’C, while those on (he* c.,a.^i peak chiefly Konkani. 'J ln‘y are fair, middle- 
pized. iidelligent, and quiel, but ioml ot drink, lazy, and very iinprovid«‘nb 
lije3 are nnieJi einpluycd in painting ami decorating bniplcs, Tin*y car\c ni 
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sandalwood, ebony, and ivory. The tools used arc few and simple. Some of tliem 
iuive boohs witli Kuropean desifijns, and they can f^enerally copy any tiling put 
before them ; but they pref(‘r to work out their own d(‘KignH. TJiey make, as a 
rule, a rough sketch iirst on paper, and then Avith a 2)encil trace th(» d(‘sign on 
the v^ood to bo carvi'd. Tlie leading members of tlie guild are Santaya Slietti at 
Kuinta, Krishnaya at Honore, Shesha at Siilapiir, and Manjaya at Bilgi in 
tlie Sidapur taluka. Tli(‘y are very fond in tlieir carvings of re])resenting Shiva 
Avitli tlie great serpcait Vnsuki criiled round his neck, IVirvati in Jiis la]), and their 
son (hinpati closi; b 3 ^ wliih* all around stand rhishis, warriors, and dancing-girls. 
Another favourite scimu* is Krishna sivited in a tree with the clothes of tin* (iopis 
in his possession, wliile they ho liaA'e been s])orting in tin* wal(*r look up to 
Krishna iinj)loring him to roton* tln‘ir clothes. The various expressions on the 
Avoinen’s faces are (‘xcelh*nlly portrayeil. 

The two carved hoxt's made by Saniaya, vepre'^nit scenes from the Tlamayana, 
IVInhabharat:!, and the Ihirans. The ligures e«»mpri>e Ham. Sita. riakshman, 
llanuman, the monkey-god, Havana, his si>ter Surjianakha. Kumbha-Karna, his 
brother, ami Jndrajit, his .son, Vishvamitra, \’aslii>htli. Narad, ami otln-r sages. 
Sliiva and iVirvati, the iVmdfivas, and various other fabuhnis beings are also 
shown. ^

The kings were kings seated on elaborately carvi'd tlironc''. d he (|Ue( ijs W(*re 
])rime ininist(*rs [mantris) kn(*(*ling ])efore the king on one knee. Tin* easth's 
AV(*r(i ele])hants in full trappings ridden by " d he knights were* 

warriors on liorseback, and tin* bishops were men A^itll drums or tom*t*»m riding 
camels. A year was re(|uin*d tt» g«*t the whole eom])U‘led. No works of this kind 
are umh'rlaKen except by sjncial order.

Bnikling being extendi A^ly carried on thronghoui the Prcsidene}% notably 
at B mbay and Ban.da, the earvihg of tlie decorative details is executed by a 
class of natives called Salat, who are (Lijratliis, and^re found at Bliuj, Manilvi, 
Kera, Naha, and Katljora, in Kateli, as AA'ell as at Jainriagiir. Inhere arc

Altliou^b most of the work is in stone, marble is used and is obtainable at 
Davria in ICatcli, and Kathiawar, but a good deal is imported from Italy.

Every village has 
its own sonis or sonars, wJio are goldsmitlis as well as silversmiths, and every 
family, no matter how poor, has its ornaments for the female members of the 
household; and rather than allow them to go without wliat is considered to bo 
the essential ornaments wliieli custom has prescribed, money is borrowed at 
ruinous intere.st, oven by thotc of tlie higher classes, for the purchase of these 
articles of adornment. 
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Besides these ornaments are the silver vessels in use among tlie wealthier 
class of natives, aiicl the vases, cups, tca-serviecs, &c., in rcpouss6 work for tli( 
European market. TJiesc were formerly made only in Ivatcli, but now the^ 
can be had in Bombay, Poona, Ahinodabad, and Ahraednagar, where Katcl 
silversmiths arc employed. Owing to the increased demand for silverwork 
its artistic qualities have deteriorated in proportion. Specimens are exhibitec 
by the Darbar from Kateh, by Messrs. Cursetji and Sons of Ahmednagar, am 
b}’^ Mr. Terry of J3ombay, who has in his employ an excel lent Kateh workinai 
named Trikamji. From Aden is shown a collection of silver ornaments worn bj 
Arab and Somali women, deserving of special notice. The work is massive, tin 
execution large and bold in treatment. The belt with bells, the necklace in whicl 
large amber beads arc introduced, and the armlets and bangles, are splendic 
specimens of barbaric treatmenl:. The character of the ornament is a ciirioin 
blending of Indian and Arabic. 

In Katch there are about 3,500 aonis, or gold and silversmiths, distributee 
over the province. The say that they were once vd?iis, and state that abon 
a thousand years ago they took to working in gold, and therefore came to b( 
called souis from sunCf gold. One section apiong them, called palni sonh 
claim to be Songadh Eajpiits, who at the advice of Sidh-Eaj Jayasing (1001-1143 
became goldsmiths, and are called Fatnis, from having come down from Pattai 
in Gujrath. Kansdm sonisy another sect, claim to have once been Kshatriyas 
or warriors, and that at a certain time of adversity they tLH)k to tliis calling ui 
the suggestion of their goddess Mahakali. The third sect, I'tniia sonfs, came tc 
Katch from Bhinmal or Shrimal through Gujrath about two hundred years ago 
Mdrvddi sonis now found in Katch came there from Marvad about 250 year.' 
ago. A few workmen have capital enough to buy gidd and silver^ on their oam, 
account, but usually they are the paid servants ot the A’^ania, Bhatia, and Khoj.M 
merchants. Some buy worn-out ornaments, which are again worked into new 
articles. As a general rule in Katch gold and silver is su])])lied by the customer 
and handed over to the 6*ew?,s- for being worked into ornaments, the latter bein^ 
paid at As. 4 to Ks. 2 for each tol<i of gold, and As. I to 8 for each fohi of silver. 
Each section (fr caste has its own guild or jamdt, with an alderninn, a code (»f 
rules, and 'a fund, which is managed by the alderman and the committee {panoh) 
for the purpose of defraying expenses m connection with man’iage ceremonies, 
for the hire of vessels u.scd at feasts, and for the payment of lines. ThP total 
outturn of silverware for European use is said to amount to Es. 5,()(X) to Es. 8,(KK] 
a year, while the outturn of gold and silver ornaments for native use i.s as much 
as 4 to 5 lakhs of nipees a year. 

Eeferring to Aden, the First Assistant Political Eesident reports that besidi's 
the jewelry and goldsmith’s work — the only descript iiai of work of which it was 
considered worth while to forward specimens to the E.xhibition — the various 
handicrafts pursued b}" the residents in Aden are of the most ordinary d^'serip- 
tion. There are about 7b (Census, 188 J) persons working as gold or silversmiths. 
They are mostly Jews.

Class XXXVill.— C otton Fabrics. 

• 

As the Hindus elotlie tht'mselves neaily entirely with cotton fabrics, a very 
extensive industry is carrit'd on througliuut the ])residcncy in nianufnciuring the 
several articles of dress worn both by males and females, the principal being sadls 
or M'omcn’s garments, I hansy or bodies* }»ieees> turbans, and d/inlis <*r waiNl-cloths 
for men. Ahmedabad is noted for a’uV/v and ilhufls. Veola bu* sifilis and turbans, 
Shohipur and Ahinediiagar for sddis and /e/fatts, and Karachi for lu/a/is (scarves), 
susis (striped fabrics), and sarj^os (bed-covers). 

Hand-spiiiiiing is almost an extinct ilulu.'<l^3^ With the exception (>f a few* 
Mahars in the Jlekkaii, who spin a veiT coarse yarn, nearh' all the weavm*s uf 
cotton fabrics obtain their material from tlie Bombay nulls or from Europe. 
Cotton fabrics are decorated in two na^s — (1) by weaving (ho designs in tlie 
piece, and (2) by hand-])riuting in one or more colours by means of wooden 
blocks. Several specimens of both methods .arc exhibited. Colton-i>rinting is 
principally carried on at Ahmedabad, Kaira, Baroda, Broach, Malegaon. Kaicli, 
and some of the States of Kathiawar, where sad is ^dudios (covering for razais) 
imdjdjams are made. The printing of the former is on line calico, while that of 
the latter is on a coarser material, resembling canvas {daiofri). whiidi readily 
receives the dyt*s. Tliree very g^'od s])eeimens were exhibited im the ceiling of 
the Court ; the one immediately over the Baroda iloorway from Limadi near 
Ahmedabad, that in the inidtlle bay from Broach, and tlie third was sent 
by the Kateh Darbar and is admirable both in design and eolor. Jdjams oeeujiy 
in the native house the same place as the carpet does in tluit of the European. 
They arc well adapted for eciliug decoration, and are now being introduced for 
that purpose. 

At Ahmcdabid about Kanabis, 20B IMnsalmans, and 300 Kliatris are 
employed in weaving sddis tuul dhutis. and there are about BX) shops in which 
are sold and about 150 for tlie sale of dhiitis. English yarn nuinbered 40, 
50, and GO is in use. About a luLli and a half worth of dhutis are maiiufaetured 
in one year. 
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At Yeola tliere arc about OoO looms for sddis and 2,000 for turbans. The 
sddis arc 'woven by the Khatris and Maifithas, while the turbans by Momins, 
a sect of Musalnians wlio mij^ratcd from Upper India. 

At Ivaira 400 Hindu and 15Q; Mussulman houses are employed in cotton- 
printing. The printing is remarkably well done, clear, and not blurretl, and is 
superior to that of either Alnnedabad or Broach. Bliagvandas Narayanji. a 
Kliatri, a tine-looking man of about 60, designs and cuts all the blocks in use.

Silk fMl)rics, cither plain or mixed with ^old thread, arc ehielly woven at 
Yeohi, Poona, Aliiiiedabad, and Snrat, and silk fabrics M’ithout any adniixtiire 
of ^^old arc woveii at Tlnina, Saswad, BeJgaum, llcvadanda in Kolaba, and Sho- 
lajmr, each contain in^ only a f(‘w looms. 

Siiiixfi or dresses for women, and fMmhars or sacred dresses for men, are the 
chief articles of trade, 8jidis arc cut into pieces 21 to ;jO inches long and sold 
as bo(Iice-pi(‘c(‘s or I'ham. 

The silk manuLicture of Yeola is one of the most important of ISMsik indus- 
tries, and is estiinalc'd to sujiport d.,()(X) families. Paithanis (female silk garbs), 
'pildmhara (silk cloths or Siu*n«d cloths for males and females), tuydis (silk sddis), 
dumdfas (feiindc scarves), and fehaas (bodice-pitaa's), from Yeola are in ennsider- 
able demand among the highcT classes of natives, not only only among the 
ueallhy, who daily W(‘ar 1h(‘se fabrics, but also aimnig those who amiear 
ill tlieni only on festive 0 (*easions. TJie estalilisliriKMit of the industry at 
Yt'ohi, whieh noiv contains ahout 1125 looms, dates from the beginning of the 
eightei'iith eentury (1115H.), ^lieii one Kaghoji Xaik, a relative (»f the jiresent 
Patel, by tin* jiromist* of a monojmly. indiieed a certain 8h!imtias A'alji, a (injrat 
\’ania, to bring silk-weavers to settle at Yeola. Tlie mono]>4>ly was eoutiiiui‘d 
by the Peshwa’s (loveriiiiieiit, and iiewe<.)mers could not start silk-looms in Yeola 
except hy paying tlie original settJiTs a fee of Rs. Of this amount Re. 1-4 

WvMit to the Kazi, Rs. 1^2-8 to the P<‘shwa’s (iovernmeiit. and the remainder to the 
Cl ujrathi sUk-weavers for a caste diiiTUT. Under the British rule the monopoly 
was at first resixvted. In lS;t7 the petition of a Pardeslii, mimed Ba])u, for 
leave to open r(‘ciing rnd spinning machiji(*s in Yeola was rcjirted hy the Assist- 
ant Collector, and his deeisinn wus, on apjieal, njiheld b}* the Ci>lh‘elor. A fur- 
th(‘T a])peal to the Kevenue Commissi<nier nasmore successful, and ill 8epteml)tT 
18 15 llapu gaimxl h‘ave to set up a macliine ill Yeola. On the 2()th of January 
1848 the (jujl’athis tiled a suit in the Civil Court for damag<‘s. The )x>int was 
decided in their favour, but oil appeal tin* High Court upset the decision (21tli 
June 18()4) and put an (‘iid to tin* mono|>oly. Siin*e that time many classics of 
oulsidfi-s have talu ii to silk-woaviiig, and now there aro 250 Xliatris, JtXJ Koshtis, 
2(XJ Sal is, and 25 Musalmans. 

All the silk used at Yeola is imported in the raw state. Tt is received fn>m 
three places, — China, Ileiigal, and IVrsia tlirougli Bombay. Uor trade puriH>si*s 
the workmen dhide it into tlie folloNviiig six classes : — 

(1) Aral (China, a variety of), at Hs. 17 a stn r of SO tolas, 

(2) Two varieties, diwm and lankin, at Rs. 10-8 a sfar. 

(J) Sim, at Rs. 1(1 a shtr, 

(1) Two varieties, ,snt aiul siUhdphi, at Rs. 12 a ahvr. 

(5) Two varieties, rhardm and hdnafe. at Us. S a slur. 

(b) Two varieties, shikdriniri, worth Rs. 4 a slur, and pamjam, at 
Rs. 2-8 a slur. 

The dealers, wlio are men of moans with capital ranging from Rs. 5,(5(V) to 
Rs. 4,(K),0()0, make raw' silk over to the twister or rahdfk'ari, also called 
reeler, in wJiose estahtislinieirf it is sorted, reeled, and twisted. Silk in the 
twisted state is called shcria. It is then handed over to tin' dyer {nf/it^drl). 
Finally it goes to the w eaver, (mdfjvdhi), by whom it is w arjiod, sized, and woven. 

The ]xxtteriis in these fahries are mostly taken from llieir rescmhlaneo to 
certain objects in nature and of daily use, such as katdri, from tlie dagger of that 
uaine; buydi, from the gold ornament with pearls worn by women in tlie ear. 

At Poona there is a large silk-weaving industry, which 1 ms to a great extent 
competed suceessfiilly with Yeola. Four or live hundred looms are at work; of 
these nearly two-thirds are owned hy Musalmaiis and the rest hy Hindus. Among 
the Musalmaiis there arc two subdivisions,— Momiiis and Jhulahas, — and among 
the Hindus there are three,— Ivhatris, Koshtis, and Salis, They live mostly in

the Juntiganj Poth, now known as Mominpura. The Musalman silk-weavers 
of Poona originally belonged to Dekkan Jlydrab&d, Dharwar, Nariiyan Pctli, 
and Gul Makal. They migrated to Poona about two to live generations ago. 
As a class all the silk-weavers of Poona are mild, hard-working, and sobBr;tho 
Hindus are, however, more thrifty than the Mus.Tlmans. They have to borrow 
from the silk-dealers of the city the amount recpiired. for buying silk yarn and 
gold thread, and when the fabric is ready they sell it on their own account, paying 
the amount borrowed to the creditors, who charge 3 per cent, on the proceeds. 

The dyers of Poona are all Hindus ; they have come from Paithan about 
four or five gciu'rations ago. These people invariably use aniline dyes, and this, 
together with the inferior and cheaper quality of the silk used, give the Poona 
silk-traders a decided advantage ever the silk-traders of Yeola. Poona silks are 
sold to the local traders, who send them to liombay. Demand for Poona silks is 
steadily on the increase. 

J^W^ivers are paid As. 8 to Kc. 1-1 a yard for the fabri»* woven, according to 
the pattern. The weavers say that the}' earn about Its. 15 to 25 a month each. 
Six k'hans or bodice-pieces arc purchased at Poona to illustrate the patterns 
mostly in request. '

SILK, GOLD, A^D SILA^ER BORDERS. 

At Ahmedabad tliere are about 10() to 125 dealers in borders {l'0)\ hindr, 
tdsy lappo, and pliit) with gold and silver thread (h*signs in the textiins and about 
seventy to eighty dealers at Surat, who in botli ])laecs l)(*long U) the Khatri, AAnis, 
Shravak, and Kanabi cast(*s. The shops of the Ahmedabad dealers are in the 
Manak Chauk, while tliose of the Surat dealers are mostly in their own houses, 
situated throughout the town. At Ahmedabail there are about 2t.)(l to 250 
families, employing 500 to (>0tJ looms, behmging to the Khatris, who alone are the 
weavers of borders and khand. . They all live in the Kalu])ur subdivision of the 
city. At Surat there are about 60() to HtM) families of the Khatri>, eoiitaining 
about 1,200 to 1,500 looms, chiefly in Shi])wad, Balgempara, and Sahipdara. The 
weavers of borders and k'haads believe tlmt they are the original inhabitants of 
Ahmedabad, those at Surat having gone to that t»)wn five or six g^merations ago. 
They wear a Gujnith turban, a jacket, a long e«uit, a scarf rvmnd the loins, 
and another .'ijc^rf over the shoulders. All the dealers and U(‘nvt‘rs of border 
and khand speak Gujrathi. They are mild and very hard-working, and all i»f 
them are vegetarians. About 200 of the Ahmedabad leavers and about h>0 
of those from 8urat nave their own tiled, moNtly <>ne->toreyeil hou>es to live 
in ; others reside in hired (juarters. The silk, the gold threail, and the silver 
thread are all sup])lied by the. dealers. The dealers obtain the silk from 
the merchants in raw silk, seiul it to (he dilTerent work-people for Ining 
sorted, spun, dyed, and sized, and then hand it over to tin* weavers. The 
weavers of borders and khand work from sunrise to 12 a.m. and from 2 p.m. 
to sunset. They slop all work on the last dav of the lunar month, atnat'dsf^a \ 
diodli, six da3's; dasara, one da}’; the whole of the month of 8hrav*an; 
four days of /m// holidays. There is greater demand than usual for the borders 
aud during the marriage seasons. Fm* wea\iuga pieee id kor or border 
120 feet long the weaver receives Rs. 3, together with a pieee of the border 5 feet 
long; for weaving l,()0(^ feet, Rs. 10 and a piece 100 feet long; for ids and hippo. 
Re. 1 a foot, u ith twO-fortieth (/m/) in weight of the flattened gt)ld and siUer 
wire used. For weaving ])lain ohit or laee As. I for 100 feet ; for the dkda or zig-zag 
frngo laee, Rs. 12-8 for W) tolas. Tlie average monthly income of a weaver 
rangso from Rs. 10 to Rs, 15. Women and eliildren of ten and more assist the 
males in weaving the borders. In eonueetion with this industry there are four, 
trade guilds, one for each artiele, kor. tds. pallav. ami one for tin* three, phit. kindr 
^iidffota. When a new man starts the industry iu a tow n he luis to pay to the

Gold and silver thread is extensively used in embroidery and in the weaving 

of cotton and silk fabrics, of Avhich a variety is produced at several towns in the 
presidency. 
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In the silks and turbans of Yeola, tlws/iMs of Poona, the dnpattast 

khandsy and borders of Alimedabad and Surat, gold and silver thread is intro- 
duced in different proportions with the cotton or silk yarns, of which they are 
mainly formed. The wonderful ductility of gold is seen in the manufacture of 
silver-gilt thread when a bar of silver eavered with gold-leaf is gradually drawn 
out to a silver thread still coated with gold. 

At Ahmediibad there are at present from 1,500 to 2,000; at Surat nearly the 
same number ; at Yeola about 900 to 1,000 ; and at Poona between 3,000 and 
4,000 workers employed in the manufacture of gold and silver thread. Tho 
Ahmediibad and Surat workers are Gujrathis ; those at Yeola, Sonars, Musal- 
mans, Pathans, and Marathas ; and those at Poona, Lad Sonars, Kokani Sonars, 
Khandesli Sonars, Aher Sonars, Vaishya Sonars, Marathas, and Pardeshis. 
Artizans from these several towns nave settled in Bombay, where they carry 
on a lucrative trade. Ahmedabiid and Surat workers state that their ancestors 
came from Champaner, and that the craft was originally carried on by Musal- 
mans at Delhi and Agra under the patronage of the Mogluil Government. A 
tradition is current that one goldsmith from Champaner went to Delhi and 
happened to see gold and silver thread made, and' wauled to learn the art, but 
could get no information. Feigning blindness, he gt)t himself employment as 
a coolie to hammer tho bars of silver. There ho learnt the art of gilding 
and drawing wire to the required thinness, lie afterwards opened a workshop 
in Ilia native town, from whence the process was carried to Ahmedahjul, 
Paithan in tho Nizam’s Territory, Surat, Yeola Poona, and Bombay. Tho 
industry was first established at Yeola in 1830. At the close of that year, 
in consequence of a dispute with the local authorities of the old city of 
^Paithan, on tho borders of Ahmednagar and the Nizam’s dominions, the gold and 
silver thread workers went and settled at Shegam in Ahmednagar. One of tho 
leading men, llamchaiulra Sakharam Baswande, visited the Memledar of Yeola, 
and through him obtained leave for the people of Paithan to sidtle there without 
the payment of the usual tax payable to the trade guild, and on tlie Gth January 
1S37 Hamchandra opened a gold thread factoryat Yeola. The Poona workers stato 
that they came from Paithan, Aurangabad, and Ka-ranje in the Nizam’s Territory. 
At Alimedabad and Surat the gold is bought in foils at Ks. 20 a (olay 

and the silver from Kensaras in bars {pnsa) at Ue. l-l. vitola. The silk is obtained 
from Keshimvahis at Its. It to Its. 15 a shn* (35 fofas). At Yeola the gold ami 
silver is obtained from Bombay. The gold must be perfectly ])ure (shmuh/idr 
namhri.) Three kinds of silver are used , — patarhi or hniglish. nrfuchi or C’hinese, 
and qdvthi or local. Chiiu'se and hx*al silver are sold mixed with an alloy ami 
can tlierefore be used wit bout any change, but the jinre Kngli^h silver has to be 
mixed either with from ten to fifteen-fortietlis of Chinese c>r local silver, or with two 
or three-fortieths of copjier. The best Knglish silver costs from Its. lOS to Its. 1 10 
for 100 tolas the Chinese costs Ks. 106 to Ks. 107, and the country silver Us. 101 
to Rs. 105 for 100 tolas. 

At Poona there are four Alusulmans Bhora families, named Gofevale, who 
buy old gold and silver fabrics, in which gohl and silver thread has been used, 
and by a certain process separate the two metals, and from them is purchased 
a large portion of tho gold and silver used in that city for tho manufacture of 
the thre,ad. 

SOZNIS Oil BED-COVEllS. 

Soznis are cotton and silk fabrics stuffed with (‘otton to serve as quilts, and 
the manufacture is a spL'clalty of Broaeh, the invention being attributed to 
llasanbhai Knrimblnn. a resident of Mundaphia. The peculiarity of the work 
consists in each little scjiuire bag being woven and unitcnl by the loom to its 
fellows. The oj)CTatiun is peculiar. The weaver sits with his feet in a pit in 
which there are eight lreadh*s corres|)onding with and governing tho action 
of the eight heddle^ above*. There is a double layer of fibres in the warp, eiio 
white and rod and the* other green and red, and they are arranged one above 
the other. By raising with a hook and string, treadles numbered 1 and 3, he 
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opens tlio set of rod square compartments for stuffing? them with cotton wool, 
and by raising those numbered 6 and 8 he opens tlie set of green compartments. 

When the red warp is on the top of the green, the weaver w^orks his treadles 
alternately by raising first those numbered 1, 4, 6, and 8, and then tlioso 
numbered 2, 3, 5, and 7, W'hih*, when the green is uppermost, he raises thoso 
numbered 1, 4, 5, and 7, and then tliose numbered 2, 3, 0, and 8.

Class XLV. — Embroidery. 

Embroidery is principally carried on at Shikarpur and Hyderabad in Sind^ 
in Katcli, in JSurat and Bombay, and is executed in various materials, such as 
silk on cotton, as the soziiis of Shikarpur, silk on silk as the “ odhtie^ 
a scpiare sheet worn by the wonfen of Katch ; silk, gold and silver thread used 
singly or together on cloth or satin for various articles of dress, and also for table- 
cloths, cozies, cushion-covers, &c., as those of Hyderabad. Another kind of em- 
broidery heavy in character called hharat kdni* (literally “ W'ork filled in ”), 
where, the ornament is first workcul in relief in a coarse cotton thread and after- 
wards covereil with gold or silver thread, is extensively made for caps, coats, 
wasnads^ saddle-cloths, i^'c. A largo <pianlity of this description of embroideiy is 
manufactured by Daudbhai in Kalbadevi .Koad, Bombay, wlio employs a large 
number of uorknieii, who are principally from Delhi. 

A species of embroidery made of gold and silver spangles and twisted gold 
wnre is also mnnufactured, and a specimen is exhibited by liis Highness the Kaja 
Siiheb of Dliningdra, Kiithiauar. 

JMost of the s])ecimens sent from Hyderabad, Sind, show decided deterio- 
ration in dc'sign, color, and moile of cx(‘cuthni. The designs are ill composed, 
there is a want of balance in the distribution of the mass(‘s — the coloring is staring 
owing to the introduction of anilim* dyes, and the cxcc\itiun is pour when compared 
with older wtuk. The round embroidered cushion-eovercel in gold, silver, and 
silver and gold on hlack cloth arc, however, beautiful spiadmeiis, especially the 
two where the admixture of .silver and gold is liap})ily carried out. 

The two large oblong pieces of effect ivi* embroideries from Shikarpur 
worked in silk on coarse eottoii ground, with dises in red and iiiters])aces 
filled with foliateil work, taken fnnii specimens brought by trailers from Bokhara, 
are of Tartar origin. I'his is an evidence of the manner in which the arts in Sind 
arc infliieuced by those of Central Asia.

Leather is largely cniployed tbrougliout the presidency for making shoes, 
sandals, pouches, belts, ehdr</als (water-bottles), and book-ei>vers, which arc more 
or less ornamented by stamping, perforating, and embroidery. Several speci- 
mens of leather-work are oxhibiteil. sueli as tlie ehan/als from DJirangiilira, 
embossed hook-covers from , Ahinedabad, leather shields from the same place, 
shoos, and sandals from Poona, aud cigar-cases and embroidered boots from 
Khairpur, in Sind. 
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LEATIIEE SHIELDS. 

The mamifactnrc of leather shields from the hide of the rhinoceros and blue 
bull was one of the most important industries in tJio presideney during; the old 
fighting days. At Ahniedabad alone about 100 families were engaged in the trade. 
As shields are no longer required for warfare, and since the working of the Arms 
Act in 1858, the demand for them no longer exists ; a few, however, are made to 
supply the European demand for curios. A single family — a father and two sons 
— of the Mochi caste is now eiftployed at Ahmedabiid in making them, and show 
four specimens. The artisan and his two sons obtain the skins from the territories 
of the jVative Cliiofs. TJie brass bosses are obtained from Kadi, in the Earoda 
territor}', at Ee. 1-8 for a set of four. The iron rings are locally obtained at about 
As. 8 for the set, and the copal varnish is prejiared at home. The skin is soaked 
in water and kept in moulds for a month or five week.s. Then it is cleared and 
scraped with tlie mndha, which costs about As. 12. AV hen a number are ready, 
they are painted, varnished, and finally the bosses and cushions are fitted.

NATIVE SHOES. 

In the Bombay presidency shoes are made for natives citlier of leather or of 
wood, the former being divided iuto^e^^d, iuta, and vdlidnth The latter are named 
khdddva or ihUluka. and in rare instances are made of lirass. The Dekkan 
tribes generally call their shoes of whicli there arc two varieties, made with 
the heels turned in, named shiruH or hrahmanl, or those with single broad round- 
ed toes, and mardlhi, or those with the douhle toes divided down (he centre. The 
Gujrathis, Bhoras, and Musalmans and Parsis call their shoes njuta, ^^hich has a 
pointed toe and standing heel. The shoes worn hy Musnlman women are also 
called /wto, but they di tier from the others ill being like slijipers without heels 
open at the back. Poona is noted for the sliiroli or Brahmin shoo amt Ahmed- 
nagar for the mardtha or two-toed shoe. There are .seven diilerent sect ions at 
Poona who work in leather, — Morhis, who make the Himliistani shoes; Bengalis, 
who make Englisli shoes and boots, I\atai,'vho work the leather bottles {hudhalis) ; 
Kokani, workers of sandals ; .Maiig Mochis, or skinncr.s and tanners ; Saltankar, 
or dyers of leather ; ami Cliamhhars, or makers of the so-(‘alled Jh)ona shoes. 
The last set represents the real local workers. They live mostly in Haiti Mahal. 
There is a constant demand for their article.s, the Poona shoes Indng much in 
request among Maratha or Dekkan Hindus of all dcnominatious nearly all over 
the jirc.sidcncy. 

Vahdnds (sandals), or tlie fldrcl variety, are made everywhere in the Dekkan, 
but those from some of the towns in the Eatmigiri district (Lanja, Al.'ilvan, Sjil)>i) 
are ornamented with brass. There is a large sale for them ; particularly during the 
m >nsoon, when even the high<*r class of llimlus prefer them to thciiyyWn.y.

PAGDIS. 

The head-dress of the natives of the Bombay ])resi(lency is, perhaps, tho 
most characteristic feature in their c(»stume, a>Miming as it does quaint and 
varied shapes, which custom has prescribed to be worn by difterent castes, l^aqdis 
are made on the patterns of the turbans worn by the llekkan Ifindns.’ Instead 
of taking the turban, wliicii is from 50 to 80 yartls long, and folding it to tlio 
required shape, it has of late become customary for natives to buy the 
ready-made. They look like the turbans, and hav(‘ the advantage of^b’eim** 
cheaper, lighter, and more durable. J^tqdis are made at Poona ami Bomb;i 3 \ At 
Poona tliere are four j)aqd i-miikors — two 8liimpis (tailors), one Tambat, and one 
Brahmin — who live in Patvekar Ali, in Budhvar Peth. There is only one man in 
Bombay, in Mugbhat, whose work is ecpial to that of the be.st of the Poona men 
Inferior varieties of paqdis for ehildreu have been in use bu’ a long time but tJio 
superior kind, resembling the turban in eveiy n‘'j])eet. was tuily intivulueed a few 
years ago by one Haripunt Barve, a Brahmin of Poona, and it has f«>uiidsueli 
favour among the edu<*ated young natives that the annual ontttini at Pooiia in this 
article is reported to amount to Ks. 5,(K)0, and at Bombay to Rs. Too to *Rs. StK). 
Cheap and fast-coloured materials are specially woven Vor ami sohl at 

Es. 5 to Es. () each, in Iciigtlns of almut 25 yanls cadi. Each jutqdi roejuires only 
15 to 16 yards with tlie rags of native-made paper, as a foumhitiou, M)ld at 
annas a s/icr, and a small (juautity of white clay locally obtaim‘il. A clav model 
is lirsl made, on wTiicli is pasted a layer of paixu- and rags. AATicn drv, the clav 
is removed, and on this form tlic clot li is wraj)pcd to the diape of tlie' required 
turban and stitched. Tlie cost of each jjaqdi varies from Ps. 6 to 20 according 
to the amount of gold and silk introduced. Among tJio more conservative numibt'rs 
of native socictv^ the pa^di is still believed to be an inferior sort of turban, useful 
only when one has to travel in a province cmitaining no professional turban-folders 
to shape their head-dress after the reciuired fashion.

HABEAS AND TEAVANCOEE. 


SECTION A.-FINE AET8. 

Class I. — Paintings. 

The oldest specimens of Hindu pictorial art are fresco paintings, of wliich 
fragments still remain in the cave-tcniples of Ajanta. Jn these the human 
lignres are generally fairly well drawn, but such accessories as palaces, buildings, 
hills, rocks, seas, and rivers are rendered in a manner so conventional, that it 
mpiires, to render the pictures intelligible, some previous knowledge of the 
methods or signs adopted. As regards the coloring of these frescoes, it has of 
late years been greatly injured by “ bees, bats, and barbarians,” but mioiigli 
remains to show that it had betui executed with considerable skill. Unfortu- 
nately the copies of these productions, taken so laboriously by Major Gill, were 
all lost after their transmission to England in a tire which occurred at the 
Crystal Palace in 1800; but of late Mr. (Iriiritli, of the Bombay School of Arts, 
has been engaged in making copies of all that remain, for the Indian Museum 
at Kensington. These Ajanta frescoes have a double interest, inasmuch as they 
alTord elaborate j)ictures of the doim'siic, religions, ami social life of the people 
of the period, as well as examples of the degree of perfection which they had 
atlained in art. Some of the oldest paintings at Ajanta arc considered to date 
back as far as the second eentnry of our cm, n Idle the later ones w c re probably 
executed in the seventh century. Their value, therefore, as illustrative of the 
every-day life of the people at that remote porh^d can hardly be over-estimated. 
The })ieturcs are said to show little knowledge of the seieriee of art, there being 
anantof attention to perspective and light and shaiie. The chief aim of the 
authors of the paintings was evidiuitly to give graphic pictures of scmics or 
stories which impressed their fancy, irrespective of artistic effect. At tho 
same time, they did nut des]ns 0 grace and beauty in tlicir ])roductions, and they 
luidently had a con side i*a hie knowledge of the art of coloring. Since the time 
that these works were produced it does not appear that any advance has taken 
place ill pictorial art in Southern India. On the contrary, thci'e has been a 
decadeni'e, except in (piite recent years, when attempts have been made, under 
Eiirojieau iiilluenee, to disseminate some knowledge of the principles and praetieo 
of modern art. Of purely native pictorial art, iliss'ociated from industrial pro- 
ductions, there is not a relic at the present day, as we cannot regard as norks of 
art tho tawday productions on tale ami paper illustiative of castes and iiulustries, 
and the more ambitious paintings on ivory, &c., n hieh are often grotesipie and 
more or loss xuil gar and effeminate. Some of the industrial applications of art, 
sucli as the hand-painted ]<alamp()res of the s(»uth, are evidently copies of tmdi- 
tional patterns that have come down from remote tinn's, and show considerable 
taste in the choice and grouping of colors. The subjects of the patterns on 
tliesc are geneially such as to alien the artist to dispense n ith attention to 
peiispcctive and light and shade. As a result, no have these Hat pictures, in 
nliich the Hindu has always excelled, and which are so ap]Eropriate for car})et, 
('haw band mural decoration. Baintings in oil, such as those kindly lent by His 
Highness the Maharajah of Travancoro, although executed by indigenous artists, 
cannot be regarded as purely iiativ^e ])roduciioiis, inasmuch as th(*y sliovv (*videiiee 
“f their being the outeome of <he intluenee of Western art. If tine art therefore, 
he regarded as a measure of social progress and retiuement, the great mass of 
the people of Southern India cannot bo said to have advanced one iota since 
the downfall of Buddhism ami the revival of the rival creed in tho early cen- 
turies of our eiu. Tho same may be said with reference to tho gmphie ami 
plastic ornamentation of places of workship, in which wc see the crystallised 
ideas of remote times, covered with eriido incrustations of the mythology of 
later years.

SECTION J3— EDUCATION AND APPLICATION OF LIBERAL ARTS, 

(*LAf 5 & XIV. — Mu.SIC’ iNbl'RUMENTS. 

Music m some stage of development seems to bo common to every people, and 
( veil Ihe most bai barons rai c‘s possess some kind of musnal instrument \v itli the 
Hinelus music his alvays ht< n a favourite ait, and the popular god Krishna is 
gencrilly represented as playing on a flute Much ingenuity has also heen 
elevoteel m India to Lie iniention ot musieal instiuments, and these possess a 
partn ular in'eie st at the present day, inasmuch as some haxc rcinaiiieal uiialten d 
tor e* nturn s. Be ginning with the simple i toims hedonging to the rude hill tribes, 
and proeet'ding onw iids to tho c in use amongst the nmre e iviiiscd population ot 
Villages ‘'lie* e itics w c fmel a most inteicsling xancty, capable of ailordmg mueh 
luh iinatiou as t the cliaractciistics of the national music Fiom this point of 
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view tiioy have hitherto received little or no attention and a rich field of research 
tlierefore remains fur the investigation of the ethnologist and musician. As 
regards Hindu music, some of the older airs are rich in expressive melody, and 
(»iic reason wliy the higher class of them does not appeal to European taste lies in 
tlie peculiarities of the scale. According to Carl Engel, “ the Hindus divided 
tlieir musical scale into intervals smaller than our semi-tones. They adopted 22 
intervals, called //•/«//, in tlie corn]5ass of an octave. The fruti may, therefore, be 
compared to our chromatic intervals. But from an old treatise uritten by Soma 
it is evid(‘nt the common scale of the .Hindus had mueli the character of tlie 
])eii(atonie order of intervals.”* In the construction of tlieir musical instruments 
the natives of India liave called into requisition a great variety of substances. 
The chief of these are reeds, hamhoos, gourds, wood, iron, brass, shells, bone, 
ivui'y, gut, bladder, and skin. It is impossible to frame a elassitieation of the 
instruments which will indicate tlieir position in the pi’ohalrlo order of tliiur 
suceessivc invention, but the following is given as an atteiii])t in that direction, in 
so far as regards the simpler and more primitive ty^res in each class 

(cr ) — Instriimonts of 'percussion — 

Drums, tambourines, cymbals, castanets. 

{h)^Wind instruments not depending on reeds — 

Instruments of the trumpet kind, such as horns and flutes and 
whistles. 

(e ) — Wind instruments with reeds. 

Pipes of various kinds with vibrating reeds of cane or reed, and a 
single tube. Justriiment with l)l<»w-pipe, bather bag, and elianter, 
like a bag-pipe. Pipes with two or more tubes inserted into a 
small butlle-gourd. 

(d ) ■— Stri nged instru men ts^ 

Instruments w Ith oiic string and without a finger-board. Dulcimer 
with frame and strings of cane, rnslruments with fingcT-buai-d 
and fi’cls for sbortening the strings, tin* sound being ])ro(lueed by 
tuaiiging witli the tinkers or with a pii'cc of wood, bone, Ac. 
Iiistrumeiiis with liiiger-board, and jilayed with a boW' like the 
violin. 


(u) — I nstbu31ents of Pehcussiox. 

Brum . — The varieties of this instrument are numerous. Pome, sliapcd like a 
lu‘(il(‘-di’um, are maile*of iron and eovei*e<l with strong hide ; but geiuTally speak- 
ing the body of the drum is made of a hollowed seetiou of tlu‘ trunk or bianeb 
of a tree. In the largru* drums lire ends are eb'^ed with slu'ep skin, but in some 
of the smaller ones bladder is used. The Tamil names of the se\ oral drums are 
as fol low's : —

— A brass hour-glass .shajied drum, G? inches X 6] inches, covercvl 
with bladder and laced \\ ith twine ; used in various religious cere- 
monies. 

ITduk-hii . — A smaller x>lain little drum, used by jugglers and men wlio 
exliibit performing monkeys-. 

!)((}}€,— k tainbonrine, 1 foot 9^ inches, rim of wood inches deep, and 
covered uitli parclinumt. 

Dasan’ Thappu.— Small rude tamboarinennade of two semi-eireular sections 
of wood joined itli iron clasps, iuclios X It] inches, covered with 
parchment. 

Kanjh'. —A small tambourine viith altaehecl eymbals and rattles, 5{ inches 
X 3 inclu's, covered with tlic skin of a lizard. 

Ttod. — ^ ])air of small (‘astaiicts, made apparently of blackwood {Dalhergia 
1 at i foil a), 

Jah)\ —A pair of small brass cymbals. 

Thalam, — A pair of bmss cymbals, cai'b 1] inches in diameter. 

JanffaitL — A small brass gong, .such as is nscal by bc'ggars. 

Ghlppta . — Two wooden castanets, each with a ring for ihc tinger to hold it, 
and mounted with two pairs of small brass ciiiibals and brass rattles. 

Wind Instruments without Eeeds. 

Horns, — Some of tlie bill tribes in Ganjiira use a bullock’s horn like a trum- 
pet, but of course religious scruples uroukl i)revent Hindus generally from using 
such an iustruinenl. 

Sankn.- -A conch shell. The conch is usually blown through a small hole' 
made in the sjhral end. In the instrument exliibited the spiral is 
encased in brass, Inch has a mouth-])iccc like a trumpet. The other 
end of the slicli is also brass-niountcd, and has a large floral expansion, 
in sliape something like the tail of a mythical bird often seen on 
temples. 

Thinirhinuani. - Two thin brass trumpets, cacli 2 fcctjl inclu'S in Icnglli. 

Komhii . — A H-sliapcd bra.ss trumpet, 1 feet S iiicljc's in huigth, diameter 
of bell 0 inches. It icscmhh's in sha])C the ancient Scandinavian horn, 
and is u>cd on various ceremonial occasions. 

Whistle made of bamboo, 10 inches long and with 8 holes, very 
close together. 

F ullanpolal , — ITutc made of bamboo, 13 inclics long wdth 8 llngcr-holcs. 

(c) — W ind Instruments wnii Eeeds. 

Moffarinc , — A small oboc-like instrument made of hard wood, 11 inches long. 
Tlie reed in this, ns in most of the other reed insirumenta, is usually made out of 
the point f‘(.l end ol tlie tlowcring spathe of the cocoanui ])alm, ami is thcrt'foro 
thick and slilf, ,nid harsli in tom* compared witli reeds made from cane. Soiiic- 
tiincs, bo’h in tlie north and south, sections of the leaf of the palmyra palm arc 
used in making rec'ds. The niogiiyiiic lias eight finger-holes in front, ail of the 
same '-izc, and cue beliiud. TIu* ii])])er end is made in a \>ay that leads me to sup- 
pose some inoutli-piece originally belonged to it, and the lower end is ivory 
mounted. 
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Kama.— A. larpjo instrumoni.lilco an ohoo, made out of one piece of blackwood 
and without the usual metal bell. It has finf^er-holes in front and one 

behind, and the reed is made of })alm3^ra leaf. The length of tlic instrument is 
Id indies, and tlie diameter of tlie bell mouth 4 inches. 

Kagasamm. — An oboe-like instrument, made of blackwood and brass-mounted. 
The upper end, wliich carrh's the reed, is made of brass, and the reed is made from 
the s]mthc of the palm ; hmgtli 22 indies. The bell is made of brass turned, and 
is 3 J inches w ide. Tliere are eight finger-holes in front, and tw'o more near the 
lower end of the tubes on each side. 

Surna, — Another variety of the Indian oboe, with seven finger-holes in front 
and one behind. It is made of ont* idece of blackwood, and is 11 J inches long and 
3 inches wide at the lower end ; reed made of palmyra leaf. 

Panchtma OihUuu — Wooden tuhe covered witli leather and witli brass 
mountings, bell with etched figures. Length 13J inches; diameter of bell 3^ 
indies. Heed made of palm spatho There is only one tiuger-liole, and the instru- 
ment is used as a drone. 

Ollitlni or Sit/lii, — A woodondube covered with Icatber. witli only one finger- 
hole, and brass-monnted. Length 1 font ]()\ indies; diameter of brass bell 31 
inches. Heed made of palm spa the. Csed ns a drone. 

This is the instrument used l\y the snakc-dinrmcr, and consists of a 
bottle-gourd w'itli a blow-pipe at tin* smaller end and thin tlageolet-likc tubes 
inserted into the bulbous end. The lower ends of the tn1)(*s all open into ono 
brass bell. The centre tube has nine tlngor-lioles in front, the threi* lower of 
whidi arc partly closed with wax, and one boliind. The tube to the loft of it has 
seven finger-holes in its side, some of which are shut wiih wax. The tube lo tlio 
right has no finger-holes. Inside the gourd there is a reed for laidi tube, made* by 
cutting a vibrating tongue in a kind of grass or re(‘d. Tin* ei'ntre tube is the 
chantor or pcrforining tube, and the side ones drones, wliidi are tunn'tl to tin* 
chanter by means of the wax sto])ping in tin* tinger-lioles. The parts of the 
instrumeni arc fastened together by means of a blaek wax. 

Thuththi- This is a rinb* kind of bag-])ipe. The bag is made of a small 
goat’s skin, tin* blow'-pipe bt‘ing ins(*vte<l in the jilaee id’ out* r(>re-lt‘g and tlio chan- 
ter ill room of the other. The other natural oju'iiings in tin* skin are elosed by 
internal ligatures. Instruments of (In* nature (*f a bag-])i])e are of very ancient 
date and very widely dilVused, having b«‘en used by the Hebrews, (Greeks, Romans, 
Arabs, Persians, and Hindus, and by most (Vllie and Slavonic ra(*es. To the 
ancient Itomans it wws known as 7VA/o utr 'icidarh, and is said to have been a favour- 
ite instrument wdli IVero. Forms of it are still known and used in Italy, France, 
(lermany, Russia and Poland, and in the eastern count lies already spreitied. ft 
was also at one time a po])ular instrument in Lincolnshire and Nortliumberland. 
It is alluded to by Chaucer, and {Shakespeare mentions it on several occasions, as 
in Henry IV, Part L It has long been cultivated in li’ola’id, and the drones in 
the Irish pipe are furnished with keys, It is the national instiaimeiU of the 
J I ighlands of Scotland, and its music has cheered the lligblander on to \ ietory 
in cveiy field on wliieli Jlritisli bravery has been eonspiemms. It was tin* duty 
of the Highland piper in the liekl to cheer the clansmen on tlie march, to lead tho 
van into battle, to alarm them w hen in danger, to eolb'ct tliern w]i(*n seatlerod, 
to recall thelicroism of their ancestors, and to incite them by passionat(* strains to 
iinitate their example. In peace tlie bag])ipe cheered the lestivi* board, gave 
life and merriment to the Avedding, and at ileaili poured out tlie w ild, wailing 
notes of the eoi’onaeh as tlie body vAjis ear-rieil to the grave. I’be Hindu inslru- 
nient is a very barbarous ono, and capable of jilaying only a few' notes. The reed 
is made of a piece of cane with a vibrating tongue cut on one sidi*, and there are 
live liolcs in the chantor, some of which are partially closed with wax. 

Morcjing , — Tliis is an iron insj riniienl identical with the liarp, except 

lhat llic toiigne projects ]\ inelies bcliiiid, so as t>) give greater laeility for h Id- 
ij'g it in tlio moutli. Tho Fivneh name of the instrument is and the 
Ncoteh both evidently identical. The English name of dews harp is 
probably a corruption of the French or foj/ (riunjKt* Although only 
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a toy, yet it is capable of wonderful musical performances, and various marvel- 
lous performers on it liave from lime to time appeared in Europe. Some of these* 
used two OP more iiistruinenls, “each having a fundamental tone of its own, and 
consequently dilTerent Jiarnionics.” 

(d)— S tringed Instbuments. 

(1) — Withoxd a finger-hoard* 

TlnintJwna . — This niaj" be reuarded as in some measure a sort of frignnnn, 
with a small drum added to incvdise the resonance. It is chielly used by bcgjiars 
to accompany tlicir recitations, and the pitch can be lowered or raised by means 
of the tuning peg. 

Kinneri . — TJiis instrument is a primitive hind of vine. It consists of a 
wooden bar witli tlie ends ornamented T^ith griHiiis’ lieads, &c. Two gourds 
painted in lloial patterns are fixed below the bar. The strings arc of uire, two 
in number, and supported by a bridge. There are five frets for fingering. 
Length 3 feet 1 inch. 

(2 ) — JVifJi a finger-hoard* 

Tliamhuri—\'^ a sort of guitar. The body is semi-globular, made out of jack- 
wood, and both it and the long neck are inlaul w ith ivory decorated w it h floral 
])ai terns, etched and filled in with black amt red pigment. Length t feet t inches, 
>Nidth I foot 2] inches, depth of body lot inches. Jt l»as four wire slriiigs and 
the same number of tuning jiegs, uhich are artistically sha|)ed and adorncil with 
ivory (dched. The belly is convex and the briilge of dark wood ; and to kee]) tlic 
strings clear of the sharp ermvexity behind th(‘ bridge they are ingeniously 
|)assed through bone beads. Originally the body of tlie thamburi was a gouni, 
and the instrument has been used by the Egyptians and Assyrians from remote 
times. 

Vine . — The vine appears to be a sort of advanced kinneri. The body of the 
instrument is liolloued out cf fine eld jaekwood, uith belly of the same material, 
and is protracted into a long neck like that of a guitar, but has a gourd at tin* 
upper cud fixed below to increase tlie sound. TJie strings are of A^ire and seven 
in number. Four of them are mounted, as in tlie guitar, over a bridge, and are 
furnished with a number of frets. Three of the strings run along the side of 
tlio neck and liave an arclicd bridge of metal; and the scroll is atlorned uith a 
gilded griUln’s liead, Leiigtli of instrument 3 feet 0 inclies, depth of body 1) 
inches, uidth llj mt*h(‘s. 

Chittari or L'wiVur.— Length 4 feet 2 inches, width 10] inches, depth 0] 
inches Originally no doubt the body of this instrument uas one of the gourds 
some of whieli arc ribbed, and the dug-out body of tliis instrument is adorned 
'v\itli a series of ribs radiating from the posterior single peg, to uhich all the 
strings are attached, over the convexity of the instrument, and again converging 
at the base of the neck. The instrument known as the guitar in Europe is 
evidently copied from this one ; and, curious to say, the Italiaii name of it is 
chittara, while tlie Sjianish designation is gnUarra, and the French r/wi/r/m 
There can be uo doubt that the whole of iliesc names are derived fr"in the same 
ro«'Lorword 'I'lic strings are of wire and seven in niimhcr. Of these six are 
of c(jual length and pass o\cr the general mit uj) to the tuning pegs, but tlie 
seventh, at a short di>lanee of the finger-b()ard, passes through a metal peg, and 
theu turns off to a tuning peg in the side of the neck. The finger-board lias 
numerous frets, made of ligatures of twine passing round the neck. 

SurahatJt . — This instrument has a drum-like body 12J inelios deep, and, 
inclusive of the neik and scroll, it is 2 feet 10 inches long. Jt is made out of one 
piece of wood and the hollow body, wliieh at first sight appears cylindrical, is 
fonm* to ho traver'^ed by two holc' at tJie base of tin* neck, and to be cut so as to 
form thin ^Jiigs or scrolls, '''iic bottom of the drnm-like body is closed with a 
thin piece (3* wood, and the hi’lly wuth parclniieiit. The neck emerges from the 
boc'y ill a dei‘p bmcket-like piece, and the actual neck, from the nut to the upper 
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frot, is only about 8 inclios lon^^. The finger-board is inlaid with ctebed ivory, 
and the neck beliind covered with bright bine cloth with gilt figures on it. 
View’od as a w^hole, the instrunK'nt has in shape some resemblance to the figure 
of a bird, more especially as the neck ends in the gilded head of a bird. There are 
six tuning pegs and the ssime number of catgut strings, but four of them are 
closely ariunged in pairs and could hardly be played except as pairs. 

Saranghi . — Length 2 feet inches, width 5| inches. This is a sort of violin, 
the whole being cut out of the branch of a tree. The body is hollow^ dug out, 
and the belly cov(‘rcd with skin. It ha« three catgut strings pa^’sing ovtn* the 
bridge, and below these thirtcum sympathetic wire strings arranged somewhat like 
the strings of a harp. It is played on with a bow, consisting of liair stretched on 
a piece of bent cane.

Class of coarse quality is prepared in various parls of the country for the 
manufacture of bangles. The chief scats of the industry in tlu' ncigliourlmod of 
Aladras are the Kalaliastri and Wmkalagiri taints of North Arcot, and large (pian- 
tities of the crude glass prt'jiarcd there are exported to Rangoon and eUew hen*. 
The process follow’ed in its jneparation in these ])laccs a vmy simjile oin*. A 
kind of saliin* clllor<*sccncc “ man," A>hichin some places is abnndant on 

the surface of the soil, is collceteil and jilaeed in puts containing about six Madias 
measures each. Sixty of tlie.se are built into a large cla}" furnace and baked f"r 
some time until the eontmits have been fused into wliiti' frit called ** yazn ral." 
During the process the “ sondn man loses half its bulk and the criule frit is 
turned out in the shape i f hemispheres. wJiieh are sold at the rate of Us. lu per 
eaiidy of 40 manuds. The wnr;//’ is a natural carbonate of soda which 
contains suilicient siliceous matter to make the frit To give it color the “ 
n/U’ is powered and mi\(*d with various metallic suhstaiiees. To produce a blue 
glass or “ nilamrai," a blue powder, probably sulphate of copper, is used ; for greem 
or ** paccha rail," copper tilings; for blue red, “ utha rai," a black stone from C^)^- 
jeeveram called “ naffa rai and for red “ ,sonnc rai " a stone known as “ ehembadi 
raif also from Conjeev(»ram.* When colored, the glass is broken and fused once 
more and sold at Kalaliastri at (lie following prices : —

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Tlio banjjlos arc sold at from annas 2 to 5 per pfutlii of 500, and aro larcfoly 
exported. A few hanijfles liave been iiitrodiieed into tliis section to slioAV the colours 
and quality of the glass. 

TJie glass vessels and balls evliibited were made at a remote village m the 
Trieliinopoly district, and were fornarded at the instance of M. 11. Ey. Eagnnadlia 
Eow l)o^^all Bahadur. The balls, A\hich are so brittle as to hardly admit of being 
liandled freely, are hung up as ornaments in pavilions and houses— some are while, 
being silvered inside like a looking-glass, and some contain nater. Eoseuatcr 
sprinklers, cups of various shapes, and small s(juat bottles arc also made, but owing 
to ini]>ei f(‘ct aiiiu'aling, or entire neglect of the process arc so hrittlo tlint the 
(dianges in the wi'atlior ora slight bclou are apt to break them. The color of the 
glass is various shades of green and elarot, and its quality is about tho same as that 
of ordiiiaiy French bottle gla'.s. Tlie shapes of some of tho eups are quaint and 
pretty ; and as the workmen ha\o atlaiiusl a cerlain degree of dexterity, it seems 
desirahle that the indutsry should he cneoumged.

The exhibits of ceramic v are are not numerous, as little else is made beyond 
lh(M*onnunn ('artluMi ]iots of the country. Th(‘se in Southern J lulia are usually 
jilain tt'ria-(‘otta and of \ery graia'ful shapes. Tin* color is gi'iK'Pally r(‘d, and the 
arli(*l(‘s V idl and uniformly tired. In souk* plaei's tin* nan* is ornamented by 
sinqile surface decoration, executed \\liile the elay is moist or by ctcliing after it 
lias been tired. Some of tin* > ess(‘ls found in aneimit cairns and cromlechs are of 
great size nnd excellent tinislu Oik* inth(* mnscuim is '.i fei't 6 inehi's in ihqitli and 
S feet 0 inches in eir<*umf('r(‘nce at the bilg(*. Anti<pie ])ottt‘ry articles are found 
to Aary grcatl}^ as to sha]ie, somebi‘ing Hat and broad, others mon* or less globular, 
some pi‘ar-shaped, t^e. In some cases the aiujih *i\a-like p('ar-shapod \(‘ss(*ls have 
feet like those tigun'd by Dr, Scldiemaun in bis “ Ilios.” Tho clay of uhich tho 
ancient ])ottery is made is of \(‘ry superior (luality, and the articles are often orna- 
mented with iiieiscMl limar and ether patterns, \ery much in the sanu* manner as 
the pottery found in harrow sand eromh'elis in Jhu’ 0 ])e and in the ruins of tin* 
ancient city of the Trojans. In some eases the I'xternal snrfaei* of the potteiy 
has a Narnished appi'aranee, A\hieh was ju-odueed by rubbing it wdth the seeds of 
(Jyrocarjyits JitvyniA and hiirnishing. Some of tin* small eiqi-like vessi*ls of tin* 
cairns are camu-ed in tin* interior with a black lac([uer-like varnisli A similar 
appearance was observed in the pottery found hy Dr Schliemann, A*arying from a 
dull black to a rich resinous color. Professor A^ircliow is of opinion that tlie 
most common mod(* of jirodiicinga simple black color AAas to fire the artich's sloAvly 
in shut-up places to produci* much .smoke, AAliieh (‘iitered into the clay and iiiqireg- 
nated it.* In the c.msc of the A(‘ss(ds A^ith rich lustrous black coating, Professor 
Lauderer belicAa's that a c<>al black color A>as prodii<*ed by suK'arhig tin* A(’ss<'Is 
A\ itli tar or th( ])i'‘‘-a ns])halt of Deredotus before baking, and that anIk'u tired 
lh(‘ r< in AAUs ehiinged iiilo tin* fine black Aanii''h.'t No doubt some proeessc's of 
this Iv” I A\ ere also know H and pr.iclis(‘d in India. In some modern pottery a 
Species o1 ornaiiienta f ion is ail(‘m))l(‘d hy covering the red clay A^ith a A\hite 
ground color and laying on a soif of floral dee<)ni( ion with powdered micaceous 
lailli, which hecniiK's y lli»wish. dhis kind of deeoialion is noi fired ^ and ran he 
easily A^ashcd oil In the North Arcot district a an liitc kind of clay is used for 
inakiug jaPtcry ai I y jcM- a \ cry ])oroiis and chan-looking ANarc. At Karigcri, 
(TiKliyatam /(f/ffk, this soil ])ott<*ry leciiAcs a jin'tty green glaze, and is madi’ in 
Aarious iiandsonu* shajjcs, some Of whehare imitations of delft ware and otlu'r 
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Eiiropoau mamifaoinrcs of ilic rirtconili and sivtoonth rontiirio*?, paitorns liavinsj 
boon inirodiu'cd by Collectors. The color of llie ^^la/c is of diffcTcnt shades of 
green, and it often has a marbled or sliaded appeamnee. The ornamentation is 
eiitir(*ly surface decoration, carried out in the jdastic clay before tlic glaze is put 
on, and eonsists of various lloral and other pat terns. Omj of the water bottles 
is double, the outer shell being pierced so as to allow air to circulate around tho 
inner. According to Mr. Cov’s “jN'orth Arcot Afauual," great can* is taken in 
preparing the clay for tJi is pottery. After being iashi(»ned on the ulieel it is 
dried for ten daj'^s in the shade and two in the sun, and is then baked for tw'clvc 
hours in a close oven. To produce the glaze, (*(pial parts of (zangala pachv) 
verdigris, and bangle-earth (soxidii man, an alkaline earth) are fused in a furnace 
till they form a gnsui glaze. “Tin's bPing po\\d(‘r(Ml and niived w ith watcT, is 
paint(*d over tile vessels, which are then dried in tin* sun and baked as before.'* 
“ Lf Iialf a part of white lead be added to th(‘ verdigris and bjingle-earth, a yellow 
glaze is prodiuasl. In either case, when the baking has been too prolongerl, the 
glaze assumes a blackish color.” 

The ])ottery made at the School of Arts is Tron^fonc vlilnn, and of a sand 
color with pale blue iloral ornamentation in relief. Tins ware is very dense and 
lieav^y, and so hard that it will strike lire lik<‘ a Hint. Tlu' ])lated mountings wt're 
e\ecut(*d by Messrs. Orr and Co., the well-known iewcllers of Madras. The 
])aste from which the articles are made consists of kaolin, ipiartz, and felspar, and 
the glaze i.s lead.

STOJXE UTKNSILS. 

Paper -weights and rulers made of tlie famous wariZe are exhi- 

bited. This stone is of a bluisli-grey color and liard, and takes an excellent 
polisli. It consists chielly of well preserved specimens of shells, belonging to the 
Gasteropoda and hameUibranchiara, but contains sometimes pebbles of granite 
and fragments of fossil wood. The Triehinopoly marble is a cretaceous rock, and 
belongs to what is known as the Triehinopoly group of this series, which is 
confined to the district of that name. The stone is also made into slabs for 
tables and used for various ornamental purposes in the arts.

Class XXVI. — Metal-wark. 

The domestic utensils in daily use amongst the peo])le of Imlia are mostly 
brass, often of V4*ry elegant shape's, and usually (luile plain. The metal from 
which the articles are made is an alloy of copper and tin, and therefore not really 
brass, which is composed of co])per and zinc, but a kind of bronze. The alloy 
used for making eclg(‘ tools, ttc., in the bronze age was compos(‘d of copper and 
till, and contained, according to Wor.sa*, 10 per cent, of the latti*r, whereas 
tlie average composition of many ancient specimens found in Knglaud show as 
much as 12 per c(‘nt. of tin. The bronze of the vessels found in the JVilgiri 
cairns uas analysed by Mr. Broughton, and the composition of the metal uas 
as follows : —

It is added, “the old fragments have a large amount of tin, and approacli 
nearly to s]ieculum metal.”*' I'o get a hard br )nzc alloy the proportions are copjier 
1(M) parts, tin 14 ])arts. Tliis combination, when ])roperly tempi'rcd, is capable of 
taking nearly as fine an edge a> steel.f 1 he body of the famous damasceiu'd ware 
of bidar in the Nizam’s country is a kind of bronze. According to Ileyne, it is 
composed of copper lb oz., lead 1 oz , lin2oz.; fused together, and \ hen about to be 
used it IS again meltdl and 10 oz. of zinc added to every 1 oz. of tlie alloy. Surgeon- 
(Icncral G. Smith gives tlie composition of the Bidari metal as 1 of copper to 1 
of peuter, and .say> that when turned out of the mould it lias a dull lead (*olor. 
To give it the dark tinge it is siiu'ared with a powder eonsisting of chalky (*arth 
and ^al-ammollia(;. According to Heyiic, the black color is given!*} dipping it 
into a solution of sal-ammoniac, saltpetre, common sail, and bl’\e vitriol. Some 
of the old gnu and bell metals of India are of very superior equality, and the 
latter at time's contain silver. 

Plain and Pitreed 1iras<^-icorl \ — Specinu'ns of plain brass work in the shape 
of ]am])s, Ac, .are sli ^wn by the Jfoii’ble Goday Nariiin Giijapathi J^ao. The 
adaptation in one of These of the leaf of tlie sacred pi pul a retlcctor is inge- 
nious. Other devices m lamn*' 'vm* of which are used in religious services, are 
also exhibited. Various cluai .ys in liammerod brass simply stamped or of

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Siam peel anti pierced pattern are worthy of notice. The chief centre of mannfac- 
txirc of the pierced tiays is Tirupati, in the North Arcot district, and the patterns 
are generally somewl/ai of tJie knop and flower pattern, or similar conventional 
devices, with at limes a geometrical figure, a flower, or a mythical animal in the 
centre. The decoration is also mainly arabesque, the cove fluted, and the margins 
serrated and of a lace-liKe ])attcrn. The trays arc sold at clieap rales, and some 
of them are very pretty. A small collection of liouschold ware and a number of 
articles used in religious worship, from Tanjore, arc exhibited.

commonest and most mfeiior b.isket-woik of Eiiro])e And as it thi" won' not 
eii()u<rli, tli«‘^ ba\ e also beiMi put in possession ol, and lani^lit how to iisi* aniline 
colors, with uiispi akabJj' results. Tins » ollet torn has bt eu broiii^bt bu’ward main- 
]> to show bow natne aitistn* talent nia> be led astrii and deiriadid b> the 
eiloits of gentlcMiien who nnwn A^ell, but are utteil} dt stitilte ot aitistie taste, 
borne of the nc'sted baskets w liicli are not after a Kiiropean mustir, and the mats, 
are of jdeasing pattern'*, and wouhl be jirelty but for the ])rofusion of aniline 
colors with w bleb they are daubed. The other basket ware exlubited was made 
at the old Dutch station of Pulicat, north of Aladras. The baskets are all \ery 
imich of the same pattern of work, and generally nested. Until of late years 
the makers of these baskets used nati\e d>es oi sober colors, but now they hwe 
taken to the use of aniline pigim'uts w ith a p(‘i*linaeit> w hic li nothing will stop, 
until tlie public taste is sulliciently ediu*aled to iiuluee them to letuse to hu\ sueli 
tnish. Unfortunately Die chief purchasers are passengers and cri'W s ot liome- 
goitipr <5(^a,niers, who buy them as eunosilies, regaulless of all dtl\ets. So loiul 
are the makers of tlie basktds of the aniline coh»rs, that it was oul> with tlie 
special aid of tlio Collector that a few articles stamed w ith indigenous d} es could 
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be got for tlie exliibition. The Pulicat baskets arc made of the leayea of Boras- 
sns JlaheWformis, the palmyra palm, and the eigar-cases of Pheetiix sylvestris 
Some very strong baskets made out of a palc-eolored ground rattan are exiliibited 
from Tanjoro. The prices, annas It and 10 respectively, are high, but the articles 
considering their strengtli and probable durability, can hardly be said to l)e dear* 
XVom the same quarter also a trunk, made of like material, and very strong is 
exhibited. It is construct('d somewhat in the style of a bullock trunk, and 
strengthened with three twisted bands of rattan. If covered with hide to make 
it water-proof, it would form an admirable bullock or ordinary travelling truak.

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Class XXXI. — Decorative Work, &c. 

Fans of painted Palm-leaves. — Those arc ma'lo at Chitvail in Cucldapah and 
elsewhere. Tlie leaf is that of the palmyra palm, and tlie colors are rather ^lariii^ 
and the patterns rouglily finislied. From Tanjoro there is a much better speci- 
men, with a talc border and silk frineje, and tlic handle ornamented with small 
bits of colored glass set in imitation of iirecious stones. 

Nossam Fans. — These are from the town of that name in the Ciiddapah dis- 
trict, and are made, apparently, of paper covered with thin cloth. They are 
furnislied with ribs of bamboo radiating from the handle in imitation of the ribs 
of a palm leaf, from which doubtless they were originally made. The surface of 
the fan is covered tiitb some pigment so as to give a body to work on, and then 
the final pattern is laid on with gilt and brilliant color, which give it somewhat the 
look of lac<pier work. The decoration on one side consists of the eyes of the 
peacock's feathers in their natural colors, and on the other of a floral pattern. 

Talc Fa 7 is, — Some of these, of very exquisite patterns, were formerly made at 
Tanjore, hut the work now turned out is tawdry in design and badly finished. 
Cloth fans covered with tinsel ornaments are also made at Tanjore, but on the 
whole tlio fan industry there seems to have declined, and the work to hav'e heconie 
poor, probably from want of encoiiiagcment. 

Nossam J)isli-7nats. — These are hand-painted on thin leather, and some of the 
pictures, such as those in ^hich dancing-girls are grouped into the form of a 
horse, elephant, &c., arc conceptions s^liich could only have suggested themselves 
to an eastern mind. The boxes in whieli the mats are packed are a kind of lac- 
quer-Avarc, and apparently made of layers of paper and cloth. The patterns of the 
]aL*(|ner are floral, and in relief, and the colors very bright, with much gilding. 
IVTativc playing cards arc also made at th<* same place and put up in oblong boxes 
covered with mythological figures in brilliant colors. 

Knndydl Lacquer ITorL. —One old man at this place turns out trays, tables, 
(fee., in lacquer, but his work is generally inferior to that produced in some other 
parts of India. 

Pith-worlc. — Pith models are made by gluing together and carving into shape 
the soft white pith found in the stems of ccschynomcne aspera. Several articles 
of this kind ate sent from Tanjore. 

Carved Shells of Fruit. — These haA*e conventional floral patterns in relief, 
very well executed, and in very good taste. Th^are mailc by the liill tribes in 
the Gan jam district. 

Carred Wooden Spoons. — These show great patience and care in execution, 
hut are evidently co])icd from Knropcan ]'at terns. 

Other Carviuf/s in Wood. — Several specimens of mythological figures, carved 
in red-wood (C(esalpinia sappan) arc exhibited from Tinipui in the JVorth Arcot 
district. These arc made in large numbers, to he sold to tlie ]»iliiriins ^aIio visit 
the sacred hill at this place’, and altJiough rough in linish, arc I'xccuted in a free, 
hold style. The wood is brought from the Jlalai'alle jungles in Ciiddapah, and is 
also made into lotas, plates, eiips, Ac. 

A small plate of carved ebony made at Trichiiiopoly is a fair specimen of that 
hind of work. In the centre there is a comcnlional lloial ]iattern disc, the cove 
is fluted, and the flat margin ero\>dcfl with flowers and fiuit deeply eut and very 
^^ell executed. There is a humorous little figure of a limi in sandal-N\ ood, made at 
Soraha in the Shimoga district of IVIysore. From South Canaiu there is an 
octagonal carved sandal-wood box. The art of carving in sandal-wood in South 
India is chiefly practised in Mysore, Travaiicore and Canaiii, and the style of the 
work differs more or less in each district. The (Dinara box is covered with lloral 
and mythological designs in liigli relief, and the ulude shows much patience and 
care in working out details A wanting dcbk of carvetl saudal-wood, sent by a 
private exhibitor, is ap} arm tly Bomba y work. The designs are lloral and arehi- 
tectural, and the ligures, whicli are in low relief, are exlremel}' well executed. 

Carved Ivory. — Putting aside for the present the I'izagapatam ivork, uhieh is 
mostly fretwork, ivory-carving in the soutli is onl}" carried on in Tanjore and 
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Travancore, and in the former place to a very small extent. From Tanjoro there 
are two loan specimens of bouquets of artificial flowers in ivory. The Travancore 
work of this class was not examined at -Madras prior to despatch, as the Committee 
were afraid of the risk of damage in packing and unpacking. Its high merits are, 
however, well known. 

Vizagapafam IVorl'. — This collection embraces work-boxes, cardcases. ink- 
stands, chess-boards, and a number of nick-nacks, made chiefly of sandalwood 
inlaid with iv^ory fredwork, tortoise-sliell, liorn, &c. TJie surface of tlie ivory is 
generally adorned n ith el filing in black of mythological figures very well exe- 
cuted, or vith floral forms in lii»ht and sliadc Avhich arc copies of European 
designs. TJte workmanship of the articles is usually superior, and although 
expensive, th(‘y an* much in demand as drawing-room ornaments. A jewel-box, 
measuring 12^ iuebes X DJ inches X inches, is iindonhtedly the finest 
specimeji of this kind of work ever exhibited. The (*\tcrior of the box is covered 
u it h ivory fretwork rh ailing lace in the delicacy of flic tracery and elaborate 
nature of the patterns, wliicli embrace floral and mythological figures. Tlie fret- 
work is laid on a background of tortoise-shell, and tlie ivory, instead of lieing 
etched as usual, is carved out to the minutest detail nitli great skill and fidelity. 
Oniiig to the nature of tin* work the figures are only in low relief, and the designs 
are ratlicr stiff ; hut on the whole the workmansliip deserves commendatiou, both on 
account of its truthfulness and artistic spirit. 

IroJi-n'ork'. — In former years a consi(h*ral)!e industry was carried on in Tanjore 
and IMadura in carved steed and hra'S-nork, and some beautiful examjih's of old 
arms decorated in this nay are in the hands of private individuals. Tlie stylo of 
ornamentation is markedly Dravidian, the figures consisting chietly of monsters, 
often most ingemiously posed or gi*ou])ed, and <^f arabe'sqncs. As regarils the 
work, it is as elahnrate and minute in detail and as well finished as Chinese* ivoi y- 
carving, and work(*d out vith marvellous ])uli(‘ncc. In fae*t, some of the ohhu* 
artiedes surpass the host s])ecimcns of Augsburg, and would not sulTor from com- 
parison vitli the* car\cd irem artiede‘s ol the midelli‘ age‘s in Eiire)pe\ Theart ed 
fashioning iron and brass in tliis nay still lingers in the' Maduia district, and twe) 
speedmens of tlie modern work, kiiielly lent by the* I Loii’ble 1\ P. llutediins, are 
exhibited. 

Tinipafi hratis'ware v'ith copper and stiver inh(id.~\n ibis work various 
]iatteriis are stamped on tlie* lirass, and into thi*se figures thin jilates of (*o])per eu* 
silver are pressed aiiel appare*iitly fivenl by iiammering tlie* eelges of tlu* brass over 
the other metals, so as to make a#ort of do\ctaiI. In fact, it is a ruele* kind e>f 
damascene work. Tlie* pieM*cs of co])pcr anel silver thus use'd arc introduced into 
the* designs in a very irregular nay, aiiel the* ehdails of the figure's, nhiedi arc 
generally mytholejgical eir floral, arc usually ne)i’ke*el emt by punchi'd linos in imita- 
tiou of cngia\ing. The* result is a ce*rtaiu harharie* splendour, but the general 
effect is bizarre in the extrenm. The* narc is eliie'lly made to lie seild to the 
thousands of pilgrims whei pi'eieceel tei the famous sliriiie e)f Tirurati, and as tlicy 
nant something striking for tlieir money, the* de‘^ig^s and finish de) not usually 
rece*ive* muedi attemtiem. Seune very superiejr s])eeiineMs of the work belonging (o 
]\rr. White'sielc aiiel exe'ciited uiieler his supenute*nde*nce are sbonn, Smijl bra-s 
figure's of tlie ge)d' are alM> maeh* at Tirujiati, but the sjiewimens got for the* 
exliihition weTc so iufe*rior in executiem that they coiilel not be (‘xhibited. 

Tavjore ntetaUieurk ai \\\xcc kinds, xiz. lirass giav(*el, brass ene’rusle'd 
nit’i e-opper, anel copper e*iierusted n ith silver. Seunetimos the brass anel eoppe'r 
variedy has also figures in (in introduced. In the graved hrass-woi-k the first nielc 
impressions arc maelo witli a elie*, andby Iiammering. The work is tlien eomplet(‘elhy 
cutting anay the brass in tlu* space between the figures, and giving it a granulalcel 
appearance v\ iili the graver. Finisliing touebes are also given to the figures. 
A loht of tlu* eommr .,1 glolmlar sliape is usually tire subject of Ibis kind of adoui- 
merit, and the orelinary pattrrn embrae'cs ])anriels renind lire bilge witli figures from 
the p'-pular pantheon and cliasr#' e< nventiorial floral de*sigtrs. Examined cleisely, 
tip* figures arc sci'n to bo coarsely finished, but tire general eiVeet at a little 
distance is exct'llcrit. In the copper and brass-ware the vessels are made of irrass 
and covered with fi^i^res of copper, which are fixed on the base metal by hammering 
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and a sort of dovetail union. After tlie copper rusts are put on and worked 
into shape, the fifjures are finished by the graver and a chisel. The designs on 
this ware are of the same character as those on the brass graved vessels, but the 
figures are in bolder relief. The encrusting of copper-ware with silver figures is a 
modern adaptation of the older art of covering brass with copper figures, and the 
silver is attached to the copper by the same kind of junction as tliat employed for 
fixing copper on brass. Butis the metals arc more valuable, greater trouble is 
taken to secure a better finish, and an examination of tlic silver figures in first- 
class work shows, tliat more graver and less die or chisel work is used than in the 
case of copper or brass. The designs consist, as usual, of mythological figures and 
floral decorations, which, although in some cases rather crowded, have yet an 
excellent general effect. In fact, profusion of ornament and intricate details are 
characteristic of all Hindu work, from the cmhcllishmcnt of a temple to that of 
a lota, and, in the case of the Tanjore ware, age improves its appearance hy deepen- 
ing tlie hue of the copper and toning <luwn the color (>f the silver. Of Iho 
specimens exhibited a large octagonal tray with a large circular boss iu the centre 
is specially deserving of attention, and not less so is a large eo])per pot of the 
shape usually employed for carrying and storing x\at(‘r. TIutc is a very fine 
circular tray of eoppcT and silver, and a gem in the shape of an t)l)long octagonal 
tray of brass crusted with copper. One form of vessel is remarkable as being 
almost i(l(‘ntieal in shape with an eartlnmware vessel, (*all(‘(l a drhihiny (nip, T^llieh 
is figured at ])ago 113 of Lubhoch’s “ rre-historie Times.” ]t is of a tall sliape, 
globular below, contracted in tin* middle, and (‘xpanding at the lop. In one of 
iliese vessels in brass the decorations, which an* very ell\‘etiv(*, eon^ist of a perpen- 
dicular waved lines with floral decorations of copper in the interstices bet>\een the 
curves.

Class XXXIl. — C arpkts, IlANfiiNOs, Tapp-stry, &c. 

— Yarious substances are used in Scnithern India for making mats, 
such as baimioo, rattan, ^lalnijra haf, dat(‘-]){iliii, scr(‘U -])ine and sedgos. A 

considerable industry in plain and cidored mats is (arried on at Wandiwasli iii 

the ^^orth Artot distiiet, the mateiial used being a s])ceies of C}pnis -SNliieh 
i-rows vild on the banks of nater-ehannels. but is also cultnated. When cut, 
this reed is split, sorted into si/es, and stacked. Se\eral s^ii'cies of <-cdge appear 
to be used for mat-making, but the one from vhieli the iiiiest sorts of mats are 
niannfaetured at TinueNclly and IVilgliat is (yperia pangoni. Tiniie\ ell y mats 
of the first quality are geii(‘rall.> uncolored, or vith one or tn o smijde liands 
of red and black at each end, and lhe> ina\ be made so tim* that a mat sullieient 
lor a man to lie on can be rolled u]) and ])acked into the interior of a mode rate - 
si/ed nalking-stick. The strips ot tin* split sediro UsimI in the Palgliat matting 
are not so tine as those enqilo^i'd in Tinneielh, ami the article is tliereiore 
hejuier, eoarsm’ in texture, and not so tlexibh*. The IVdghat mats are also usually 
eolg^'cd A\ith black and red in gt‘ometrieal ]vitterns. IJoth these*, as ^^’T*ll as the 
Vellore mats, are made on a rude kind of loom, the’iAai]) consisting of cords of 
eoinmon tniiic, separated more or less atiording to the (jiialilA desired. The 
nool consists of strips of the sjiht sedge dMd, or of tlu' natural line. The black 
color is ])rodue(*d by iron, gall-nut ])on dir, and the ])ods of tlie b.ibul {^l<a<ia 
Arahira, Willd). A red d>e is rot In boiling the split sedge in Mater Mitli the 
Mood of 'larthangi (C(( satpinia sajipan, Linn.), and the le.nes of kasan ( Mt mteyto}i 
(dull, \io\h). For }elloN\, anIucIi is not so olteii Used, the coloring ingredient is 
turmeric.'^ 

Carpet'i . — The cai’iiets and rugs cxliibited are fen* in number, it being impos- 
sible to g(‘t good specimens from the old seats ot the mdustiics on short notice. 
The exhibits are of three kinds — cotton, mooI, and sdk. 

Cotton Carpets'. — These are thick and in short lengths, sullieient for sleeping 
on. One from Xbuhnedi in the South Ari ot ilistru t, is elTeitneand interesting, 
as the pattern is e\ideiitly the outi*oine of some ohl design in grass-matting, 
The colors arc black, m lute, red, and orange, and the geiu ral i flVet is quiet* lind 
pleasing. Some Carpets of the same class, but of the better qualitN, are 
exhibited from Adoiii. In these the colors are in narroM stripes, plain or che- 
quered, running across the piece, and rather glaring and inharmonious. Large

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numbers arc made and sold, but altliougli effective enou^^li as a purdab or table- 
cover in a remote corner of a room, tbey liave a tiresome effect if constantly under 
the eye. 

Woollen Carpets , — There is one specimen of an Ellore carpet. Its eliief 
interest lies in the fact tliat it is an attempt, at the instance of a local lirm, to 
revive an old shade of red whieli the weavers have for some time given up using, 
because it is somewhat diAicult to ])roduce. A fair specimen of the Ellore ty]K' 
comes from Masulipatam. A small specimen from Tyami>et, Tanjore, is well 
made, but tlie colors are glaring and the pattern undecided. Three specimens 
are sent by the Rajahmundry jail ; of these the one with the light-colored ground 
is the most sober as regards colors. A drab wwl and silk shawl or mat, strii)cd 
yellow, from ^fysore is worthy of notice. 

Silk Carpets . — Two of these, both from Tanjore, are exhibited. One is 
rather old and failed, and the pattern of the other is too vague and the grouping 
of colors in [the centre trying to the eye. Here, as in the case of the w oolleu 
carpets, there was no time to get proper s]^)ecimens.

Classes XXXVJII, XL, XLIII, XLVI— Cotton, Silk, 
J\IixEO Fabrics, ait'AREL, etc. 

The exhibits in this idass consist of a seb*elion of prodiiets of the native 
loom in silk and . *011011, calculated to alTord some idea of the fabnes used as elolli- 
big by the ptenb of 'in* "oiitb. Amongst Jlindns e\er\thing eonrieeted w itii eUdi- 

ing is more or les'> regnlati d by tbe ancient and rigid laws of caste, so that the

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article's in this class also possess moro or less of an etlinolo^iVal interest. The 
brilliancy of the colors and (heir grouping in Fridinn textile' fabrics are generally 
very dillbrent from European conceptions, but it will be found that souk.* of their 
niosfc characteristic designs are, so far as the choi(M*and arrangement of colors are 
concerned, copies from nature and therefore not iinpl<*asant. Tin' rcsnli^, liowever, 
are often so rcniarhahlo that no iMiropcan would \cntui’<‘ to wear articles ])resent- 
jng such combinations, altliougli on a dark-skinned ])eople tlu'y do not seem at all 
OTil of ])laee, and often liave a most pictures([nc etlVet. As India is the botanical 
home of the cotton plant, so from remote' ages Jivr ]H*oj)h‘ have used its tleecy 
wool in 'the manufacture of cloth. From India the art of e(dton manufacture 
travelled to Egy])ffand Assyria. In the tliir((‘enth century (Ik* Italians ^\ere 
making attempts to imitate Indian cotton go< ds, but it \\as only in the end of the 
seventeenth eeritury that tlie art foyind a footing in Scotland and England, Var- 
ious allusions arc made in the uorks of travellers to tlie cotton manufactures of 
Southern India. Tavernier, a dealer in precious stones, Iio travelled in India 
al)0iit the middle, and Dr. Fryer, who \isited it in the end. of the suventeenth 
century, hotli spi'ak <d‘ tlie eoninum c*<»lton manufactures as CaJiruts, a term derived 
from liie jilaee at wliieh lln‘y wen* originally made. Tavernier*' says r/ntcs' or 
painted Calient w hich tlu*y call calmr ndat^ that to siv, done with a pencil, are 
made in the kingdom orDoleonda and particularly ul>ou( Masulii atam. These 
chife^ serve for coverlets for beds, for sofas or table-cloths, after the country 
fasliion, jiillpw -covers, iiandkerehiefs, hut more espci ially for waistcc ats as vv»‘ll 
for tlic men as women in Persia. ” Witli refcn'iice to tlie silk goods of Fndia, 
Tavernier observes, they innhe carpets of silk and g'>ld, others of silk and silver, 
otliers all of silk. In tin* second jilaec, they make satiiis with stnaks of gold and 
silv or ; otliers plain w itli talTalas after the same fashion.” Again, “in tlie tliird 
place, thc'y make putulm, which are a sort of .silk stulf, ^ cry thin, but painted 
with all sorts of ilovvers.” 

cef/en fahriv's of the south embrace muslins and chintzes, the latter in- 
cluding ])alanipores. 

— Tlie finest muslins in the south arc those made at Ami, but 
from want of eneonragc'Uient the industry has become almost extinct, ami, 
specimens •are now' only made to ot\ler. The dress-piece exhiltited was' gu)t 
through llie Collector, Mr. Price, who lias also kindly furiiisln'd the following 
tianslation of a di’scription liy a nativ c of tlie medo of preparing the }arn and 
weaving and hlcacliiiig the cloth. 

th( pavn n^td \a wntr'uiff Arni — Paruthi 

cotton, ail iitdigeiioiis plant, tivi* vars old, should lu' made usi* of. us. if new 
cotton be use<l, tin* threads will be too thick. Tie* ]>eople of Fhiugloput do not 
know’ liow t«) .s])in this live-year old cotton. The Teliigu Paravas of Pherivi, 
Irugalam, Kolladani, Poiidavakliam, C’iu*ttnlpakham, of the 'rinnalur Taluk, 
and Kaniiavaram and Tirn]>aiantaka]mram v)t the Kalaliastri Zemiiulari are (‘in- 
])loyed in spinning the varn. I'lie uiot/nf o/h rtf/n/i is as follows: — They pull 
the cotton w ith tile lingers, eoyeel it into a hea]), and I'cat it exactly as eoinnioii 
cotton is beaten by cotton-bi’aters. 'fhe aIusI ridlceted. placed on a dry riiul 
of the jilanlaiii Mem, one cubit Ituig, rolled, tied in four or live places with 
ropes, ^nd laid by. 'I’lie whoh* v)r llu' cotton is thus ih'alt w ith, and kt*pt tied 
U)) in bundles in tlu' rind of the ]>laiitain stem. Tlu'v then spin it by means of 
wheels. These wlieeU are similar to the ordinary (Uies, bur their spokes and 
axleare small. If a spindle is attached (o the wheel, the cotton kej^t tu'd in the 
rind of tlie plantain stc*ni attached to tlie seimlle, ami the wheel ])iit in motion, tlio 
yarn winds itself (ui the spuulb'. -ISO cubits of varn are tonued on each 
spindle, and this is a full div’s work. Six sticks are pared oiT thin, planed and 
lixod in tlie gnmml, and the vanis on the spuidle an; w ouml iv>uiid these with 
an in.strument called /)(nnf(n' (a rocl-like iustrumeut), and then tlicy uro formed

\That is called apiece of muslin is 16 yards ’long and yards hroad. The 
aforesaid sidus are uound upon a pamJai and starched. AVliile the yarns are stdl 
A\et, they are uoiind upoiianothery>ee;ee?u?. and ulieu dry tiny arc again starched, 
and the starching process is thus re])eated li\e times. The starch used is rice 
starch. This should he filte'nHl throuudi a tight' cloth, diluted uith fresh water, 
and then applied. Tlien sticks are ri\ed for a distance of 16 j^ards, and the 
.sidus that ha\e been starched are run into uarps. They are then attached to 
tlic frame and set in a delicate loom and woven. This is called a paditgn. Tlie 
articles connected uith the loom are similar to those used in the manufictiire of 
ordinary cloths. The ulmle of the apparatus used in the weming of tin* 
niuslin IS thin and fine Starch is not applied to some of the sidus, which are 
wound on a pandtf} and thou transferred to a dry reed, as long ns a finger (this 
is called a or rc'cl). This nnstarelied jam is used a.H -vuTt. The reel is 

put into a shuttle made of hamhoo and then used in ueaMUg, Three hands are 
reipiircd for ueining the iinishn • (me should work at the loom, and the other 
tuo should stand one on each side of it, and pass tlie shuttle throiigli. If in the 
said manner the throe per ous attend solely to this uork, tliey can utmvo a cnlnt 
a day.

Tli(\y are uashtd 
in uatcr from springs c\(avfdcd in ri\cr-heds. *After washing tlie cloth in tin' 
afor(‘said manner, ’ I is put into a ])ot containing a mixture made C)f half a 
nicasure of the juice of ihvmhm^ jilant, four measures of water, and (he p^ilhnis 
of him stone, and boiled for n jdmam {'l\ Indian hours). This is ealli^l the 
pro(* ^s of boiling or steanung. All tins work is done hy the dhohi^ hut tlio 
Asca\cr is pre^'iit, and giVes diredioiis.

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in water, again heatcn on a bundle of sand, and (alternately) allowed to dry, 
and wetted. If the muslin is subjected to this process for ten tlays, it becomes 
white. Thus far the work is carried on by means of the dhoh'i. After this llio 
weaver applies starch to the cloth. On the first day it is dippj'd in starch and 
dried. On the following day it should be sfarclied and dried in the same way. 
After doing this for live days, on the sixth day staroli should be apjdied to it 
little by little ny tlie han(l, and allowed to dry. After tljus starching tlie whole 
of the cloth, it is folded and kept. Twenty days is the time taken up in bleach- 
ing tlic muslin in the aforesaid manner.’* 

Two good specimens of ninslin from Chicaeolc, also formerly the scat of 
a large industry in this class of goods, are exhibited by the ILon’blc G. N, 
Gajai>athi Itow. One of these is white with rabed spots, and tlio otlu'r lias pink 
spots. Some excellent specimens of chintz in cliecktsl patterns arc exhibited 
from Chinglepiil. TIie.se are doserving of attention on account of tlie quality of 
the cloth and the excellenc'c ot tlie dyes. 

Some of the older chintz patterns, evidently traditional, from Cuddapah, 
Chinglepui, Ac., arc very curiou-? and appear to have been evi'cuted with stencil 
or coarse blocks. 

The most remarkable of the cotton (‘xliibits are the pahtmporcs. 
The palampore, as its name iinpli«'s, isiiscdasa bed-cover, and some specinn*ns 
of ibe older ones are n cry arti>tic, botli r(‘gard> tlie com])o'>.ition of their 
ooinjilcx patterns and their coloring. In ^ome ca^cs tin* tigurcN arc printed on 
the clolhwith w'oodcn blocks, but all the liner ])alaiii]H)ivs arc prepared by 
stencilling and hand-painling. Tiie steindl ])Iates are made of stout })i{''*cs of 
paper. On tlu'sc the outlines of (lie ])attcni are liiNt traced in ink, and then 
lu-rfomtcHl withininnlc Imles in tlie most acemute manner willi a tine necsUc. 
The stencil is tlum iMtmplcti', and uJicii in ns(* is placed on (he cloth and covered 
with charcoal in \cry fine ]K)wder, which is rubbed so as to maUc it ])ass tJirough 
till' miiinte porforalioii and lea\e a tracing. The ri'sl of tlie work is done entirely 
liy hand, and thus eonsidoiabh' seo])e is given for the exhibition of indi\idunl 
taste in tin* selection and grouping of colors. The Kalaliastri ]»alampore contains 
mythological scones, and full deseripiions of these in the vernacular. Some of 
the more cxpeusi\e ]\Jasuli]vatain-niade ]'alam)>oi’es are Mrmall\ hand-painted 
pictures on cloth. One exhibited depicts a seeiio in a forest w itli a river tlow’- 
ing below’. 

Sill' cxliihifs. — Silk has long been known and manufactured in India, but 
the approximate date of its introduction from China is unknown. Cloths 
arc made from silk aloiK’ or silk mixed w ith I’otion. \'arions dye> are used, and 
gold and silver are often employed to dec rate the ends or borders of the 
higher priced articles. A fine collection <*f ehnlis used for making jackets for 
wtancii is sent from Bel lary. d’he juttenis of these, with inwhaps a tew oxeip- 
tions, are all jmivly native, and generally in excellent ta-Nte. aItiion,:h tin' col'n’s 
are vi'i’y brilliant. Some white silks, plain ami tigureil. from CoiijeoMUMm arc 
deserving of notice, and so is a iliiek w Into si ,ii-f with a goKl border. \ cry 
superior gold-bordered eloHns are exhibitc'd from Madura, Chingleput, and 
Tan jure.

I'lic gold i'" most eomnionl\ introduced as 
warp in the borders or spots in the body of the cloth, hut when gold cuds are 
wanted it is w’orked in as weft. 

Zacc.— A'arious samples of white lace, black silk and gold lace, and gold 
lace are exhibited. Tlie.se ha>eall bt'cii made by native girls m mission ''t'lnols, 
and are most admirable spei ’inens ^f this kind of work. The ptterns are 
bhiropean, ami tlie industry, if eoiuiiieleil umler suitable guiilaiice ami with good 
thread, promises to lieecum* of some importam i‘, as labor is i'i>mpaiali>ely cheap 
in India, and this sort of work admirably suited for the ixitieiit and ueat liaiided 
Hindu.

. The Kaders inhabit the Anaimalai hills in the Coimbatore district, and from 
their great familiarity with the habits of the wild beasfs of their native forests, 
they can track them with as great facility as a dog. They are small in stature, and 
have a somewhat Negroid type of face, and curly hair, whhdi they tic in a knot 
behind. They file the four front teeth in their upper jaw to a point as a marriage 
ceremony. They are useful and reliable as guides, but will not undertake any 
mamial labor or carry loads. They Ha c chiefly by collecting jungle produce and 
exchanging it for rice and tobacco. Although li\ing constantly in very unhealthy 
tracts, they do not, so long as they remain there, appear to suffer much from 
fever; hut when brought to the plains, and especially if conliiied jn jail, they get 
severe attacks of ague and other complaints, the results of malarial poisoning.

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Zumhadies, called also Golinr, Bnnjaris, and Banjari^ are a migratory people 
found all over India, from the Himalaya to Cape Comorin, and have the saiiu* 
physical cliaraetrristics, hahiis, and occupation in all parts of the country. Tlwy 
formerly were, and s.till are to some evtent, the great gmin ( arriers, tmnsporting rice, 
&c., to the coast, and returning with salt ; but the extension of roads and railnajs 
LfiS to a considerable extent deprived them of tlieir avocation. The followino 
valuable information regarding them has been contributed by Mr. Macartiicv, 
Agent to the Eajah of JSaudur, and by the Tahsildar of Harpanahalli tlirough tlu' 
Collector of Bcllary : — 

Note on the mannerii and custoyns of the Lumhadics. — The race of Lnmbadics 
or Briiijaries as they are otteii called, is found iii'all parts of India. As they hear 
some points of resemblance to the gipsy tribes scattered over Europe, it would }»o 
interesting to know uheiluT they butlihavea eoinmou origin. Though nonjndic 
in their liabits, the Lumhadies are iu»t averse to forming permanent settlemcn^K 
wherever they can obtain the kind of employment nhieh suits them. The iiica 
are less industrious than the women, but make faithful and trustworthy ser\aiit>, 
and there is a strong feeling of elausldp amoii^ them, nhieh respectable natives 
of other castes rely upon as a safeguard against depredations from the tribe nhcrc 
one of their number is regularly employed. The nieii are eiuphned in rn.iay 
parts of the country in the carriage of grain on pack-hullocks, and the nonicii 
suliply neighbouring markets nith uood. grass, and otluT jungle ]iroducts. Tlie 
rapid extension of railways throughout India of late yi'nrs lias tended to restrict 
the favourite occupation of the men, and the spread of forest conservancy that of 
the women, and thus the Lumhadies \Nill be forced more and more to a^ail them- 
selves of agrieulture or other manual em])lo 3 unents for an hoiu'st livelihood. Tlic 
men arc tall and muscular. Iheir features arc regular, and exhibit doci<h*dly nii-rc 
force of chai’acter than those of the ordinary Jliudu. It is to be expected tint 
such a race so .situated uill be more or less addicted to lawlessness, and that such 
is the fact the records of our courts will abundantly testily, though there is reason 
to believe that the action of a strong govermneiit has done much in the nay of 
rcpres.sing this tendency to crime. 

The women, uhile j’onng, are generally good-looking. They have an innate 
love of finery, and affect in their dreS', a variety of bright colors, which they 
embroider at groat cost of time and laliour. Tlunr dress consists of a petticoat 
of a pattern worn only by them, gathered into a broad elaborately worked band, 
and tied by a variegated cord, the long ends of which are ornamented with cowncs 
and hang down by the side. The breast and sliouldcrs arc well covered by a kind 
of bodice, which, stiangc to say, duo.s not extend o\er the back. This Ixjdic c is 
pieced up with a ’variety of ]»attcrns and colors, anti the sliouhler hands arc richly 
worked. The culmination of the dress consists of a bordeicd cloth drawn oAcr 
the Lead, and covering the back and shoulders. Their arms and legs are literally 
covered with 'wooden, bras^, or ivory bangles, and their fingers and tot‘s with 
heavy rings. They wear also a profusion of heads round their necks, and the 
upper front locks of their hair on either side are adorned wuth heavy pendants. 
It is worthy of remark, liowever, that this extra\aganee of ornanient is ])ro- 
mitted to their married women only. The uninarru'd must w’car Jiiucli plainer 
clothing. They arc not allow’od to embroider tlieir dres.s, nor to w'ear pci dants 
fi mi their hair, nor any bangles above the elbow, and further to distinguish them, 
tL *,3 must have a stririg of black beads round the right ankle.

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Neither of those groups of families can infcermaiTy, A Ziit must marry into 
one or other of the families of the Bliookyas, and a lihookya into one or other 
of those of the Zats. The cliildrcn of siicli marriages are reckoned as Zats or 
Bhookyas according as the father is a Zat or Blijpokya. Marriage between cousins 
is in no case permitted. A man may have more \\ ives tlian one, but ho is prohilhted 
from taking a second, cxcc])fc when Jiis wife brings him no male issue. In such 
case he may marry his wife’s sister, even during tlie lifetime of the former. To 
be in a ]) 0 .sition to marry at all, ho is required to bo able to give as dowry to 
the parents of tlm bride at least forty rupees in cash and four bullocks. If uiiablo 
to do this, he may, notwitlistanding, be permitted to marry her on his entering 
into an engagement to serve his father-in-law or mother-in-law for such period 
as may he agreed upon to make up the deticiem'y. A younger brother may marry 
the nidow of his elder brother if slie eonsenfs (hereto, but the reverse of this rule 
docs not hold good, the idea being that the elder hrotlnu* is r('gard(*d as a father 
or protector to tliQ family. The re-marriage of Audows gencnilly is fully 

acknowledged. 

If a woman be found guilty of adultery with a man of any other caste, she is 
tied u]) to a post, whijipcd, and finally exeominunicaled. The man who brings 
any woman of anotlier caste into the community IS c\c*lud(‘d from familiar inter- 
course, and the children of such a connection are not admitted to the privileges 
of the caste until the third generation. 

Adultery within tl^c <astc with man’s nife is punisljcd, as regards the 
man, by compelling liini to take the women as his wif(‘, to ]»ay to the injured 
liusbaml the full expenses of liis marriage, and a fine, in addititm, to the chief 
■^ho adjudicates the case ; as regards the woman, by requiring her to restore all 
the dresses and ornaments ^Nbi(di her lui^hand may liave bestowed, and henec- 
foi'th to become the ^^i^c of her paiarnour. Proved incompatibility ])etneen 
husband and wife i'4 recognised as a cause of divorce, but whoever afte^^^ards 
marries the divorcee most make good to her former hnsbaud tin' expenses incurred 
on his marriage. Among the ljumbadies settled here is a ca^e illustrative of this 
practic(‘: the present hu'J)and of tin* divorcee liad to pay IN. 1‘25 to her former 
husband before lie could marry her. 

Betrotlials, as among the IHiHus everywhere. U'-ually occur at an early age, 
but then* is no age or period of life at which a female may not marry The cere- 
mony of hotrotlial is perfortiied in the ])re>ence of the eiiicf of the tribe. After 
distrilmiiiig sugar and jaggery among the guests, and obserMug some other 
peculiar customs, tlic bride’s jurty luhaiice and throw i yellow pi>W(ler, extracti'd 
from the ^lo^^crs of tlie liuti d oa er the hrulegroom and his ndativcs, and 

lh«‘ ceremonial is eoinph’te, after n Inch neither of the ])articN ran withdraw from the 
engagement u ithout incurring a <*onsiderablr |)(«run ary penalty. t)n the coming 
of age of the bridi', the tiual ceremony is carried mit in the jiresenee of a Brahmin 
as olHciatiiig priest, if this is practic.ihlo ; otherwise, the chief of the tribe 
olliciales. 

The settlements of tlie Luinbadies usually 0 'nu]UM-e from thirty to seventy, 
or e^ell more, thati'ht'd houses. Pach settlement is called a lanihiJi, and is pre- 
sided over by a naik, whose ollice i> hereditary ami to whom all disputes, whetlier 
ciul or criminal, are referred for dispON.il. conqdote is this iinpcy'nnti in 
tinivrio, that re<*oiirse is seldom had ti> our courts in cases where both (larties are 
Luinbadies. The mau who venlur<*s (o r«\sist the deeismu of the naik. t>r who 
solicits the iirterveiil ion of any of the ovdinaiw courts, is forllnvith rclentlc-^sly 
expidled from the Irilx', and ns be eann >t be iveeixed into any other without a 
reconiineudatioii from liis naik. he is </r farfo excommunicated from tlu‘ caste. 
Thai naik', s emoluments are fe»'s on special occasions and linos in certain cu'^es. 

Property is divided equally among sons, but a surviving widow lias a elaim to 
maintenaiice so long as she cliooses to remain uiimarried. SliouKl there be no 
eliildren, the wddow has a life-interest in the property of her dei'casod husband. 
Paughtors eannot iiihorit, but must be su]iported until they can earn their own 
living, or until they arc provided for by inarriiige.

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Tlio language of this singular proplc seems to he a corrupt Hindustan 
Prolmbly.tlicro is a consklcrable mixturo of patois slang. Whether it ii 
based on an original language I do not profess to bo competent to determino. 

TVlion meeting each otlior o% a journey they mutually salute by sayinu 
** Ham ! Ram /” but without raising tho hands to the forehead as in the ordinary 
form of salaaming. 

Tlie birth of a son is celebrated by rejoicings ; that of a daughter is not noticed 
The reason assigned for this distinction is tliat a son is regarded as permanently 
atlaclicd to the family while the daughter will in all probability bo alienated froii 
it by marriage. 

The Lumbadics recognise the authority of a grand or cliief, who visits 

each tandah ercry eight or ten yerirs, when he levies a (*onlrihuti<>n of one rupee 
or more, according to the eircuiuslaueos of the family, from each house. 

They worship ]u*inci])ally llalaji or V^encalaiamana, but also llamminn 
Tvri^hnaji, and other Ifiiuln deities. They sacrilice goats and sheep, but iii'vei 
butfaloo'^, to the female deities — Harirnimah, Durammah, 'rordjaminali, Kali, and 
lugiammali. ' 

Tlu‘y oat the flesh of sheep, goats, pigs, fowls, hares, and deer, hut are ]n*olii- 
bit.ed that of the ox. The women are not allowed to chew bctel-lcaf and areca-nut, 
excepting for three days during the performance of marriage ceremonies, nor are 
they permitted the use of intoxicating. Tlieir pvinci]'al festivals are I loll, 
Theej, Diisscra, and r)ec]nuali. During the first two of tlu‘se the women dress in 
their best and go about from house to house, uhcrc th«^y sing and dance in a 
circle with a swa^ iiig motion, holding in each hand a short dried piece of bamhoL 
with A^hich tiu'y strike time. 

On the d( ath of any of their tribe, the eoipse, if that of a married person, 
is burnt; if that of a cliihl or unmarried ]H‘rsou, it is buried. This Miigiilai 
deviation in their practice has ])robably originated in some notion of greater 
purity and innocence in the one caNO than in the other. As soon as the civmi- 
at ion of the lu ad of a family is over, the pendants from the forehead and all 
the bangles above the elbow of the new uidow are removed. On the third 
evening after the burning of the body fliey visit tlic s])(H and ])our the milk ot 
goats over the a>]u‘s, and on the follo>Ning morning return to examine what animal 
has there left its foot-marks, and thus determine into x>hat form of life the suul 
of tlie departed 1 as transmigrated. 

This sketch, though meagre and eonfesNodly incomplete, may still serve as a 
baMs for further investigation. I bclie»e the facts as here slated to be reliable, 
as I have had most of them from two original and indeix'iideiit sources.

In 1 .ngiiig to tlu’se pc.^)pie, as they are of tlie same palteni as arc ordiiiurily found 
in ail (Hindu) hou-cln-lds.

The Lu;, badi< , ordinarily liv(* in liuTs made of cocoanut twigs, cast<u’- 
plaiit st.ilk^ (h'tf* si.idx-, mats, and the lioda grass. L have not sent these matcri»L» 
thinking that tliey will b<* of no use. 

TIv liUinbadies ukutv gi.l'» who have arrived at maturity, but not those who 
an xouig A Lijmltady will jml marry his younger brotlier’.s widow', lliough 
liji Pi j - Jio objo •, i,,i, to lijv, iiiaiT^ing hi.s elder brotlier’s widow'. IJo will iiolj 
however, marry \\ hi.s own wife i.s alive. 
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• 

A Lumbady bride should bo supplied by her mothers family with all 
apparel aud jewelry. The brido^^room docs not lu’pvide tlicm, but gives ihe 
bride ten ivory armlets. Those latter cannot be had for less than twenty rupees. 

If the bride’s family is unable to ])roviLlo her with the apparel ajid other articles 
as aforesaid, the bridegroom deducts from the prescribed* marriage fee of forty 
rnp(‘es the value of the apparel, and ]mys the balance to the bride’s family. 
After wedding the bridegroom is presented \\itli a bulhudv, a sack, and a pack- 
saddle. It is a rule that the bridegroom should give the ])arents of the bride 
four biilloeks, one pack saddle, (>n(‘ sack, and forty rujjees in cash. As annmgst 
Hindus and other high caste people, the parents of a Luiiil)ady girl should fiml her 
a husband .and settle her marriage. Young peojde are not at liberty to choose 
their mates. After*tho village ])riest ev.iinincs the names and ])irtJi-sigiis of the 
would-bc bride and bridegroom, in order to ascertain ANlicthef there is a ha])])y 
agreement bet u ecu the stars under uhich the}' were boi’ii, the ceremony of 
l)(‘trotlial is ])erfonned, the e\]>ens(‘', thereof being borne equally by l»oth the 
parties to tlio marriage. The bi’i<legroom\ rel.ilives, as well as the other 
nieinlKU’s of his elan (ftnicht/t), follow the bridegroom to the })lace where the 
bride’s father’s elan is set tl(‘(l. Both the elans then driidc bahly and ari-ack at 
their ()w 11 expense, and distribute jaggery at about one Ma'f a liea«l. Tlio 
pifddifhi of the elan (men at the luad of aea^'le) are inehub'd in the distribution. 
Then., aft he sole expense of the bridegoom, betel-leaf and ar(*ca-nut slnuihl be 
(list ributed to all the membei's of tin* elans. The fee of fort} rupi'es In a settled 
item of expenditure in e\(‘ry marriage, be the comlitioii of the bihh'gnxmi what it 
may. After thedistribulioii of bet(‘I-leaf and nut i" <»\er. the whole of this amount, 
or at le.’ist live rupees, is paid to the woiild-he bride’s famil}. It is then that the 
date of the marriage is tlxeil. ’I’he marriage sv‘avon is just before Voiia\aka- 
ehetunlasi, IDassaiu ainl Yagiila C’lia\ati. On the <iay lixial for the wedding the 
bridegroom, aeeoinpanicd b} a single man. goes to (he marriage. Yomore than two 
go to the marriage, though tin*}' may be ever so rich. Bdorc tlie liridogroom' 
enters the bride's house he has to pay another fee of two ra])ces. It is after 
]»{!} mciit of this fee tlial he is allowed ingrt'ss and unt befttre. If the ]n‘idt*'s 
family is rich, they detain the britlegrooTii in their lu'Us(* as long as they jikase, 
no matter liow many months it is. They marry him on an auspicious ilay aiul 
hand over* his wife to him. Tin* brid(‘’s family should treat iheir elan on a iiew- 
moon day with pulaffitm (a mess made i»f riei*, dJudl, nhi, e'ec.) 
bc\erage should be made (»f jagger\ , bhang, jioppy-sfeds, pe])])er, carJamoins. and 
nutmeg. ’J'lie bridegroom lias to luair thcsi* expenses, and to ]iay that mt} day 
to llu* briile’s family another b‘e of ele\en ru})ees. Then all throw the be\erage 
oil \\\o ind a(^am and eat it. It is on the tliinl night that tin* wedding takes place. 
Tin* wedding is performed in tin* night, and there is no eust"m of celebiuling it 
during the day. Black grain and salTnm are grouinl. iiorindaXu (tin* leases ef 
a plant with which w^^ien tlye tlieir nails) is niadt* into a ]xiste. Both the ]iowdi*r 
and ])ast(' are mixed in water. AVitii this composition tin* Ixnlit's of tin* bnde and 
brid(‘grooni are rubbl’d. On four sidi*s water is ]daci'd in pots, to w liicli arc tied 
jiHodii {Asclt‘2>ias fjigunii It) 'riie biidcgroom is stated in (lie midst ol 

these ])ots and tin* bride’s niotber bathes liim. Mie then luithcs the bride. Oil 
is Hot rubbed. After the baih is oxer a little ghi is vu])bcd oii tin* head. Xi'ar 
to the aforesaid pots two ]H*stles are nl.anted, one to the cast and the otlier to the 
west. The bridegroom ])laet*s in the liaiul of the bridi* one rupee and an only 
areea-nut, liolds her liainl. and goes round the pestles scxeii times. The bride's 
mother follows them, and' giNcs them sexeu times a piuldiug made ot rico-tlour 
find jaggery. They eat it. From th * time the bride aiul bridegi\)om begin to 
bathe Ull (lie eeri‘un>iiy <'f going round the pestles is I'omplcfed, tlie \illage 
])i‘ii'st (a Bnilimln) ]H‘rfonns*//c;y/// w (an ollering by tiro), gently burning the 
twigs of seven tri'cs of dilVerent kiiuK, (hrox\ ing **iii(o the lire castor-oil and 
scsainum s(*ed and ve]>ealing pra}ers. \\Ttli the homttni the eerenionial lo bo 
performeil that night is o\er.» At this tiine none of tlie men ol the ehm 
are pres(*n(, but all the xxuneii an* there. Some v>f the xNomen drag the xillage 
pnest and make inu<*li gai^^e of him. The xillnge ]uucsl, subjceting himsdf 
to feueli fun, gets only a fee of one and a quarter rupees and toed and 
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iiotlihig else. On llio second day the same ceremony of batliinpj is repeated. 
Cold nater only should bo used dnrinir these two days. Tho bride and bride- 
groom n ill not toneh A>arm nater. Immediately after dawn on tho third day 
narm nater is poured into the above-ineiitioned pots, and is used in bathing as 
before. ^leat is then ej^ten at the expense of the bridegroom, nho, th<*reafter, 
takes an ay his nife to his on 11 elan. According to his means, he gives his clan 
a treat. 

Hie hills nhieh these people (Liimbadies) inliabit are ordinarily very low. 
TIk'v are not pro^ided n ith doors aiul door-frames, bui, a blind is placed against 
the entrance. The Lumbadies settle themsehes on high ground far anay from 
nater. If an}' one or tno gnmu-up persons in the clan die, tl|^' lints in tin* settle- 
ment arc removed a few }ards anay lest any mislni]) shouhl befall the elan. 
For each clan tliere is a chief or Iteddi. All abute by bis »>rtlers. Dispaiaging 
ail} body is a serious fault among these ])eople. The chief of the elan summons 
a pnncliayet, (Mujuires. and le\ ies from the di‘lin((ucnt a tine according to his 
means. If, afti'r ci>nfi‘ssing his guilt, the delin(]nent hegs that he may he 
excused, he is ahsohed fnnu all hlanu*. JSo one is pardoned unless he thus con- 
fesses. Tf tin* head of tin* clan dii's, his son -ucceeds Imn, luuing a similar right 
as one has mer a liiddi vi'nast. Tin* clan is not at liberty to choose its oun chii'f. 
tsince the bringing into use of country carts and tin* introduction lately of rail- 
ua}s, tin* trade of the JiUnibadit's ccasod. Selling tiri'uood and going as eo«)lii‘s 
for agricult uial and otlu'r Mork now form tludr piiiici])al profi'ssions! If any 
member of the idaii goes out hunting and brings gaiin* home, all slioiild paitakc 
of it A fine is le\ icd from the binitsman if lie alone ('iijo} s it. ]\leat is not 
cooked at lioim*. It is ])rc]>ared in a ])laiii at a distanci* from b( mu* and eat (‘ii. 
Till*} ( luimbadic s) rctnrn iiomi*. conc( aling the pots in vliicli nu'at nas cooki'd. 
The pots are not brought Jiomc. Women do not eat meat unh'ss tin*}’ are old 
•^^ido^^s. llachclors, h(tue\er old they may lie. are buried afti'r death, hut not 
burnt. The family in ^^hH‘h d(‘ath takes plaee goes into mourning for three da}s. 
On the fourth day they bathe and feed their easie-peoplc Thus ends their 
mourning. 

The Lumbadies d<» not AN ash their bodies daily. They take a bath onec in 
eight or ten da}s. Alter bath the women ap])l}' ghi to their hair and plait it. 

Faeh woman jiroN ides lirrself with tw o petticoats ami om* up]jer garnnmt for 
a'A'oar. Tin* jiclticoats arc wa^hi'd om’e in til le<‘n or tw i‘nty da} s. Tin* up])<‘r 
garment is iifMT put III w atcr. Those who ik sire eleanliiicss, wa^h their u])p«'i' 
garments once a niontli.

Mulcccs, Malai Arasers. consist of irihes inhabiting parts of the Palgliat 
taluk of IVfalahar and some of the other jungles in the hill tracts lyin/J between 
Tinnevelly and Tiavaneore. They are said to bo low in .stature and pot-bellied, 
with small head, retreating forehead, flat nose, ami long, tangled, black hair. Tho 
following interesting information regarding them has been furnished by Mr. 
V. A. Brodie, Assistant Collector 

From V, A. BBOBIEy Fsq^t Acting Jlcad Assistant Collector^ to the Collector of 
Malahar^ dattd Pdlghaty 30^A August 1883, ATo. G83. 

I HVTE the honour to acknowledge the receipt, on thg^Oth, of your endorse- 
ment, dated 17th ir slant, JN^o. 3372, on eop^ of a letter, dated 13th idem, 
Ko. 3oOE, from the A’^ice-President and Secretary of the Madras Committed', 
Calcutta International Exhibition, 18S3, and to forward herewith a list of the 
articles of jewelry, musical instruments, cooking and domestic utensils, &c,, 
in use amongst the Mulcers of the Palghal Taluk. (If tho .several articles men- 
tioned in this list, only iVos. 0, 11, 17. 31, 33, and 31 appear to be of any interest 
as illustrative of race i^ccnliaritie.s, for they alone are made by tho Mulcers them- 
.selv(‘S.* All tho others are procured by purchase in the bazaars of the low couniiy. 
I have, thert‘fore, secured only the articles numbered as above. Tf you think 
all the articles mentioned in the list ought to be collected, I can easily do .so on 
information from you, as the total price of all is only Es. 7-3-2, 

2. Appard. — It is hardly necessary to allude to articles of apparel, as they 
are next to none. Children below 8 or fl generally go stark naked, and adults 
never near more than one cloth, which is ne\s.'r changed or w'ashcd till worn out. 
The females oiHa'^ionally display a weaknes '5 for gaudy colors, such as red and 
yellow, Ac., in their cloths. 

3. Ornaments. — The w'omen indulge in the use of ornaments, which are* 
usually of brass, copper, or load, and even sometimes made of wood or twisted 
grasses (r;V/c aceompanyiiig list). The men w'(ar no ornanuMits; except, in somo 
instances, a metal bracelet on the right band. JSonoarcuiauiifacturcdbythcm- 
.sclves, except the w’oodcn and gmsN ones. Of late yi'ars a few siher ornaments 
have come into uno amongst them. The li'^t suilicieiitly describes the nuisiial 
instruments tlu’y use. 

4. IVarliJce ^Veapon^. — The Mulcers do not appear to liavo over heen a 
warlike race, and their only wca])oni arc hows and arrons and sling'<, by means 
of which tlicy kill wild birds and small ground gaiin*. For the (aptiire of pig, ikc., 
and other larger giinic they ha\o rec()ur>e lujiitfalK 1 'nlike the Wynnad hill 
trib(‘s, Ac., tin y do not seem to orgaiiizc Imiiting ])arti('»?, and it is curious that 
neither the net n‘»r the sptar appears to be m use amongst them, A very few 
Lave now* obtained iire-arms. 

r> With reference to clause 0 of parngrapli 3 of Brigade-Surgeon Bi<lie’s 
letter. T have not secured models of dwellings, as one could not be obtained, and, 
besides, the lints arc in no way ])(*cnliar. They liavo only one 'room, of wliicli tho 
walls arc split bamboo^ tied together and thinly ])lastcred with mud to keep out 
wind and rain. Teak and c»tlier leaves are used for thatch. Some of th*(‘ better 
sort liav(‘ tlioir ro<.ms 11’ ted up with sleeping coiiclies of split liamboos, about four 
feet high, bencaili \.hich it is usual to keep a lire burning at nights during wet 
wcatbev. On llu'se bimdle>. of grsiss and leases arc arranged like a mattress and 
a mat spread over all. They li\«“ in >mall villages on tlie .skirls of the hills, or a 
.short dj stance up tie m under the jurisdiction of a headman or muppan as he is 
calif fl. Fonnerly they seem to have dwelt in caves and ainong.st the roek.'^, but 
this ij never now' the case. 
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6. Social OustomSi ^c. — Clause 8 of paragraph 3 regarding social customs, 
&c., of the Mulcers is a diliicult one to deal with. There arc altogether four 
castes of tliem — (1) Urulars, (2) Malayars, (3) Madukers, and (1) Iraval, of w^liom 
apparently the Urulars esteem themselves the highest. The two former castes 
dwell in the Walliar and Elival jungles, and the third and fuurtli in llie Wada- 
kancheri and Kollangode bills. In their customs they seem to have borrowed a 
little from the Hindus. Thus they observe pollution in the case of births, <fee., 
and whilst they yield the path to Erahmans and J^ayars, will not allow Cherumars 
or JN’ayadies to approach wdthin about twenty-live yards of them on the ground of 
defilement. The Urular also will not t meh food cooked by a Malayar, though 
the latter will eat food prepared by the former. Their language is a mixture of 
Idalayalum and Tamil, but almost unintelligible to both Tamilians and Malayalics 
without previous acquaintance with them. They have no written character of 
their own, and without exception are unable to read or ^ rite any other. They 
are not migratory. 

(a ) Habits . — In their domestic habits they arc very dirty, only putting on 
new cloths on certain festival days and never changing them till the next, by 
which time they are generally reduc(‘d to lugs. Their hair is never cut or combed, 
and .shaving is an unknown usage, iiatliing is infrequent, and as they have neither 
tanks nor wells, they depend upon jungle streams for their water-supply, which 
must frequently be both scanty and unwholesome in the dry weatlu'r. As none 
know how to swim, they arc very timid al)out fording tli(‘ir jungh' streams during 
the monsoon. They are addicted to the chewing of betel and tobacco, and are 
iitinioilerato in their use of intoxicating liquors. Indeed, if they possess any cash 
at all, it is almost certain to be invested in armck and toddy immediately, and 
these licpiors are commonly an article oF barter for the forest produce they collect. 
Ovsiiig to their dirty liabits and ]) 0 or style of living, e])idemies. such as cholera 
and small-pox, work fearful ravages among>t them when they break out. Lately 
1 liav'e heard that a whole village, nuiiiberiug some thirty ]>ersons, near AVadiikaii- 
cheri, lias been entirely exterminated by small-po\ in a ^liort space of time. jS'ot 
one now remains to tell the stoc} , and the huts are fast falling into decay. 

(/;.) Marriatje system. — hemales are given in marriage eillier bidoro or after 
attaining tlic age of puberty, and the bride is selected, not by the biidegrooin, but 
by hi.s jKireiits or iieari'st relatives. When a marriage is arranged, the bride- 
groom’s ])arents go to the bride’s liousc and tliere the motlier of the bridegroom 
ties a thali (marriage token) eoiisi.sting of some coloured sttmes arranged on string 
round the girl’s neek. Within ten or twelve days at nn^st the parents again go to 
tlio bride’s lionse accompiiiied this time by their friends and relatives, and in the 
case of the wealthiin* ones with musie and take away tin* bride after paving a sum, 
varying between 8 annas and 2 rupta's, to the bride^ father a*' her v alue. and 
giving a new cloth to her mother. At the hou>e of the l>ridegroonrs parents ilie 
nmiTiage ceremony is eomplt-ted by tlic bride and bridegroom eating together 
from the same dish in the pivseuee of the parents and relativ es. After this, (he 
newly married couple set out together for the house w Iiieh lia^ been built for 
them in anticipation of t lie marriage by the lirulegroom’s parents, which they 
subsequently oeciqiy as their own. When, however, the bridegroom is a youiigest 
son, no separate In)Use is jnit up lor liim. In that ease the vouiig couple take up 
tli(‘ir resilience witli the bridegroom’s pireiits. The marriaue feast expenses vary 
according to the ciivumsiances of the ]>artie^, between Ks. 2 and 10. A man 
can have but one wife, Imt divorce is allowed, wlion both parties van reiuarry if 
the cau.se is not inlidelilj’. If eitJier ])arly die, also, the survivor is at liberty to 
remarry. If iu the case ot a divorce there are chiidivii of the marriage, the 
father must take and maiutaiii the boys and tlie motlier the girls. Infidelity on 
the w'omaii’s side, if ])roved to the satislaetiou ol the assembled villagers, is 
punished with exclusion from tlie eommunity, for a time at least, of both tlie 
olTcndiug parties, and the marriago is djssolv'cd for ev’er, as no husband takes back 
hi.s wife if divorced for tliis reason, and indeed she is seldom remarried. 

(c.) Burial ceremonies . — They ditTor from the Hindu views ot pollution by 
Having none for the death of near relatiws and |xirents. If the deceased was an 
ftfiult, his body is burned ; Init if under thirteen, Iviried. Jn the ease of those 
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who die of small-pox, the body is invariably buried. Everything used by tho 
deceased, such as elotlis, liateliet, ualkiiig-stiek. betel-bag, &e., and even his 
cooking vessels, is buried or put in the lire with him. After tlic burial or crema- 
tion some boilcd-riee, curiy, &e., is placed on a leaf by the side of tlio grave or 
ashes ; the mouriu'rs return home, and after smoking some perfumes and medi- 
tating u])on ilie dt'ceased for a short time, an oblation of warm water is poured 
upon the ground. This is the eone biding ceremony, and requires to be accom- 
panied by nailing and tears. During the next three days the bereaved house 
people keej) opim house for the entertainment of their relatives and friends, and 
on the occasion of tho first now moon after tlie death, a stone dedicated to tho 
menioiy of the deceased is placed inside the house, and liquor when procurable 
is served to all present. Their burning and burial places are always by the sidt' 
of streams and in the heart of the jungle. Every year on the day of KarJeUdka 
sankammon (July) a ceri'inony is performed in memory of tlieir th'ceased ances- 
tors. On that day a foul is killed, and some of its blood is sju-inkled upon each 
of the stones that represc'iit deceased ancestors. The llesh is then cut u]) and 
cooked, and a portion ])laeed t<»getln‘r u it h arrack or toddy before (‘ncli stone. 
This ceremony is (‘\jilained by the fact that they consider the sjnrils of the 
deceased remain in the house ami enjoy the feast. They are, therefore, very 
particular in these obserianees, for they beli(‘\e that if no stone is placed fora 
deceased, or if all honor is not paid to these stones, the sjhrit of tire deceased 
will be angry and cause them to be destro3ed by tigers or other uild animals. 
If a man be kilh'd and the body not recovered and duly burned or bulled, no 
honor is ])aid to his memory. 

(d.) Mdi(fiuV'i forms of tJiuught. — Th(\> can liardly be said to have any 
religion, as tlu\y lia\e no idea of a heav en or hell, but tluy d«) b(*liei e in the 
immortality of the soul. Tlu' latter i>, honeier, siijiposed to remain in the luMise, 
and mu>t he paid e^ ery povsil)l(‘ mark of respect, or its anger will result in the 
sudden destruetiou of the di'limpieiit. Tliey profess to worshij) Karupjiaswaini 
and Kannimar, 1ml their n'proNeiitatiies (d' these deili(‘s are merely stones or 
heaps of stones ])ut u]) by tlumisehes in the Jnngh's, and these gods, though able 
to aillict tlumi during their life, are not su])])o«-ed to have any ]M)wer of alfeeting 
their destiny after death. Tlu-ir feslnal da}s are ])ce])a’vab, Thirruvathera, and 
Pougal. Tlie ehii f of these is Ihirinathera. and on that day it is lus'essary to 
put oil a new cloth, and deck theiiisehes out with such onmiiUMits as tliey possess of 
the kinds shown in the aecoinjianAing list. They are su])i)osed • to Msil a temple 
to Karuppasw ami or Kannimar once a year, hut iiierc'Iy as s])c(*tators, and are iu>l 
allowed to a])])roaeh Aery elo^e. Tiiev are extreinel}' sujierstitioiis and tlieir belii f 
in ghosts and lieiids is strung. h]aeh Muleer helieiCN, also, that holh he ami his 
neighbours ]ia\e man} spirits at their command, and conseipimitly if one oifeiid 
anotlier, it is bebeied that bad b(‘Mltb or e\en his lib* may In* the pmialty. Tims 
if a Muleer discover a bees' nest in a tri'c he will first make a careful e\aininati»)n 
of the suiTonndiiJgs to s(‘e if one his tribe lias been there before him and l(‘tt 
his work. If such a uork be bmiid, nothing will imbiee him to toncli it for b'ar 
of the consequences that may result from the aiigm’ of his offended neighhonr’s 
spirits. They do not, how e\er, belieAc that tluir ‘‘pints lia^ve any ])ower over 
Europeans. T<i counteract the evil influenees of demons and sjiirits. they resort 
to various ceremonies, of w liich noise appears be the most essential eleiiieiit. 
Other customs anil ceremonies are obser\ed upon girls attaining the age of 
puberty at birth*!, Ac , but as tliey resemble those prevailing amongst the 
Hindus of this district, no detailetl remarks .seem to me to he neeesary res])eet- 
ing them. They only dilTer in their greater strictness in such observances and 
, the great length of time they suppose such pollution to last. 

(c-) OJfcm CH and j iiniiihmf nts — in character they ap])(‘ar to In* good-natured 
and inoffensive, ami crimes of \ioh‘iiee amongst themsehoH are either of very 
rare occnrronce, or never reach the ears of tin* ])oiiee and magistracy. As 
regards outsiders, liowevi-r, the K.jlhingode Mnleers have earned for themselves 
a bad reputation for highw ay roiihery, and oeeasiomdly inb*st tlio road between 
Kollangode and .PoIlaaeJii to such an (*\tent that travellers will only proceed 
along it; in largo b.djos. All <^Jlenecs again-st one another are apparently disposed 
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of by thoip ^nuj^pans or headmen, and arc punishable by iinos, with tlic exception 
of the offence of adultery For tin's offence, if established, both parties are put 
out of caste and never re-admitted theoreticall v, but practically, I b(*lieve, the offence 
is condoned after the lapse of some lime. The fines imposed by the miippan aro 
apparently invariably paid, and those T questioned seemed quite surprised at 
the very notion that his orders should be disobeyed. Certainly, disobedience 
would bo danprerous in tbc jun^rlcs, and backed up by tlie ^(cneral consensus ot 
his tribe, a headman niiirht apparently inflict even the penalty of death without 
much danger of the offence being detected and punished, and it is certainly 
curious that I have never known a Mulcer complaining to this court, or any 
other, unless pushed into court by liis landlord for tlie latter's own ends. ^ 

(f.) CivilJiistice—iS\\ disputes of a civil nature are, of course/scttlcd by 
i]\o mfippcni ; but tlioy cannot be many, as they liave .so little property. Tlie 
same fact accounts for their having no .settled rules of iiilieritaucc. The property 
which any Mulcer has acquired during liis lifeliim‘ appears upon his death to 
pass into the possession ot‘ the other inmates of the hou>e in wliicli he died, but 
even sons living in other bouses M tlieir own would, I ])reMime, get nothing 
The post of headman or muppan doe.s not ap]K'ar t-* be .hereditary, but devolves 
upon the .senior member of the community. Ikdwccii themselves and the 
proprietor of the forests in whicli they dwell, the relation 'd master and slave 
sismis never to have c\ist('d, as it did formerly between the landlords and Clieru- 
mar.s, but still the Miilcers are devoted to liis .service and his orders «dveu 
through the are scnqudoiisly obeyed. To the landlord they tala^ the 

honey and cardamoms they may collect, lareiving in ovchangc rice and cloths. 
Also the elepli, lilts caught by them in their ]>its arc made o \ it to tli(‘ laiullorii 
wdu> usually ixnvards a ca])ture by a liberal distribution of liquor and rici‘ Ac 
At Vislioo and Onam it is the correct thing to pay the landlord a visit of cere- 
mony, W’lieii lliey UMially rt‘c(‘ive trilling presents. 

Foody 4v* — The MuIcim’s ari' all lh‘sh-(*aters, and all except the Urulars will 
cat beef. The X^rulars, liowe\ er, w ill imt only not eat tlie flesh of cattle and 
goats, but do not use milk or touch cowdung. The only (lomcsticated animals 
they usually possess are fowls, but some few* now ])/>vxess g.intx, wliidi tliev 
secure at night in a kind of bamboo cage raised on ])osts to a ludglit of about 
8 feet from the ground, and as a further pmte.Miou against tigi'rs and puntliers, 
a tire is invariably kept burningHic icath. Tlicir main food is /v/y/ and 
which they get iii cxcliangi' for the w ild prodiu-t s of tlic forest^ thev collect, or 
the produce of thi'ir ow n liill culti\utii>u. J'biU’y day. ho\\c\cr. llicv \iiv takiiifr 
to more settled ])ursuit<, and n<m many gid a ri’gular allowance id' rice. Ac., fnaii 
their for herding cattle, w atching /u/Aoz/v, and e\euror iloin^r n'lanual 
labor in the fields. In times of scarcity so\oral varieties of roots and limits a 
eaten by them, some of which contain ]>oisonous proporlios in their uncooked state. 
A list of these roots, Ac., in \cruacular is subiniticd luTc'With. but I am unable 
t() give them their ])roper Kiiglish or .scientitic names ; the roots seem to he kinds 
of ^uiius {Diostoi'cas). 

Occupations . — Formerly fliev seem to have depended almost entirely for 
tlicir maintenance upon their success in the chase and m their si'arcli for articles 
possessing exeliange value, such as lioncy. i\ ory, and cardam.miN. To a small 
extent also they havealway.s cultivated certain ^all('lics of ilry i-roiis, sucli as rali 
(Cpnosunis coracanus)^ avaray (Djtichos' hihta), and tonda {ricintts pahna 
Chrisfi.) 

For this purpose they fell the jungle at the commencement of the dry 
weather, and burn it oil ill .March and April. 'With the first monso.m thiinder- 
sliow’ers the seed is sown. They do ni>t prepare the land by ])h>ugliing, hut (ho 
seed is placed in shallow* furrows made by ilrawiug sui-h a stu*k as artich' Xo. :U 
in the list, sent herewith, along the ground. As it is impossible for tliem to 
protect their crops completely from the ravages of wild animals, their en^ps 
arc usually piMir. K\ery year they are, however, becoming more settled and 
civilized ill their habits, and eonsequeiitly their livelihood is becoming le^s pre- 
^-'arrous. Ouo or two have become forest w ateliers and receive regular pay; 
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many others have commenced to work in their landlords’ fields, herd cattle or 
watch crops, for nhich they receive a reejular allowance of rice. The halanoo 
of the men now find pretty recpilar eniplojnnent as tree-cutters, and both men 
and women cut and collect firewood. Tuenty years hence the collection of 
forest produce will, I imai^ine, be only a very minor occupation with them, and 
few ill depend upon it for their maintenance, or even any considerable portion 
of it. 

In conclusion, I have to express my regret that this report should bo so 
sketchy and badly aiTnn"('d, but T only yesterday ^ot the Tah'^ildar’s report which, 
by the way, contained very little information The shortness of the time at 
m}' disposal and the pressure of other work must bo my excuse for any short- 
comings.

Chernmers, Paraifcrs, Ni\7/adys. and Mulccra . — The following notes on the 
other iiingle tribes of tin' Malabar colleetorat(* have been kindly fiirni'^hed by 
Mr. A. C. Tate, Special As^is^ant Collector. The Miilcers have already been 
noticed in Mr. Brodie’s paper. 

From A. C. Tate^ Acthi(j Special Aasi'ifanf CoUeetor, to the Collector 

of Malnhary Calu uf, dattd Mafapuram, I2(h September 1883, JSo, 711. 

In forwarding tlie enclosed lists of the articles ref(*rred to in letter 
No. 3oOE, dat(‘(l the l:Uh August last, from the A ice-rr(‘sid(‘nt and tScM-retary, 
jVfadras Committee, Calcutta liit(‘rnational FAlulMlion, 18s3, copy of u Inch u as 
communicated to me vith }onr endorseineiit Xo. 3372, iiuder date the 17th idem, 
I have the honour to slate as follows : — 

The aborigines known in tliis duision arc — {a) Cbcrumcrs, (h) Parayers, (c) 
Nayadys, and {<1) Mnlcers. 

(a.) Chtrumers . — Tlic Walawanad TabsiUlar says that there are tw’o classes 
among these peojile, ^i/. Kaiiakka” and “ Kutla.” The Ernad Tahsildar 
makes no .such distinction, and 1 pn'^unie that iIionc residing in his lalnk are all, 
or the majority of them, “ Kaiiakka.” lie sa>>. that tlicy are Hindus, aiidworsliip 
the gods adored by tlie higher cla>>es. Acc<n*iling to the Walawaniiad Tahsildar, 
the “ Kutta” acknowledge only their anfe^turs, whom they worsliip on a fixed day 
once in the year. No permanent shrines are set aj>art for them. On the fixed day 
for the worship they appear to take four latente stoiK*^ to the foot of a tn'C and 
place them one over the otlu'r three. A <piantity of beaten rice, some toddy and 
arrack are then placed around the stones. IMacing a liglitiul w ick o\er the articles, 
they are said to leave the place. They appear t«) do this in order to a\oid being 
attacked by disease. The “Kanakka” sect is reported to especially worship 
snakes. A la+erite stone in tin* sliaju* of a cone, fixed on aiiotlier sejuare one, i.s 
placed in a grove of trees close to tlie lints of a family to ri'present the dedfy. 
They wor.ship }i« re on a fixed day once in the year. On the day iircceding worship 
they appear to take only one meal, and al.so abstain from sensual pleasures. The 
next morning all bathe and go to the place, carrying with them some raw\ricc and 
a cocoanut. These are placi'd around the stones, together with Mime milk and ripe 
plaintains The w'or^'iipper^ then stand at a distance from the place, about 
sixteen feet, for some time. The riee and the cocoanut are then rcmo^ed, and the 
ceremony tei ininates. Jii the evening, tliey take their meals only after leaving 
the fooii untouched f ;r some time as if for the use of their aiice.stor.s. The dead 
of thia race, if old, are burned , if yuun^. an* buried. Tlie “ Kutta” observe ten 
and the “ Kanakka” fifteen days' death pollution. The Ernad Tahsildar says that 
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they feast their friends on the last day of the pollution, and perform a funeral cere- 
mony (veli) for tho salvation of the clcccased. They arc, as a rule, field labourers, 
and dependent for their maintenance on tlic landlords for whom they work. They 
arc said to render all personal assislance towards each other, rejoice with their 
brethren when they arc in prosperous circumstances, and condole w ith them when 
in adversity. Amon^^ the “iCutla,” when a marriage is fixed, the parents of tho 
bridegroom, accompanied by two of their friends, go to the proposed bride’s 
house, carrying with them one rupee, one cloth, an(l a string of beads. They are 
there feasted. After taking tlieir meals, the bridegroom’s father gives the money 
to the bride’s father. Her mother or another female relation of hers then gives 
her to the hands of her mother-in-law, who then dresses her in the new cloth and 
ties the string of beads around her neck. Afterwards they all depart with the 
girl. In case of a divorce the restoration of this money is insisted upon. There 
arc some differences in the marriage customs of the other sect. The bridegroom 
attends the eeremony, and the uncles and not parents lake prominent part» in the 
affair. On tlic appoinlnumt of the day for tlie marriage one rupee is paid to the 
uncle of the girl selected by the bridt‘groom’s uiu'le. Two rupees is also paid to 
him on the marriage-day by tin* bridegroom, and he brings her away with him. 
Among tfie Clierumers in Krnad the bridegroom appears to f(‘ast his friends in 
his house on the sevemth day after the marriage. The Tahsildar fixes their ages 
for marriage in rcspecl of females at eight, and males fourteen. On tlu' attain- 
ment of a girl’s puberty, she is not allowvd to associate with her relations and 
friends for three dn3"s. She is not allow'ed evc'u to enter tlie house among the 
“Kiitta” during tlie pc'riod. On t^e seventh day a feasting of friends takes place 
among tlu' “ Ivanakkn.” Tlioy do not touch a female, or her attendant, during 
licr confinement and for fifteen (lays afttT, whih* this ri'strietion extends among 
the “ Kiitta” to twanily-oight days. At the end of the prescribed period tho 
former sprinkh’ water, whi(*li flow rec(‘i\e for the' purpose* from a Brahmin, on the 
females and in the house for their purification, while the latter do the same W’ith 
the water taken from the W(‘ll they daily U''e. The motlKu* among the “ Kutta” 
names the new child (ui the t\N enty-eigli(h day after its birth; among the other 
class, tlie Ernad Tahsildar says that Ibis '‘ereonony is ])('rforined on the ninetieth 
day 1)}’ its maternal uncle or by some sueli relation, on its mother’s side. On this 
occasion a feasting of the friends and relations aKo takes place. The 'Walawanad 
Tahsildar adds that during the ceremony <*f naming the chihl and its first feast in 
rice, mi‘als are served on four plantain leaves, and a lighted wick and some 
toddy are plaeeil over it as if fur their ancestor’s usc. 

(h.) Pnrai/er/f. — The Ernad Talisildar does not say an^ihing of their customs. 
They elii(‘llv reside in Walawanad. The people consider tlu-m neefoiuaneers. 

They aiipear to worship three dt'itii's of their ow 11 creation, two goddesses and a 

god. Two stones fixi’d to the earth in a shrine elost* to tlieir liabiiaiions rejuvsent 
the tw'<i fornu’r ; tlie othi'r has no ^isi^le ivpivseiitati(^n. Their worship consists 
in ])laeing before these stoiu's a (juantity of raw rice in a ])lantaiii leaf, t4>gi‘ther with 
a eoeoanut split into tw o parts. Subs»Mjueiitly a ])ortiuii of the rice is removed, 
ground, and baked. This sweetmeat also forms ])art iff the (offerings. The<e are 
offered to the go(ldess(*s, w Idle toddy, arnu k, and ])re]xiivd fowl are the things 
offered to tlie god. The offerings ‘are then reiiuweii to tlieir liouses, kept for 
sometime for their ancestors’ usi*, and finally consumed by themselves. The bride 
is S('l(‘eled by iJie k'lxniavan of the bridegroom. Jft‘ goes to her Innise, and fixing 
a day bm flu* marriage, ])nys (*ighf annas to one of her relations as a pledgi* for 
the fulfilment of tlu' eonf met. On the appoinfed day, the bridegroom, in com- 
pany wdfh his relations and friemls, goes to the girl’s Iiou'JC. In the temi>orary 
sluxl ill front of the house erected for the oeeasion, four plantain leaves are spread, 
and some beaten rice and a eoeoanut placed on each. This is intended to call tho 
hlessing on the couple (^f the god “ Gaiiapati.” The girl is then led out by one 
of tho female attc'iulauts of the bridegroom, wlio dresses her in the new' cloth 
wliicli he lias brought with him. Betel leaf and nuts are tium distrilmted among 
the guests assembled, and he pays three or four ru])ces to one of Iier relations. 
The guests arc then feasted and music played. They all remaiu there for two 
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days, and on tlio succeeding dny the hridegroom and liis party depart with the 
bride, attended by some of her relations, wJiom tlio bridegroom feasts for a day 
in his house. Their customs in confinements of their females arc also peculiar. 
On the a])proach of the time of the delivery of a female, a tempomry shed 
at a distance from the dwellinn-house is erected for the purpose, and the 
confinement gencmlty takes ])lace there. Tf by accident the woman is confined 
in the house, it is subsecpiently burned. For fifteen days from the date of the 
confinement the mother and her attendant are considered under pollution, and 
those who approach them nearer than forty-four feet are also considered pollu- 
ted and the further use of tlieir present apparel is prohibited. Tho two females 
are not allowed to mess with otliers until the noon of the twenty-seventh day. 
The new child's naming hy an aduli member of the family and its first feast m 
rice take place on the following day, attended hy a feast, to which their rela- 
tions and friends arc iinitod. The shed in question and the ornaments, if any, 
and thc’apparel of the two females are all destro3"ed when they are re-admittil 
to the house. AVhen a girl attains her puberty, she cannot mingle with others 
for seven days, or for ten in case her relations \tish to gi\e a feast in honour of 
the event, ^^llen she, attended by not less than fourteen females, after bat liing, 
enters the house in procession. The feast continues for two days Tiicy 
observe fifteen days’ (lcath-])o]hition, and sons of tlie deceased^ perform funeral 
ceremonies for one year (Dekslia), abstaining during tlio time from eating meat 
and fish, and also from slia\ing. At the end of the year, food is served in a 
leaf, and todd}' and arrack placed over it. It is tlien kojit for some time, as if 
for the use of the deceased. The man who ^erfornu'd the one \ tar’s ceremony 
then eatb the meal, and drinks tlic litjuor, and also gets himself shaved. 

(e.) — They e liigh up on the hills and in secluded places in 

small huts and eaves. Tluw cannot frequent the country iiarts. 'When they 
cry out, standing at a great distauee from tli(‘ houses of tlie higher classes of 
the Hindus, the latter appear to gi\e them something in tho shape of rice and 
paddy, gratis or in exchange for small hemp ropes Iiicli they make. They 
appear to worship only their ancestors, to ^^llom tin*}" offer cooked rice and 
toddy. A stone fixed at the foot of a tree represt‘nts them. They do so oneo 
in the year on a fixed day. . They app. ar to marry nlion tlie couple an* between 
ten and twenty y'oars old. TIu* Kniad Tahsiidar says that their marriage 
ceremonies are very remarkable. The bride is plaeisl in a slicd erected in front 
of the hut. The bridegroom and an unmarried brother of his, if any, or one 
of his bachelor friends (^^lu^ all stand outside of the shi‘d, so co^erod as to 
prevent tlie girl’s seeing them), thrust eaeli tlirough the coA'onng a slick, one 
of which the girl is asked to catch. »Sho becomes the ^^ife r»f Jiim whose stick 
she catches. 'When the girl attains puberty she is pla-ed in a sepamto shed 
for nine days. Iho females are allowed to touch her during the period on 
penalty of a bath, but the males are snbj(‘eted to tin* same jienalty if they 
approach them ten or twelve f<et. Confimoiienls taki* ])laec also in a separate 
.shed, and fifteen days’ birth-pollution is ob'^erved. The women are permitted 
to touch, tlie mother after the fifteenth day, and tlie men can do so only on 
the twentieth day, nhen the child is first feasted and named. Tlioy arc said 
to observe death-pollution for fifteen days. Iliey do not ])erf()rm any funeral 
ceremony. Tliey .sometinics feast their friends at tlie end of that iieriod. 

(d.) Muircrs . — They live in jungles and are jungle labourers. Tliey worship 
a bill deity and their aneotors. Tliey worship them on fixed days oneo in tlio 
year. Tliis duty devohes on the larnarun oi the family. Tlicy serre food 
on a ])lantain b.iF, and remain h)r some time in eoiitem])Iation, and sul)S(‘quently 
consume it theinselve^-. The bride is srlected by the parents of the bridegroom. 
Four annas is ]aid to her father by tlio bridegroom at tho time* of the marriage. 
He brings her a\^ ay n i til him. The girl on attaining her puberty is placed for 
four days in a separate hut. The females are permitted to touch her during the 
time. She cannot bathe during these days. Confinements also take jilaco in 
huts, and birth-pollution is observed for twenty-eight days, after which tho 
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child is named and first feasted in rice. The dead are buried. They observe 
death-pollution only for four days.

Khonds, — The people bearing this name lire in tracts of the Eastern G ha 
ranges stretching from the Goda\an to the Muhanacli. As to their origin, the 
are evidently a remnant of tlie primitive ])opulatioii of tlie country, and thei 
language is purely Indian, as it does not supply its deficiencies from Sanskri 
They are the owners and culti^ators of the soil and Jiunters, and, althoiigli livin 
in villages, do not practi>e any trade. Accoriling to Dr. Shortt,** they “have 
well-formed globular head, with an expanded, and in some i|^clined to overhangin 
forehead, largo and expressive eyes, wedge-shaped countenance, promimnit molar 
flat nose, wide open nostrils, thick li})s ainl sharp chin, liaving a well eovere 
black and course head of hair, with a scanty moustache and beard." The 
generally go bareheaded, the only covering of the males being a piece of clot 
wrapped round the uaist. The uomeii have a short piece of cloth ])asNcd once c 
twice round the body, which does not reach below the middle of tin* thigh, arm 
the bosom is uncovered. Tlieir lints are uattle and daub thatebed u itJi gniss. 
Villages are generally surroumled with a fence of plaited bamboo, and sometimes 
stockaded. They go armed with m itnujcf or axe, ami sometimes carry hows and 
arrows. They were formerly addicted to human saeriliee, called the meriahvxto. 
Ko instance of meriali has been kiiuuu for some years, but there will always Ire 
the risk of its reeurrenee so Jong as the generation of sacrificing Khoiids exi^ts. 
They subsist chiefly on dlioll ami rice, ami cat animals killed in the chase. The 
men are very partial to lifpior, which they make from rice and the fh>wers of the 
Rassia latifolia.

It is an instrument which witli a little trouble gives .a 
great deal of inforniation, Mon of science will fully ai>prceiafo its advantages, wliilo all will 
derive benefit from the information it gives Those who only see its exterior cannot .so 
well appreciate the perfect ineelianism of the clock as those who e.vainiiio and n/idcrt>ta/al tho 
variety of information it gives. 

The different motions of the sun can bo explained only by means of the telescope and other 
astronomical instruments. With the aid of this clock the computation of years, montlis, days, 
mirutes, itc., can be easily made, wiiich otherwise would involve an inimcnso amount of labour 
and many intricate calculations. 

'J’hc liour and exact time of sunrise for every day of tho year will ho known from tho 
letters placed on the .sido of the clock, showing tho rising of the sun. There is a portion 
of tho instrument wliieh indicates days of tho A\eek, with tho forms of tho .signs of tho 
zodiac and their names. Fiom this part of the instrument four different facts are made 
manife.st, viz., tho cl ly of tho week, the foxiiis of the signs of tho zodiac, tho ?«w/tttr^a and 
planetary hours. 

Tlierc is an index-hand, ono of tho fingers of which jioints out the number of hours and 
minutes of the day already c\]>ir 0 d, and a blue .star above tho hand points to tho exact time of 
the d ly. The hour.s arc diviilcd by lines into 4 parts of 15 minutes c.ieh, and in the same ]>laco 
the 111 os of the day according to the native moile are also .shown, in which 24 minutes aro 
eipiiil to tho ghafi. 

Theio is a circle in the iniddlo in which tho figures of tho signs of tho zodiac, aro given. 
Tlic sun passes over this ciiclo in a year. From the movements of a black needle which }>a^.scs 
o\or this circle, the a.sct iidant or tho horo.scope ix\n\ navansft, &c. This ncodlo passes over 
tho Circle in 21 liours. Tho lines atter the signs of tho zodiac, to which the needle poiiit.s, 
rei>rcscnt tho na ansa, or a Dili p irt of a sign or 30 degrees.

fc * The original, of wliich this carpet is an exact copy, has boon in tho Jaipur family for 
over a huntlrod an<l fifty years. It was brought to India by ono of tlio early Afghan invaders 
of llindustan, and was probably woven at Jl<‘rat in the early or middle j)irt of tho eighteenth 
century, when llorati ear]>ots wore much sought after by the princes and noblemen of tlio 
Moghul court, then in its fidl splemlour. 'Hiis carpet was, with many other valuable gifts, pre- 
sented by the Moghul Emperor Mahomed Sh.di t<» Rajah Jai Singh (who founded tho city of 
Jali>ur, making it his capital in lieu of his ance-stral city of Amber). It wa.s a reward 
fur having built the celebrated Janlur-Mantar, or Uoyal astronomical observatory, at 
Ilellii in A. I). 1730, wbicli this eminent Indian ^l'^tronomer, whose family is believed to bo 
descended from. Krsiiv, the eldest son of the Hindu demii;od lUilA, designed and completed 
for the Emperor in that year. 

Tho original carpet, of which only a slip now remain", moa.snring somo 20 feet by 12 feet, 
is woven from tho finest Pushm wool, very .siniil.ir to that employed iu the celebrated Kashmir 
bhawls, \Mth a cotton foundation of twelve threads to the incli, 

Tho do.sign of tho border is entirely and purely Porvian, conristing, ns it docs, of alter- 
nate medallions and f!«}Wors, with a fish on opposite sides. 'Die dedgu of tho centre is 
evidently a mingling of the Afghan with the Pcr4an and Ar.ibic, as is Khown by tho 
geometrical ontlines filled in \Nith med.dlions and floral <»rnam( ntation. These are so beautifully 
and harmoniously intermixed tliat tluu'o is no clashing of ‘^Ivlo; in fact, so ch*verly and 
iicafly are tho tliroo classes of design intermingled, that only a' person thoroiiglily ae<iiiaintcd 
with the h>cal peculiarities rt’hich, in ancient times, distinguished the patterns of one country 
from another could detect or separate them. The colors in the original carg^t are ]>urely 
Persian, and arc as bright ami as beautiful in tone today as thi>y were when the carpet 
was first woven ; tho tints arc, perhai)s, a little n)e11owe<l by time, but this takes n- .thing 
from, on the contrary it rather adds to, their beauty. Tlio deep red groumhvoik uf i}jo 
eonlro and dark green of tho large border, a.s also the <loep blue-LTeen of the centre leallets 
and llowers in tlio original, j>ossesNes a Ivi.stre making tho forming the pile louk. to the 
uninstruelo<l eye, like silk. This is partly due to tho dc'^cription of wool ur'cd and partly to 
tho aneicut metho<l of dyeing. 

The incdallioiis in the centre of the e.arpct, with their conneeling goomotrieal links, leaflets 
and fiowoi*M, are, so far as design and harmony of ct>Ior are concerned, tlie most beautiful 
of any which 1 have yet scon. 

In the carpet now oxhibited, and which was woven in tho Aon v (‘kntu vL Pnisox by tlio 
best wcavei’s, tho design lias been luo^t accuiatelv reproibieed ; whih‘the difleivut eol.us, 
which blend together so harmonitnisly (and which have been mueli admiied by cM'ry one 
W'ho visited the jail while it was on tho huun), have been aciuratoly copied, gieateare 
having been taken to rejn'oduco the exact skadc'^ employed in tho original eari)et. 

Tho best wool procurable, uiacliinc-spuii and dyeil with fa^'t coloi-v;, has Ivon employed 
in the formation tif tho l»ilo, while the /curp or foun«lat ion, u hieh consist of twenty threads 
to tho inch, is made of fine, maeliiuc-spun Nagpur cotton; in fact, no e\]vnso ami trouble 
of sui>orvi&iou have boon spared to render this copy ;us nearly as po:>biblo c«pial to tlic 
original. 

In weaving ordinary qu.auly eni pets, cneb weaver can with ease wvave 72 square inebes 
per day of oiglit hours' ; while, with iimeh dilVieully, in tho carpet now' exhibited, eav h man 
could got through but 12 sijuaro inche.s, .so I’loscly and compactly has each lino Ivon beaten 
home. So well ban this boon done that the geoiiiet rieal outlines appear almost as <listii\et 
as if drawn on paper with pencil and compass.” f />y JJr.

^ Carpets made by tlio nomarl trikes of western Kurdistan are worked generally in a 
kind of imdqfground hut. The ground having Wen oxojivated to a sufficient depth to 
afford apace for the occupants and .shelter from the weather, a .‘»iruill incline, or a fliglit of 
clumsy steps give.s access, to the <Uvelling. T>\o beams are then introduced and the work 
carried on by the women of tho family. 

It is matter for reflection that many of tho carpets which are found to a Id to the 
dignity and beauty of tho j)alaces of K\iro])e were ina<le by people whoso prirni ivo habits of 
life were at variance with those of civih/cd ualion., and who noodod no .schools of art, nor 
expensive e«Uicational i))V)ces.s, to .stiinulato their imagination and direct their art in.stincts. 
Underlying this extraordinary intuition in oriental ]>cople is a problem difficult of solution. 
AV bother their ai)titurleh 'iriso from psychologic, d ]>cculiarities, or arc due to their religious 
beliefs, to social characteristics, or to nil combined, there can bo no doubt that in the 
]).'irticular development of liurnan indu.stry which wo are con.sidcring, these peoi»le 
remain now, as they have been in all liistoric times, unrivalled. All civilized nation.s have 
a<lmired their productions. The tiroeks ami Romans shared in admiration of oriental art 
manuracturcs, and the 1 nest lairopeaii <lesigns uf the Renaissance were founded oii iri.s})!- 
r.\tions drawn from the Lriot, In tho manufacture of carpets, although all are ma<lo on 
one general plan, cerhiia peculiarities mark each country ami each district. For cxatnplo,^ 
in sotne places tho foundation upon winch tho pilo i.s woven is of cotton J in others, of 
w;ol , and in others, ng.iin, silk is u.sed. In Kurdistan tho foundation i.s u.sually of wool, 
and i' o pile of goats’ hair or c uncls’ hair. (Jrcat difforonco.s oxi.st in tho quality of thc.se 
materials in diffen rit pl:i( ts. 'I h,* wool of tho sheep, as i.s w'oll known, changes its character 
a'’Cordii)g as the habit of tin anirn.d i'^ a warm, a cohl, or a tornperato elimato. In Kurdistan 
and in Kbor.assan the w'ool i>, extremely soft, ami in some part.s very lu.strou.s. This is duo 
111 part to tho brood of tho hhofq), and in part to tho pasturage on which they aro 
nounsnod. Hero wljolo t'-ar-ts of country are such as Warburton describes in his morning 
ndo after sunri«o, \hci* tho h(><,fs of his horso emshod tho odour from tho carpet of 
ttowers. lu nnny places, also, the flors-cs aic of varied shades of color, deei)oning to actual 

brown and black, ann jre u.sed in Jio designs in their natural condition without dveing, 
I’e t ie groUii I of tho present lllu tr;«tion. This is a circum.stance of some tecbnical 
im]>oilanco, nevor as >ot, so far a.s I am awaro, much noticed.” ( Vincent liobinsoti't icork 
oit, Ji'*aerr> Vaypeff.)

Tho laboratory of tho chcnn.st i.s not tho .school in which to learn arti.stie rcrinement.s of 
color. Accordingly wo lind that tho anilino dyes, which aro rapidly disiilacim^ all others 
throughout tho world, aro debasing tho finer .son.^o of color everywhere. Tho discovery of 
anilino, which aro.so, not out of a search after tho beautiful, but as a result of a di.-stinct branch 
of .scientific iiKpiiry, has the great a<lvantagc of appealing to tho cupidity of tlio manufacturer 
for tho roason that it is a cheaper material. This it is which makes iU fimd triumph certain and 
tho completo disappoaranco of tlio older more beautiful aiifl durable dyes only a ouoltiJn of

Kermoa, ono of tho dyos uaod in tho mosquo oaqiot here illn.strated, wa.s ono of tho most 
important over employed, tho bjst red.s being d>ed with it until far into tho .'^ovciiteenth 
coutiiry. Known in tho K;ust in the time of Mose-s it wjus u.sed in India for silk-(lvein<^ from 
time imraoraorial, and romainod tho most valued dyo*.st\UT for reds until superseded after tho 
compiejst of Mexico by Curteis in A. D. 1618, by oochinoal, uheii tho latter gratlualh’ took its 
place owing to its comparative elioai>nes.s. This rccommenilation proved a .‘.ufliciciit temptation 
then, as it alway.s has done in tho hi.story of m.aiiufactures, for .siippbuiting m..ro beautiful and 
moro durable materials, if only to bo obtained at greater oo.st. In kornies fho durability of tho 
dyo, as compared with cochineal, is probably duo to tho astringent vegetable matter or inico of 
tho oak on wdiieh tho insect feeds. 

Tho color only att.iin.s its full lustre after c.xpo.suro to tho sun’s rays. Tho quality of tho 
water ased is known to have a groat intlueneo in dyeing operations, and it socm.s reasonable to 
suppo.se that where sunlight and heat jday .Mj important a part, natural climatic advanta<ms 
must bo on tho side of tho oriental dyers. ** 

Jn tho middle anes kormes was in general u.so all over Kuropo. Tho rural .serfs in Germany 
were bound to deliver annually to the convents a certain <juantity of it, and a groat deal was 
used in Vonico for tho red to which that city gave its name. It was u.sed in Poland, whence 
camo one of the eari)ets illustrate<l in this book, where kermes w’as found on tho roots of tlio 
bcheran thus Perennis in tho Ukraine; whilst its employment by tlio Turks, (’o.s.saek.s, and 
Armonians is W’ell authenticated, d’he Greek and llonian d^ers u^od it. Pliny speaks of it as 
coccigranuin. Tho Spaniards paid a great part of their tribute to Romo with tho grains, which 
Woro used in their purple <lays ; and Plutarch relates as an instanee of the durability 
m thii purple or red that .some material dyed with it w.is 1J>0 years old in his day and vet had 
ost hone ot its brilliancy. Moro recently, liellot speaks of the red in the draperies* of the 
inures in old Flemi.sh taposcrics dyed with kermes as having Ivistcd 200 years, with searoelv 
auy lo.ss of their original tone.

♦ This is ono of tho most interesting carpets now existing, not merely as a specimen of 
manufacture full of technical i>eculiaritics, but for tho combination of Persian, Mongolian, and 
Arab features in its do, sign. 

In order to trace tho strange admixture oi Ihcso olcmonts in Baghdad work it is ncccssarj 
to go back to tho middle of the thirteenth century, when tho city was taken and the Cah’iihatc 
abolished by Uulaku tho Tartar. Tho iniklonco of the Tartars ami Mongols seGm.s to have boor 
strong from that time, throughout all tho disasters of Jlaghdad, until the end of tho fourteontl^ 
century, when Tamerlane removed tho arti.sts and scholars from the cities he captured t( 
Samarcand, and thus ‘•proad Arab and Persian idc.as and tastes in Tartiiry, 'whence again j 
corro.spt)n<ling reflex of feeling tiirnc<l to the places ho cotnjuered. Baghda<l, twice visited hj 
him, was much oxposc<l to Monpflian influcncc.s. * Subseipiently tho Persians lichl possession ol 
tho city at dilForcnt times, and it ha(l a great reputation in tho middle ages for fabrics in wliici 
representations of animals and bir«ls were introduced, a.s well as for those in which gold and 
silver thread wore interwoven. Marco Polo mentions that in his day Baghda<l was tho scat ol 
such manufactures, “ richly wrought uith figures of birds, bcast.s, Ac.” In all these were 
tho lingering traditions of tho old Babylonian work to which references are made in tho Bible, 
and again in Josoiflius (gorgeous with lifelike di»signs from tho Ilabylonian loom). 

Tho mingling of animal forms had originally a mystic significance Thus ilio bird worked 
BO beautifully into tliis carpet is tho JSec, or Angka, of the AralN, symbolising power and light 
This creature is represented as stiuggling with the evil s]>irit, or darkness, in tho form of ai 
alligator or dragon (the Mongolian or Chinese dragon.) Tlieso are son jo of tho details w'hiel 
tho Arabs got from their Tartar conquerors, .and wo have in this specimen a fjirthor ami vorj 
curious mixture of Persian with Arab ideas in tho way in which the cartoiichoa are arranges 
with floral ornament twisted giH»tcs((nely so as to fill the interspaces. Jn treatment tho genera 
feeling of the desinfn, ami particularly of tho bolder, is Arabian. 

Baghda<l, like Masha<l, Karman, and Herat, w’ns j)ceuliarly happy in its goographica 
position, affording, as it <li(l, facilities for obtaining tho raw materials nocos.sary for silk and 
woollen manufactures. Placed on tho banks of a great navigable river, only about 300 milcf 
from tho Persian Gulf, and in direct communication by caravan with Syria and Persia, tht 
famed capital of tho (^aliph Haronn-al-llaschid was for centuries a great cntrcp^>t between EasI 
ami West. In tho plain's, at no great distance from tho city were largo fertile tracts producing, 
tho best kinds of wool, camels’ and goat.s hair and silk was abundant, as W'oro also kennc.s 
pomegranate, and other d^o-stnfTs. 

'J’hcro was a lavish use of silk in Baghdad work as in that of Herat, and this is w’oll showr 
in the exanqflo illustrated, of which tho foundation is ft)rmod entirely of that material. Ver) 
lino wool is used f<'r the pile, but in certain part*?, namely in the outline of tho dc.sign, whici 
is very minute, silk is introduced with couMdcrablc judgment, so as to give a more 8]>arklin{j

+ In Shiraz, tho capital of Ears, or Persia proper, wero maflo some of tho most intcrestin}] 
of Persian carpets. Natural as well .as artifici.il peculiarities led to tho celebrity which thif 
manufacture attained. Tlic city, .situated about 4,.oq0 foot .above tho level of the .sea, wa‘ 
bc.anlifnlly surrounded with rich and tortile environs supporting floiks i>f .sheep [U’odncing tlu 
finest wool. ' It w.is long the residence of tlic rulcjs of Persia, under tho dyna.sly of the 
Abbasides, sharing this di.stinction with I.spahaii. Ono of its most con.spicuous manufactures, 
that of c.arpeis, continiud until tho towni w’.as noaily dc.stroyed by ,an e.aith<|uake in 
Since those carpets, used to sit upon and to jiray upon, wcic either made for tho ruler him.solf, 
or f()r prcscnt.s to li.stinguishc<l j)cr*ion>, there was eveiy incentive to tho production of lice 
spccim us, .ind such works as Iho mit heic illnstr.itod w’ero the result of p.aticnt labour and of 
Veen aooreciation of the bcanliti.l, inmate as well a.s cultivated, in iho woaver.s. They Tna> 
now be rog.ardcd in tho same category .as the tapc.strios of Europe in.aile iluring tho middle age- 
and the period of the llcnais.s «m c. Hoth were costly in jiroduction, and only fitted for the 
highest uses to which such f.ibrics could be put. The ono hero cojdod is a fine example of the 
Por.siJin and Mongol styles MUitending, yet harmonizing, with each other. Tho Mongoli.in 
clornont m Ter^an (h’-igns v ,is iutroiluced alter the fall of tho Salghar dyii.asty in 1201, when,

Directions J or dt/eing Wool for Carpets, Aqra Central Prison. 

1. BJarh {l'(da) is boiled in a sohition of hnrra (nutgalls) and hissis (sulphate of iron), 
then washed several times an<l <lricd in the sun. 

2. White (sajaid) is steeped in ritha or .soapnut for 12 hours, then washed next morning 
and dried in the sun. 

3. Dark hlue {(jari aht) is made by stcci)ing wool for 12 hours in a solution of chuna 
{lime), it is then washed several timc.s in clean water, drie.l in siin, and boiled in a solution of 
murata (sulpliindylic acid), which is prepaied with ml (indigo) and tezab (sulphuric acid); 
this, when ready, is washed in cold water, then in plutktri (alum) solution, and dried in the 
sun. 

4. Blue {(ibi) is prepared in the same manner witli a lesser quantity of mnraha. 

5. Light blue {asnmni or ft ro:i) is jircpared in the same way with a lesser quantity of 
muraha. 

6. Dark green [gnri sah:) is prepared by steeping in lime, washing and diying ; when 
ready it is steeped and pressed in haldi (turmeric) for 12 hours ; it is then boiled in solution 
of innraba and wa.shcd in phitLiri (alum.) 

7. Oreen (sale) bs prepared in the same way with a lesser quantity of haldi and muraha 
and washed in phitkiri (alum.) 

8. Light green {dhani) is likewise prepared in the same way with a still smaller propor- 
tion of Juddi and muraha, and washed in phifl n-i (alum). 

9. Yellow (zardah) is made by .steeping wo(»l in (lime), then washing and drying 

in sun ; when clean it is prc'-sed fi)r 12 hours in haftli (turmeiio); when it has obtained the 
proper color it is washed in a .saturated solution of phitkiri (abiui) and dried in the .sun. 

10. Dark red [sarkh) is prepared by i»ressing wool for 1 2 hours in r’ltha, then washing 

and drying; when ready it is boile«l in a .solution of lac and (acid) and rang (tiu) ; it i^ 

then ooolc<l, wa.'ilied .several times, and lastly drie«l. • 

J. Red {gulanai) is jjrepared by the same ivay with weaker solution of lac or 
kari, ’ ' ina. 

12. Pink {gulahl) is prepared in the .same way with a 'dill weaker solution of dye. 

13. Orange { ho'. an f(] by wadiiiig the wool in rJMft, tlien drying ; when ready, 

it is steeped and ])ressed ill plutl (the flower of Butoafrondosa) for three days; then it

TRADE AND MANUFACTURES OF THE PUNJAB. 


Tlie followine brief summary of the characteristic productions of each 
district is printed at the toot of a lar^^e map of the province exhibited* on the 
east wall of the courts allotted to the X'unjab. 

1.— DELHI. 

An important trade centre, with tliree converging railways. It is a great 
centre of the import trade in European piece-goods, and of tJie export trade 
in wheat, cotton, and hides ; it carries on also an important trade with the 
North-West Provinces in gram, and is the cliief depot for tlic largo trade 
\\liich results from the interchange between theseprovinecsandKajputana — 
of the sugar produced in the former, for the salt of the latter. It also carries 
on a large trade in iron, in Indian piece-goods, in rice, and in oilseeds. In 
1&S1-82, 3t5,87d. maunds of cotton Avere sent to Howrah, and 11,021 maunds 
to Bombay. There i.s no considerable maTinfacture of cotton-goods, of coloivd 
cotton-printing very little, tinsel i>riuting is done on English fabrics. The 
characteristic trades are — 

Jewelry , — Esi)ecially combinations of precious stones with gold, jade, or 
enamel, filigrain gold and silver work ; silver necklaces of mountain and other 
patterns ; gold hahul work, ornaments studded with minute points separately 
soldered on — a speciality. Gilt u ire drawing and trades connected A\ith gilt 
thread embroidery, as embossed gold and silver work on clotli or velvet 
for elephant housings, state carpets, horse trappings, &c. Frame embroidery, 
as table-covers, tea cosies, slippers, screens, &c. bilk embroidery on n(*t, 
Cashmere, broad-cloth, &c. Gold and silver lacc, and gilt thread and wire 
ornaments of all kinds, true and false. Fancy shoes, jewelled and gold-embro- 
idered. Glazed pottery, a coarse and very fragile, but semi- translucent, true 
porcelain — a new ’and rising trade. Cutting, silvering, and bcA^dling jdate 
glass for mirrors. Ivory carving, a small trade. Figurines in terra-cotta. 
Colored models of snakes in terra-cotta. btonc-carving is still good here. 
Lac and glass bangles. A variety of cheap and flimsy articles of personal 
adornment. 


2.-GUEGAOJN. 

At 'Bewabi, a large manufacture of domestic artieles and some fancy 
goods in copper and brass, worth in 1881-82 lls. •UO,525. Muslin pagris also 
at Kewaei. Glass bangles at Sohna. Common carpets at Palwal tnd 
Hasan ruE. The slate cpiarrics of Bowari give an outturn of about Ks. 40,OU0 
worth of slates per annum. 


3.-KUBNAL. 

At Panipat, silver beads. Cutlery articles, fantastically ornamented 
with brass, as penknives, scissors, sarotas, &c., colored glass sometimes intro- 
duced. At Eaithal, chautahi, cotton clotli with colored borders, made for 
exportation to Patiala and the rest of tho Tunjab. 

4.-11ISSAR. 

Phulkaris.^A curious and characteristic woolen * phullcari worked 
here by peasant women; red ground with sampler stitch, archaic patterns. 
Leather liukkas mounted with brass, copper, op silver. At Bhiwani, good wood- 
carving, also brass and bell-metal articles. 
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6.— KOIITAK. . 

P;iwji?«m.--Excejlent tanzeh muslins. Cotton printing in tinsel (ex- 
ceptionally good). Cotton cloth dyeing— a speciality, at Jhajjab. The 
boxes^ (unglazed) is very good. At Bebi jsvalking sticks and writing

. Cotton, al-so woollen sampler stitch, embroidered chaddars 

similar to those from Hissar. Leather and brass hukkas. 


7.-UMBALLA. 


Large military cantonment, with no special trade. At Jagaphrt good 
brass ware for domestic purposes and fancy articles,— an export trade At 
Deea-Bassi and other villages, cotton prints, narrow width unlike* any other 
Punjab districts; many made for and sold in the hills. At Shah a had, first-rate 
seal -engraving and silversmith’s work. -Crude borax from Tibet is refined 
in quantities at Jagadhbi. 

8.— LUDHIANA. 

Both wool and cotton goods, and a considerable corn trade. Cotton 
gamruns, woven small check cloths, suitable for summer clothing. Good shawls 
jamewars, Kampur-chudders, and other woollen fabrics, plain and embroidered 
At Kahawan, superior padlocks. Shoes are well made in this district for 
export. * 

9.— SIMLA. 


At Biiaspub, leather and quill work. In Simla Bazar, ornamental furni- 
ture and wood work in walnut, &c. At Kalka, basket work in bamboo. At 
Kotgabh, tea. Coarse woollen fabrics. Neat basket work is done all* over 
the Simla hills with split ringall bamboos. Small trade in these small bamboos 
with the plains, Delhi, &c., for nechas (hukka pipes). Potatoes sent to the 
plains. Iron * smelting on a small scale in the Kotkhai pargana. I^a^hmina 
woollen fabrics at Subathu. 

10.— JULLUNDUB. 

Chief trade sugar, specially at Eahon, formerly noted for its ghiti (fine 
longcloth) and now transferred to Julliinder. Bi sing silk manufacture. 

Woollen trade declined. Coarse blankets and lois ut Bilgah. At Phugwaba brass' 
and bell metal goods. 

• ll.-HUSHIARPUB. 

Articles of furniture in shisham wood, inlaid with ivory (a rising trade). 
Turned and lacquered wood uare. At Mahalpui?, deer-skin socks, shoes* 
breeches, preparation of soft leather. Woollen cariicts (industrial school)! 
Muslin dupattas oxidi* pagris. Vessels m blue, green, and gray glass (a small 
trade). Leather and quill work boxes, cigar cases in colored leather sewn 
with filaments of peacock quills in patterns, like the Bilaspur work. At Tan da 
earthen pottery painted in water colors. Munj matting and ropes. Brass 
and bell-mctal manufactifres at Hushiarpur largely exported to the hills and 
even to Ladaklj. Shoes exported to other districts. 


i2.-e:angka. 

Centre of the Punjab tea trade. Rice. Honey. Enamelled silver orna- 
ments. Coarse woollen fabrics. At Nuupuk, a declining sh<iwl trade. Cotton 
printing in tinsel in Kaitfera. The slate quarries of this district are extensive and 
valuable. 
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aS.-AMEITSAR. 

One of tlio most important commercial towns in the Punjab trading in Eng- 
lish, Cashmere, and Central Asian goods. The chief scat of the woollen manu- 
facture. Fine pashnina, or shawl wool fabrics, as shawls and their varieties. 
Putioos, malidait, ahmns, and other woollen cloths. Largo numbers of Cash- 
merces are employed in weaving and embroidery. An increasing trade in 
pAulJkaries,— cotton fabrics, dark red, blue or black, embroidered wdth silk; 
a domestic and feminine industry. Woollen pile carpets ; an increasing produc- 
tion. Xindra-bdf, silk and gold tliread edgings or borders; a large trade. 
Frame embroidery {Karchoh) in gold and colors. Silk weaving, narrow 
width8-<?ffr^ai. A small quantity of cotton printing. La^daries' work— stones 
imx 3 ortcd from .Cashmere and Cabul, Ac., agates, cornelians, serpentine, false 
j^e and lapis-lazuli necklaces, bracelets, &c. Inlaid marble similar to the Agra 
inlay in connection with the Golden Temple. Ornamented embossed copper 
plates of large size, with foliage in. relief, also for the temple. Ivory carving 
in geometrical open work, paper-knives, combs, &c: Architectural wood carving. 
Brass ware for domestic use. A [considerable xn*oduetioii of cast brass articles 
for export. Copper niello tinned, as trays, samovars^ Ac., introduced by Cash- 
mcrecs and resembling Cashmere and Peshawar work. A small production of 
fine cotton fabrics, as ghdtist Ac. Shoes and tanned hides largely oxpor^d. 


14.— GTJBDASPTJE. 

At Dera Nanak, declining trade in woollen goods, as jam^carSi rumals, and 
shawls. •At Batala, susis and Idngis and embroidered sliocs, good architeetciral 
wood carving. At Pathankot, Sujanpur, Shahpur, and Dinanuooer, woollen 
fabrics, sometimes cotton mixed. At JHAUKARt and Marara, lacquered turngry 
of good quality. At Sei Govindpub large numbers of wooden combs are mada 
and sold very cheaply. At Luariwal, the Egertou Woollen Mills (water-power) 
make blankets, lots, horse clothing, pattoos and finer fabrics, as broadcloth, 
serges, Ac 'At M*ADnoPUB, Messrs. Lister A Co.’s silk filature; increasing 
outturn. At Sujanpur, the Punjab Sugar Company’s Mills. At DalhoUsie 
is an English brewery; also slate ^ quarries. The silk manufacture of the 
district is said to promise well. 


15.-SIALKOT. 

At Kotli Lohaean, near Sialkot, koft or damascened iron articles, such as 
shields, arms, helmets, salvers, caskets, fiower-stands, inkstands, pen-cases, 

Ac., damascened in gold and silver. A large production. Stm, a clipcked or striped 
cotton fabric. At Pasrue, cotton-printing in colours, as * floor-cloths, bed-covers, 
Ac., of good quality. Paper is a’ speciality of Sialkot ; but the trade has dwindled 
owing to the jail manufactory competition. At Daska, good brass and kansi 
ware for native domestic purposes. At Sialkot, lawn tennis racquets, riding 
canes, and similar articles are made. ' A trade route to Cashmere starts from 
Sialkot. 


16.— LAHOEE. 

Silk weaving, narrow widths, washable fabrics, from ten annas to four rupees 
a yard (an increasing trade). Malidas and puttoos of good qualit^n but tliore is 
no great trade. Glass and lac bangles. Cotton printing in colours. At Easub» 
Industrial School, woollen, car|3ct, and cotton dari weaving,* lac turnery, inlaid 
wood, cabinet work, phulkaris, and kbes weaving. At Cjiunian, brass and 
leather hookas. At Lahore, are oil and flour-mills, driven by steam. Candles, 
sulxihuric and nitric acid, superior shoes and saddlery, glftss-blowing (lamp chim- 
neys almost exclusively), and glzaed jiotte^y arc rising industries in Lahore. * 
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17.--GUJEANWALA. 

Brass ware for domestio uses. Cotton floods and occasionally a very thin 
sort of unf?lazed earthen pottery koown as paper pottery. At !N^izamai;ad and 
Waz I EABAD, cutlery of various kinds, including j)ockct-kmvcs, surgical instrur 
mcnts, &c. 

18.— FEUOZEPUIt. 

Corn trade. Superior turned lacquer ware. 

19.— EAWALPINDI. 

A military cantonment with no special trade. Small peirolcum. spring in the 
neighbourhood, Cotton nrints of rude execution, but good color, made in some 
villages. At Attock and Pindgheb, boat-building. * 

20.-JIlELUiM:. 

AtPiND Dadan Khan,- superior brass ware,.chased and ornamented. Biding 
whips and other small articles in leather. Silk turbans (small trade). Common 
cotton goods as in most districts. At Chakowal and Bind Eadan Khan, a 
superior kind of un glazed pottery. The great salt mines of the province are 
at Mian I near Pind Dadan Khan. 

21.— GUJBAT. 

Speciality for chairs of several kinds, camp-chairs, the Capperina chair, and 
drawing-room chairs. Kofi or damascened work on iron similar to the Sialkot 
work. • ♦ 

22, — SHAHPUR. 

At Bheba, cutlery, tabre-knives, and forks, daggers, scissors, Ac., mounted 
in stone handles; a false jade brouglit from Cabul, and serptmtine from the Salt 
raiiiie largely used. The same art izaii is lapidary and cutler. .Old English files 
are forged into blades. Country iron is also used. .Architectural wood-carving 
for doors, windows, Ac,, elaborately wrought in soft wood. AI KnrsHAB, good 
cpialities of X-7/es, lunyi, and other cotton goods, also silk turbans. At Sahiwal, 
lac turnery in wood and iwu’y carving. Goat’s hair rope at tSHAnmi. camel-hair 
rope at Khushab, thick felt rugs at Bheba and Khushab, lois at jNubpub. 

23. — MULTAN. , 

Glazed pottery, originally for architectural purposes, tiles,* and other details 
for Musalman tombs ; now vases, salvers, Ac., also made. A strong faience^ witli 
bold decoration in dark blue and timiuofsc. Silver ornaments enamelled in dark 
and light blue, black, red, and yellow — necklaces, brooches, studs, soUtaireSf Ac. 
Woollen pile carpets, large patterns, bright colors, good texture. Cotton pile 
carpets. Silk fabrics, with gold introduced. JMi.xed fabrics, silk and cotton, sufis^ 
Ac. Pure silt fabrics, soft and washable. Ivory bangles— a purely local trade. 
Cotton prints at Tolumba and Multan in good colors. Kumduffari work, paint- 
ed bows and arrow's. A steam-driven cotton manufactory recently started at 
Multan. Imports, cotton, raw and manufactured, indigo, food-grains, gin, salt, 
sugar, silk from Bokhara ; ’exports, cotton piece-goods, indigo and sugar. Multan 
is the bentre of the Punjab indigo trade. At Keukob and IShujabai), dyeing ; and 
dyes made there are noted. 

21.— MONTGOMERY. 

Ai Pak Pattan, lac turnery in black poplar wwd with incised patterns, toys, 
bed-legs, spinning wheels, Ac. At Kot Kamalia, colored cotton printing of fine 
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quality, bright colors and good patterns, floor-cloths, quills, pu/Hahsy dados 
(dewargirs), &c., on locally woven cloth, No export trade in plain cotton. 

26.— JHANG. 

At Chiniot, fine architectural wood carving in shisham wood. Brass inlay in 
decorative patterns on wood. Enamelled silver similar to Multan work is found 
in the district. Lac turnery (a small quantity). Cotton fabrics as in other 
tricts for domestic uses. 

A remarkably skilful locksmith at Jhano. 


26.— MOZAFFERGARH. 

Basket work in patta (dwarf-palm) leaves. Khes, woven checked cotton 
fabrics. Kamdngari work (painted bows, &c,). Speciality for country ink. 

27.— DERA ISMAIL XHAN. 

Lacquered wood turnery studded w ith ivory ornaments, remarkable for exceed- 
ing minuteness of line in the scratched decoration. Coarse woollen fabrics, 
goats’ -hair ropes, woollen sacking, &c., are made throughout the Debajat 
JDivision. 


28.— DERA GHAZI KHAN. 

• 

At Jaunpub, lacquered wood turnery. At Leiah, very superior stout cotton 
hhes, woven in clu'cked patterns, dark blue, grey and red. From just across the 
border, rugs, camel-bags, &c., woven in colort'd wool in 'good patterns and orna- 
mented with cowries, are brought ; they are known as Biloch rugs. 


29.— BANNU. 

Large alum njaniifacture at Koteki and Kal\baoh. At Mabwal, woollen 
bed rugs of crude colors. J^hulkaris as in other districts. 

30.— PESHAWAR. 

An entrepot for trade to and from Kabul importing silk from Bokhara, 
Kabul wool, fruit, cliarras, horses, embroideries, Persian 'silk fabrics, embroi- 
dered postinSf occasionally Russia leatlier, Russian samovars, and tea canteens in 
gilded glass and porcelain ; snow-leopard, squirrel cat, and other furs, Turkoman 
carpets, <fec. •* At Pesttawar, copper-tinned ware as aftabas hndi chiUmchis of 
Persian designs, swords and knives, embroidered postinsy leather belts, mule 
and camel trunks. Curious decoration in lac, wax, color, and talc powder on 
cloth, suitable for purdahs, table-covers, <fec. Fine cotton lungisy with coloured 
silk and gold-thread striped ends. Bard rice, a remarkably long-grained variety, 
grown in the neighbourhood, 

31. — HAZARA. 

Silversmith’s work, rude but characteristic ^orm^y phnlJcaris (perhaps the 
best in the province). Basket work in wheatcu straw.

32. — KOIIAT. 

The gun-smith’s trade lingers in this district. Felts or ntmdas. Ltingisy 
in silk and cotton, brilliant colours and good fabric. The patterns of tlipse are 
characteristic of different tribesj like the Scottish tartans. Trade in salt from 
mines in this district. 
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SECTION A.— FINE ARTS. 

Class I. — Paintings and Dkawii^gs. 

^ The miniature painting of Dcllii is a survival, and to some extent also a 
revival, of the Persian limning, which was for many years encouraged at the 
courts of the Mogul Emperors, and was frequently noticed by early European 
travellers. Tlio artists claim Persian descent, aud although they are Musulmans, 
do not consider themj>elvcs bound by the ordinance -which fdrbids pictorial 
representation. Many of the portraits are traditional. The f(‘atures of distin- 
guished personages are repeated so often that the artists are able at will to draw 
Aurangzeb, Akbar, or Dost Mahomed. They have thus reduced their portrait- 
gallery to a series of conventional types, which, however, are at once popularly 
recognized, as the pictures of Mr. Gladstone and Lord Reaconsfield are recog- 
nized in Punch. The pictures of buildings are produced in response to a 
European demand for sourcwiV.? of Indian scenes. Otlier drawings in the collec-* 
tion are purely Hindu, and represent the personages of Hindu mythology according 
to a conventional canon. Others are drawings of the curious Mogul architecture 
of Lahore, enriched with coloured pdtery decoration, and arc* by students of tfie 
Mayo School of Art, Lahore. A curiosity in the series is a ihi'ce of embossed 
ornamental scroll work in paper, produced by the finger nail— one of the 
numerous examples of futile ingenuity for which India is remarkable. •

animals, &e., in intaglio both in stone and metal with great skill, and deserve to 
bo more widely known than they are. On^ of tlie curiosities of Indian art is 
the neglect in ancient times of cameo and intaglio cutting l)y artists who excelled 
in most other forms of Art. Greek and^Homon intaglios in cornelian arc occa- 
sionally found on the frontier, but a few rude Mithraic emblems on stone are* the 
only specimens of the art of native origin. * •

Class XIV. — Musical Instruments. 

The musical instruments of the Punjab are all of old unvaried, traditional 
forms except a few that Are peculiar to the frontier (as the mandolin-shaped ; . 

the others are always the same wherever found. Thi're are two classes, tlie rough 
ciheap and feeble instruments su^jh as the ydkt dr df Rinqf &g., used by fakirs, 
beggars, &c., and the more elaborate, which are usually made of (dn wood and are 
inlaid with ivory (as the “ sitdr ”), or elaborately painteil and varnished (asdlie 
“ bin ** and the tdus**) 

A few forms only couM be collected for the’ Exhibition, both time and en- 
quiry being necessary' to produce a complete collection.* 

Tim most popular of all instruments is the sitdr, a -sort of lute. (It is made 
in various forms, all having a general similarity. We have the “ inadhumf tht) 
chdrgaf the ** tarhddr'' madham sitdr h ilxe commonest). It has five, 
sometimes six, strings of steel and brass ; it is a fivtted instrument, and the frets 
(16 in number) are not fixed as in our guitar, but are moveable and arc arrangi'd 
for the particular “ rag ” or melddy by dhe pcrfoianer, Tlie '"elnrgah sitdr” hal 
no frets and only 4 strings. ^ The “ tarbddr” has an understrung set of five steel 
wires (as in the “ bin **) whieh are “ sympathetic ” or jingle in sympathy with 
the upper stringy. The tdus is a many stringed instrument, the body being shaped 
like a peacock ; it is played with a bow' of black horsehair.* Tlie bin is an instru- 
ment played with the finger guarded by a ‘‘ mizrdb ” or wire thimble. It eonsist- 
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of a long narrow board with the wgs at end atM disk fretted and supported on two 
hollow gourds for resonance. Ine drone or jingle is given by a set of five ** sym- 
pathetic strings.** There is another instrument called “ hm” not to be con,fus6d 
witlftbe first described. This is a rude double flagedlet inserted into a small 
gourd. It is played by snake charmer^ and beggars, and is often distinguished as 
the ^^hinjogi” 

• Other’ stringed instrm^ents, the psaltety and the ** Jeanun ’* or harp, are now 
very rare. A quaint and curious instrument is the “ mvingi ** or fiddle, a very beau- 
tiful specimen of ^vhich is in the collection. In this the strings are niade of 
catgut, but tlie resonance strings are of thin brass wire. Wind instruments cap- 
able of variety of tone hardly exist except in the “ hin^ and rude sarnds or bag- 
pi])(' and several small flutes. Various trum])ets and horns are used in temple 
u orsliip and ceremonials, notably an enormous brass trumpet about 8 feet long 
(made in pieces) used in Kangra. There are also horiis, conch shells, <fcc., but all 
these give only one or two notes, and are harsh and discordant and not to be 
accounted as musical instruments at all. 

Drums of every form are used from the huge barrel-shaped dhol ” tb the 
tabla or pair of small drums and the I'hanjri** hand tambouride with bells 
Keffle-drums of size are also used {nahdra., dhaxUm and nauhat). 

The only system of music known is the Hindu, which has a seven-note scale* 
approximating our own. 

The stringed instruments are all tuned to one modification or repetition of the 
key note (kJiirj), the fourth {panchetiii though the term means “ fifth”), the fifth 
(madham)i and the octavo below the first string larz)»

The most charaeteristic form of the 
trade considered as such is flic manufacture of chairs and camp furniture at 
Gujrat. Xlie large and cumbrous but undeniably comfortable easy chair, 
known as the Capperina chair, from its introduction by a district oflicer named 
Capper and several forms of camj) cliair are tlic besJ kiiowi^. The trade is an 
increasing one, as the work*is fairly strong and well fini.shed and the prices are 
moderate. The wood used is sliishara. Other articles shewn are by students in 
the Mayo School of Art, Lahore. The inlaid tables by Nizam Din (of Lahore), 
and indeed the greater part of the work enumerated under the head of “ Inlaid 
Work** (D. 31) and some of the lacquered work may also be considered as fur- . 
piture.

Class XXIV. — Glassware. 

This art is as yet quite in its infancy. The Husliiarpnr workman is almost 
the oijly one who works independently with his owii n}atcrials. Iiid(‘pendently that 
is of foreign aid, for a few* glass-blowers at Lahore (and formm’ly at Patiala) collect 
fragments of wdiitc European gla^s and melting them dowm blow^ cheap lamp 
^ chimuies and bottles, tVie. A common blow-tube of iron is used and the melting 
furnace is of mud and very rude ; annealing does not seen to be understood. 

The •want of good mat(*rial for glass in the province will always be a dm w- 
back. Sand and crude soda or sajji are all tliat can be got. The glass prodiu'ed 
is not clear ill color, and it is full of small huhhles and other imjmrities. ^fhe 
efforts of tlie llushiarpiir worker umler such dillieullies are praiseworthy and he 
has produced some fair blues, dark and light ojiaipie, aNo a ]>lum color or maiiga- 
nhse purple and a chrome yellow, and some gn'eii. All his works are small and he is* 
unaccpiamted witli the jirocess of cleaning wdtli acid. 

Glass bangles are made in a few places, and here the transparency of the 
glas.s is of no consequence. In Kuriial, rude globes are made for ornament, the 
inside being silvered with ((uieksilver and tinfoil, tlie large aperture neees&ary 
for the manipulation is awkwardly covered with orsidew'. 

The Xurnal glass-makers also prepare the large, thin, pear-shaped glass 
retorts or carboys, in which the native maiuifacturo of sal ammoniac {naushadar) 
is effected. 

Silvering glass for mirrors is practised in the old style with mercury and tin- 
foil at Delhi, and more recently at Lahore : imported plate glass is employed, and 
the edges are often bevelled by the workmen with the aid of corundum powder.

Class XXV. — Pottery. 

A striking and beautiful application of glazed pottery to architectural wall 
, decoration is found on tlie mosques and tombs of Multan, Lahore and other tow'ns 
of tho Punjab, and also in Delhi and Agra. Some idea of the clleci of this 
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scheme of coloring may be gained by refwepee to tlie colored dra^ngs of 
Wazir Khan s mosque and other buildings exhibited by the Mayo School of Art, 
Lahore Local legend says the art is of Chinese origin, which is nrobably true, 
but it appears to be from Samarcand and Persia that it was directly introduced 
into Northern India. The variety known as Jcashi, a mosaic of pottery, where 
each leaf and form is separately cut out and fitted, is no longer practised, and 
may be said to be extinct. But at Mooltan, although these are but few colors 
used glazed/ciicwrc tiles, little inferior to the old work, arenroduced. This work 
is perhaps the best now wrought in the province. Originally exclusively archi- 
tectural, a European demand has led to the production of vases, salvers and other 
articles for drawing-room decoration. A large selection is shown by Mahomed 
>\zim of Mooltan, and some experimental efforts by another local potter. The 
colors used are now usually dark and turquoise blue on an opaque, duck-egg 
textured white enamel slightly tinged with blue. 

• At Peshawar a rough /a/e«ce, comjiosed of a common reddish -yellow earthen 
paste or body, covered with a white engohe or slip, and a soft, lead glaze, is made. 
All over Cabul fragments of pottery of a similar manufacture, but better quality, 
are found. The type piece is a large, shallow circular rice dish. On the frontier 
this glazed earthenware is used for eating from, a practice which is compara- 
tively unknown elsewhere in India. , 

The Delhi pottery is of a different type, and the paste or body is not a 
natural clay, but an artificial comxiosition of pounded felspar stone, held together 
for moulding by a marsala or paste of mucilage. All these articles, therefore, 
are shapen in moulds, and they are usually exceedingly fragile. When, however, 
the wares are well burnt; a sort of vitrifaction takes place. The best examples 

are semi-translucent, and are, in fact, a true porcelain. , . , . i-ixi 

♦ The trade is a rising one, and the demand is so great that nothing but a little 
energy on the part of the artisans is recpiired for the creation of an important 

induT^ paste of some of the old Icashi work mentioned above is similar in 
quality, and the Delhi manufacture was probably, like that of Mooltan, exclu- 
sively architectural in character. The manufacture of martabans or jars for the 
pickles and preserves which are a local speciality seems to have kept it alive. 
But it was unknown in England till 1871, when the writer took a quantity of jars, 
&c., to the exhibition, and it lias greatly advanced since that time. 

• At Delhi a local artizan makes models of snakes, used for distribution to 

District Officers for the easier identification of tlie serpents for whose destruction 
rewards are offered. A collection of these, which arc in terra-cotta colored in 
water colors, is shown. « • • i 

The terra-cotta figurines made at Kishengarh, Lncknow, &c., arc imitated 
here, and this art, which is really a foreign importation, is now considered a 
characteristic Indian craft ; a series is shown from Amballa. 

The highest finish of which uiiglazecl, soft earthenware is capable is dis- 
played in a set of articles contributed by His Highness the Nawab of Baha- 
w'alpur. 

A small collection of glazed and iinglazcd ware from Lahore shows the 
characteristic forms of the pottery usually sold in the bazars of large towns. 

The ware from the Lahore School of Art is only experimental -in character, 
and it is not intended to reproduce it. 

Examples of Ghorian w'are, the best of which are interesting relics of the 
Mogul courts, when Chinese porcelain and Persian imitation^ of it were imported 
for Imperial use, are also shown. The white and coloured Chinese porcelain 
exhibited from Delhi also claims to be considered of historical interest from this 
circumstance. 

It may be worth while to explain, for the benefit of those interested in the 
usages which allot various occupations to strictly defined caHes and races, that 
the maker of glazed pottery is careful to call himself a Chinigar (China-maker) 
or Kashigar^ in contradistinction to the Hindu potter by caste, the Kvmhhar, 
whose trade it is to make the unglazed water vessels and pipkins in common use, 
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The former is usually a Musulman, and prides himself on his foreign descent, 
while the latter occupies a humble place in the ranks of the village commune, 
and belongs to a caste which has tollowed the same trade from time immemorial. 
Glazed and decorated pottery is a distinctly advancing industry, and some of its 
fornls, though oriental in style, are quite new and unlike anything to be found in 
old indigenous work.

Class XXVI. — HIetalware. 

The first place in this large section naturally belongs to the brass and copper- 
ware which fill such an important part in native domestic life. It seems to te 
accepted as an ordinance that brass is prescribed for tlic cooking and eating 
vessels of Hindus and copper for IVlabomcdaus. To this broad rule there are, 
of course, many exceptions. Mahomedans on the frontier, following Persian 
customs, eat from glazed earthenware, and are said m the large towns to bo 
gradually adopting English and Chinese earthenware and porcelain— a most 
desirable coiisummaiion from the English pottery manufacture point of view, 
for there are no potting materials in Northern India capable of being made into 
good earthenware. Poor Hindus use earthen vessels, and an oM village site 
may be discriminated as Hindu or Mabomedan from the large number of shards 
of rekdliisy* as the earthen-platters are called, w hich w ill be finiud in the former 
case. These are made by the village potter, and are thro\>n away after use. 
At Hindu caste dinners and feasts leaves are used, and itliin the walls of the 
sacred Puri in Orissa, during the worship of J agauath, when all caste rules are- 
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abolished for the nonce, the pilpfrims eat the cooked rice served out by the 
Brahmins from cart hep ware. These exceptions do not materially affect the 
general ordinance of scoured brass for the Hindu and tinned copper for the 
Musulman. It is on this domestic usage that the skill of the Indian metal- 
worker is founded, and it would be pedantry to attempt to separate jmrely artistic 
from merel}’^ domestic wart's. In the simplest utensils of the native kitchen 
will be found some touch of the quality that makes the richly-chased surahi or 
guldh pask an ornament for the drauing-room or a study for the designer. 

The selections of brass ware from llewari, Jag^dhri, Phugvvara, Hushiarpur, 
and Amritsar give a fairly conqdete representation of the present state of the 
brass-founders* and chasers’ art in the Punjab at the present day. These towns, 
with one or two others, are growing into note as manuiacturing centres in a small 
way, and export their wares. The custom which formerly obtained was that 
each village had its own craftsmen in each trade ; but tife manufacturing system 
is extending here as elsewhere. Amritsar brass wares are sent^s far as Ladakh, 
and the wares of Jagadliri, Kewari, and Daska are known all ovc*r the province. 
The worker in sheet copper, uho fashions his V{‘ss(‘ls with the hammer, is known 
as the tliatet'a or beater, or tlutl\par. His tools are sim])le, consisting chietly 
of differently shaped anvils or stakes, which are frequently supported in the crook 
of a Y-shaped woodtm frame athwart which he sits at work. Some of this 
hammer work is exceedingly skilful, especially at Delhi, where curved cup-liko 
forms are beaten out of Hat plates without a joint. The brass founder, hhartya^ 
uses processes which differ in no essential ])oint from those of Europe : examples 
of casting's fresh from the* mould and half- finished are shown from Amritsar. 

The or brass uater-jar from that place is one of the largest pieces 
shown. Tli(' engraver or chaser is calh'd chatcra. He works exclusively with 
hammer, chisel and punch, and does not use (ho graver or hurin. The tendeuey 
of modern chasing is towards a uniform covering of the surface in light lines. 
iSome wares from Jhelam, houeV(‘r, are in a holder and better style. From 
Peshawur arc sent aftahnsj which shoAV strongly the Persian tirigin of their 
ornament and shape. 

The Cashmere style of engraved copper, specimens of which are shown from 
Amritsar as well as Cashmere, is so characteristic as to be at once recognized. 
The forms are sometimes filled in with hie grounds of different colors, and tho 
patterns recall those of the Cashmere shaw 1. A commoner sort of graven work 
is done on copper after it has been tinned, the red line showing through the dull 
white. 

The metal-bound leather hiikka, used extensively hy working poo]ffe and 
agriculturists, whose avocations subject the cherished pipe to rough usage*, seems 
to be peculiar to this province. Examples are sho\Mi from Hissar, Sirsa, and 
Kasur, the latter being in perforated brass, silvert'd, while the former are built 
up of zones and fillets of metal roughly engraved. The articles used in Hindu 
worship, such as the arti or sacrificial lamp, the tfuUi or tlish in which idols 
are bathed, the spoons for oil and Ganges water, and tin* idols themselves, are 
usually imported from Mutfra, Benares, or Briiitlabund, but some are shown 
from Delhi and Amritsar. There has never been any production -of figure casting 
in this part of India equal in quality to that of the south. The idols from 
Amritsar arc curiously primitive and poor in design. Nop is there any likelihood, 
now that the Hindu is n’ee from the Moslem yoke, that any improvement will 
take place in this res])oct. Tlie up])er classes of Hindus care very little 
for idols of any kind, and the preferences of the lower classes are for the, Dii 
8emonos of their mythology— personages bo monostrous as not to bo capable 
of really artistic treatment. 

A eom])lcle onumi ‘ration of the various forms of domestic brass and copper- 
ware would occupy much space, hut as tin* purely decorative wares bought by 
]<luropoans arc based on things of common use, it may be worth w'hilo to mention 
the names by which they are knowm in the Punjab. Tho Hindu brass water- 
vessel with a spout and handle is called gunqa Ocean of the Ganges. 

The Mahomedan water ewer, of similar form, is an dftdha, 
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The molchahba and the khinoha are distinctively Mahomedan, — rmind covered 
dishes, frequently represented in wall decoration, sometimes covered, and sometimes 
shown tilled with fruit. The almost universal motif for the desi^^n of the cover 
is the Mogul dome, with a final and foliated necking. At Bahawalpur, mokhahhas 
are made in enamelled silver. The tasldrU that, ihdli, tdsif j)ardty and rikdhi are 
names for various sizes of circular salvers down to the last, which has grown 
to he the equivalent of the English tea-saucer. The sMyii is a very large dish 
with a small rim. The ahkhora is the Mahomedan version of the Hindu bhavka, 
a vase-like small water-vessel, which differs from the lota in form. The chah- 
or teapot, is exclusively Mahomedan, aad is usually of slender jug-like 
form, with a spout attached to the body along its whole length, and not fitted 
with a strainer. Very frequently the arrangements for heating of the Russian 
samovar are adopted for tlui ohaliddni^ and the large samovar itself is made at 
Amritsur and Peshawar. The surahiy or water-goglet, is more common in zinc 
than in brass or co 2 )per, and in porous earthenware than either, but it is some- 
times met with in those inctals. Dcff is a cauldron, and deqeha and dpgchi, smaller 
stewjians of similar form. Kaul is a common form oi drinking-cup, so called 
from its resemblance to the sliape of the lily. Gilds is the British glass or 
tumbler made in metal. The pdnddn is a spice-box meant to hold betel-nut 
and pdii leaves 2 )repared for chewing; it is usually made in copper uith elaborate 
patterns roughly done in hammered and pierced work. The* pikddn, or uqalddn— 
Anglice, spittoon— is sometimes a small vessel of the hour-glass, or double lotus 
form, not so large as a bn'akfast cup. It is also made in the shape of a wide- 
mouthed large brass vase. The martabdn^ or jar, usually provided with a cover, 
is now being made in glazed earthenware for pickles and chutnies, a usage that 
will doubtless spread, but it is also made in metal. The mutfi is i)urely Hindu. 
It is a large and often very handsome brass vase for water. Tahalhdz and 
are hu’ge and small sizes of brass uhey-bowls, also Hindu. Katora 
and cliarma are Hindu names for small circular saucer-like dishes. Baltoa and 
gdfjar are brass water-vessids taken to the ^^ell, and a])proach the globular form 
of the earthen (jhnrrah. Patila is the Hindu name for a small stewpan. Tumhi^ 
qartca, and garwi are small water-vessels resembling the lota, and a dahha is a 
brass l)OX, wiiile the dihhya is a small box, always round. The guldb-pdsb, or 
rose-water sjirinkler, is best known to Europeans from the pretty silver or silver 
gilt examples used for aspersion on occasions of ceremony. AVinsi, or white 
brass, is prized for cups a;id other articles, and a //c?;?;, or nest of a dozen well- 
fitting neatly-finished bo>Us in this material, is one of the show-jueces of the 
artificer, and the treasure of the house-Veeper. PlnU is another name for bell- 
metal. The consumption of brass and copper in the province may be estimated 
from the trade returns. In the year 1882-tS3, there were imported into the 
Punjab from other jmrts of India by rail and boat 1)5,4(18 maunds of brass and 
copper worth Rs. 40 per maund of Snihs. The bulk of the sup])ly came from 
Howrah — 30,734 maunds. From 8indh there wt're received only 7,910 maunds, 
from Bombn}’^ 1,980 maunds, and from the JN’orth-West Provinces and Oudh, rid 
the East Indian Railway, 11,232 maunds. The greater part of this siqiply, which 
comes in the first ])1 ace from Europe, w^as in the form of sheets, and uas used 
for domestic puriK)ses. Rewari, Jaiuliala, Gujranwala, Jagadhri, Amritsar, Pind 
Dadan Khan, Kangra, Phagwara, in the Kapurthulia State, and Daska, atehsilin 
the Sialkot district, are the places most noted for brass and co])per manufacture. 
Every ^^ear the brass-founders recast a considerable quantity of old vessels. 
These are considered to contain a larger quantity of copper than modern mixtures, 
and, in the case of sacrificial vessels and images, there is a imiversal belief that 
the quality of the metal was improved by tlie addition of silver and gold. It is 
doubtful whether any such extravagance as indulged in, Init the first remark 
that a Hindu makes on seeing aji ancient easting is that it must contain much 
precious metal. Hr is probably oning to this belief, which used also to be 
common in Ettrope, and to the preference of old vessels for remelting, and not to 
any wish to clierisli them for their beauty or associations, that the collector finds 
so few good old pieces for sale.

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Bheba Cutlery and Lapidary’s- Work. 

It is not easy to 'determine whether the stone-handled cutlery of Bhera 
(Shahpur district) should be classed under the head of lapidaries’ work or cutlery. 
The same artizan .practises both trades ; that is say, he forges and finishes the 
blade and fashions the false jade or serpentine hilt otpeshqabz or of the hunting 
or dinner knife. The green, jade-like stone has not yet been assigned its proper 
name ; it is not true jade, being much softer than that of Silesia or China, nor 
do authorities on the subject admit it to be plasma. It is said to be found near 
Kandahar, and to be brought down the river Indus on rafts floated with inflated 
skins to Attock, whence it is carried to Bhera. Other stones resembling serpentine 
and purbeck marble are used as handles, and also in the fashioning of toys and 
small objects, as paper-weights, by the lapidary cutlers of BJiora. There is a 
larger production than finds profitable sale. Old files of English manufacture 
are sometimes forged into daggers and knives of good quality. But country 
iron is generally used. The jauhar or “ water,” of Persian smith’s work, so 
much prized on old blades, is imitated by a rough process of etching. A ground 
^ of fine lime, mixed with a suitable mucilage, is laid over the blade, and when 
* nearly set, the thumb of the artificer is dabbed over tlie surface with the effect 
of removing the lime in fine lines, which have a certain resemblance to the fibre 
lines of welded and twisted steel. Xasis, or sulphate of iron, is then applied, 
and the lines are bitten in. No expert, however, could be deceived by these 
marks, in which the grain of the tliunib is clearly manifest on close examination. 

Swords, and the Afghan knife, or peshqahz, are made on the frontier, and 
some are exhibited by Haji Malik Kahman ot Peshawur. It is not easy, however, 
to decide in sopie cases whether they are of local or Kabul manufacture. Old 
blades are now carefully collected, re-hilted, and damascened, and sold to 
collectors.

Class XXIX.— Baskkt Wojjk. 

The best and neatest basket w'ork of tlie province is wrouglii in llie hills, 
and appears to be, like coarse woollen-cloth weaving, a domestic industry. Tlie 
ringall bamboo is split into fine slivers; and baskets for holding small articles, 
notably yarn rced.s, used in w eaving, are neatly made. Tin* /’///a, a long basket 
carried on the back, is the nn^st characteristic form, and besides bamboos, other 
flexible wockIs arc used in its construction. A selection of baskets, including 
Bomo small and finely finislied examples, is shown from EotgaA. From Ealka 
an open work variety wuth broader splints is sent. 

In the plains, in the MozutTergarli and adjoining districts, patta ordw’arf 
palm (Chamirro^^s ritchiana) is used in the construction of baskets which are 
built up in row s of rolls usually in forms resembling ghurrahs and other vessels. 
Similar articles in dyed fibres are imported into Bombay from Zanzibar. 

In the Hazapa district, wlieateii straw is similarly treated, and made into 
• fancy baskets, card trays, Ac., wdiich arc decorated with bits of coloured cloth. 
Examples of both these kinds are exhibited. At Delhi and Umballa tillin bas- 
kets, ladies’ work-tables, and waste-paper baskets are made of split bamboo, 
sometimes rudely dyed. This is a comparatively new and rising trade. But little 
cane is used, and tliere arc no Chinese basket-makers in the province. The chhdj, 
or winnowing basket, is tlie type of another form of basket work extensively 
used in agricultural operations and in domestic life. TJic long stalks of munj aro 
arranged and tied together in row^s (the reed will not bend and intertwine), and 
both string and raw liide arc used to tic the fabric together. 

Certain castes, such as Chunqars and others, wLo also are employed in win- 
nowing corn, have a monopoly of this industry. Bits of coloufod cloth and occa- 
sioAally coloured woollen threads areworked into the reeds on the principle of the 
familiar mats made in Europe to lie under dishes and hoi plates on the dinner 
table. Cowries are also used for decoration.

Classes XXXI & XXIII. — AVood Inlaid Wouk. 

Ivory and brass inlay is one of the manufactures of the Punjab which have 
been revived and extended in the last few years. In tlie Provincial Exhibition 
of 1863 this work was hardly reI)rc^entcd, except by a few boxes, which did not 
attract much attention. 

Now the workmen of Hushiarpur drive a considc'vablo trade in ivorj’' inliy, 
especially at the village of Easi Ghulam Husain. Several vorkmcn combine in 
the work. Shisham (Dalhcrgia sissoo) wood is exclusively eiujiloyed, and ivory; 
a small edging of blackened Avood is occasionally introduced to set off the u^ory. 

Brass inlay is also practised in Hushiarpur, but perhaps the best Avork comes 
from the Chiuiot district. The brass employed is thin plate and has to be cut 
with precision and neatness. The brass aa ire inlay of My npuri, N.-\Y. and 

other places is not practised. 

"Wood inlay is understood to a limit(*d extent by nearly all the more skilful 
‘mistris’ or carpenters of the Punjab. They emj)loy box and other white woods 
upon shisham, or tlie latter upon the yellow deodar. But very feAV specimens are, 
however, to be seen surjiassing the artistic work of the !Mayo School of Industrial 
Art. Earn Sing, the head carpenter there, has done some beautiful AAork ; a 
box tastefully inlaid, with the geometrical traceiy, which is peculiarly ada])ted 
for display in this style, are made by some quite young pupils of the school. 
The Kasur Industrial Society has sent one inlay AAork, and carpenters in the 
eniiiloy of Eai Kanhya Lai, sr.T.c.K., ExecutiAC Engineer. 

Eccently an iiilayer of Shnhahad in the Auihalla district has successfully 
turned out small wares decorated AAith the piipie inlay so aacII kuoun in Boiiihay. 

This work is capable of a large deviflopmeiit. but there is much danger of its 
deterioration in quality, by a demand for the AAm-k in too great a liurry, as Avell as 
for articles at a price AAhieh Avill not pay lir.st-rate AAork,

Classes XXXI & XXIII. — Lacquered wood. 


Native house furniture is exceedingly simple, being limited usually to a 
bedstead, one or two low stools, a spinning wheel and a few boxes. A part of 
each marriage outfit in the Punjab is a charpoy, and a quaint, high-backed stool 
of turned wood ornamented with lac. Very little painting on wood is now done, 
and the lac surface, obtained by pressing what is virtually a stick of colored 
sealing wax on an object revolving in the lathe, is a harder and more solid 
covering than any paint. The heat developed by friction melts the lac ; further 
friction with4he dry stem of a palm leaf, held end- wise ; and a final application 
of an oiled rag of muslin, polish a coat of color which resists dust, the great heat 
of the hot weather, and the damp of the rains. But there are many refinements 
in this mo^t simple art. In Sindh and in the Punjab layer upon layer of colored 
lac are laid. Then, with a stylus, these coats are scratched through in a manner 
analogous to Italian saraffito decoration. Supposing red to havo been first 
laid, then green, and lastly black, the black is scratched through for green 
leaves, the green and black for a red fiower, and for a white line all are cut 
through to the wood. A red and green pattern with white outlines on a black 
field IS thus produced. In the present collection a set of 21 objects, by Suraj- 
ud-din of rerozepore, dispLys the best sort of pattern scratching. A couch, 
and a bracket, exj^rimental applications of the art to articles of European 
use by Bahadur of Pakputtan in the Montgomery district, where is a consider- 
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able industry of lac turnery, is another example. At Dera Ismail Khan fern- 
like scrolls of almost incredible minuteness are wrought on a black ground 
in red ; mut h of this work is done by women. The D. I. Khan work is readily 
distinguished by the application of ivory studs and ornaments, which are fragile 
to begin with and only loosely fastened. The Hushiarpur work, of which a large 
series is exhibited, is remarkable for the vividness of its colors, the practice 
of using metallic grounds, and of filling in scratched outlines with lac of various 
colors. There arc very few villages or towns in which a kharddi or turner is 
not to be found, but the places mentioned above, with Sahiwal in the Shahpur 
district, have an export trade. At D. I. Khan the wood used is generally 
shisham {Dalberqta sissoo), and when only the red heart-wood is taken, the ware 
is proof against insects. The white sap-wood is attacked by worms which find 
no difficulty in penetrating the lac. This wood, is also used at Hushiarpur. At 
Pakpattan (Montgomery) the Lombardy poplar (Populus euphratica) a white 
non-resinous, insect-resisting wood, is used. Some lac-turners, like Suraj-ud-din, 
prefer the common farash (tamarisk) to anything else. The wood is light, white, 
and not liable to suffer from insects.

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Class XXXI.— Wood carving. 

Wood carving in tlie Punjab is happily still an essentially architectural art, 
and, excepting at Simla, ^ here, in response to a European demand, there is a 
production of carved articles for furniture and drawing-room decoration, there 
IS but little of the tri\ial “fancy work” in which the Indian- woodcarver is 
supposed to excel. On the doors and windows of native houses the best efforts 
of the carvers are expended. These are frequently wrought at a distance from 
the place wlicre they arc to be used, and are built into the structure at the will of 
the purchaser. . 

TJic door and window from Bhcra (Shahpnr district), from Chiniot (Jhang 
district), and from Batala (Hushiarpur district), give a fair idea of the most 
characteristic forms. It will be .seen the style is Mahomedan. The ornament 
is severely conventional, and the introduction of panels of framed lattice work, 
locally known as pin; ru, ingeniously dove-tailed in geometric designs, gives an 
Arabic character to the whole. The doorways of Delhi, Lahore, Amritsar, Batala 
and the older towns of the province include liner ivork than any here given, but 
the art is still full of vitality, and all the examples shown are genuine work of 
to-day produced by no official pressure and not directed or interfered with in any 
way. The cheapness of this wwk at present is one of its most remarkable 
features. As a demand has arisen of late years, the prices Lave gone up, 
and will probably rise still higher. But there could be a practically unlimited 
l^upply. 

Wood-earving occurs incidentally on other objects, and there is no art for 
which both Sikh and Musalman wood-workers shew more aptitude. It is in large 
and architectonic treatment of wood, however, that their strength lies ; and tho 
best they can do must always bo incapable of removal and exportation, and can 
only be properly appreciated when seen fixed in tho picturesque constructions for 
which it was designed.

which flounsho.s in the Punjab. At Amritsar 
made-an industry which probably originated with 
the Sikhs, who are Nazarencs in the treatment of hair and beard, and whose 
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long locks are confined under their turbans by a comb in ivory or box wood 
resembling the back-combs of the European ladies’ toilette. The ivory combs, 
paper-cutters, and card cases of Amritsar are ornamented witli geometrical open- 
work patterns of some delicacy of execution, but no great interest in design. 
Figure work is but seldom wrought in this province in stone or wood, owing to 
the predominance of Musulman notions, and the only ivory figure-carver of 
Delhi, Fakir Chand, does not seem to meet with much encouragement.

Decorative work. 

Under this comprehensive heading, attention may be drawn to the four 
examples of decorative ceiling wwk from Amritsar. Of these three are in com- 
binations of plaster modelled by hand in relief, with small mirrors. Sometimes 
the mirrors are discs separately framed, but in another style small pieces of 
mirror are framed in arabesque scrolls wrought with great delicacy in white 
plaster. The mirrors are blow n in thin globes, which are silvered on the inside 
and then broken into fragments. There are numerous examples of this fantastic 
and beautiful, but laborious, form of decoration in the old buildings of the 
Punjab ; and in Persia also it is well known. The border of an otherwise good 
specimen in the collection is disfigured by panels in which chenille wool work of 
crude color has been inserted under the glass — an example of the triviality and 
vulgarity into which a striving for “ novelty is apt to lead the native craftsman. 
The gilt and colored plaster work is more serious, and excepting for its tendency 
to excessive minuteness of detail, there is but little fault to be found with it. 
The fourth specimen is entirely of wood. This variety is formed of small pieces 
of wood of geometric forms, such as hexagons, triangles, <fec., which are prepared 
and painted separately and afterwards put up on the ceiling, being held together 
by strips of raised moulding. The effect is often exceeedmgly rich, while the 
W'ork is not nearly so laborious as miglit be imagined. In Cairo there is a greater 
variety of pattern than the Punjab can show', where, however, several fine ceilings 
have disappeared entirely of late years. 

The ornamental moulded work in paper shown by the Mayo School of Art 
may be noted. A wainscot in colored and gilded paper, a screen, and a shield 
of the arms of the Punjab are specimens of this variety of decorative work. 
The common paper of the country being very fibrous, is particularly suitable 
for this purpose, and is easily pressed into moulds with a suitable paste, and w'hen 
dry and fixed, it is nearly as hard as w ood.

Class XXXII. — Woollen Pile Cabpets, Woollen Rugs, 
Felts, Dabis, and Mats. 

It has been said that the Punjab jails have injured the indigenous industry 
of carpet-weaving. It would be more like the truth to assert that they have 
created such as exists. It was not until the Exhibition of 1862 that the Punjab 
was known beyond its border for the productions of carpets, and then only by 
the productions of the Lahore Jail executed for a London firm. There exist no 
sjiecimens to show that the Mooltan industry, the only indigenous one of the 
province, was of either artistic or commercial importance. The success of the 
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Lahore Jail led to the introduction of the manufacture in other jails, and it is 
now taken up by independent persons. The scries here shown by the Punjab 
jails is of unusual excellence, and includes copies of Persian originals in the 
possession of the Jeypore State, and the more familiar patterns known as Herati 
shawl, rumali and others. The qualities vary from the finest counts made, to 
carpets of a cheaper kind. The Delhi Jail exhibits a reversi])lc rug with a differ- 
ent pattern on each side. The Industrial Schools of Iliishiarpur and Xasur 
display specimens of their production. Messrs. Davee Sahai and Churaba Mai, 
who have an extensive manufactory at Amritsar, show their own fabrics as well 
as importations from Bokhara. From Mooltan, colored carpets of great strength 
and solidity of texture arc sent. The characteristic blue and white carpet, which 
seems peculiar to this indigo-growing centre, and is familiar both in woollen and 
cotton pile, is not, however, represented. A great improvement has taken place 
of late years in the Mooltan fabrics. 

Haji Malik Rahman, merchant and Honorary Magistrate of Peshawar, shows 
imported Turkomandi rugs, a small Persian carnet, and large Persian and 
Turkomandi carpets. The warj) of these foreign fabrics is generally of wool and 
not cotton. 

Colored felt rugs are sent from Bhera in the Sliahpur district. On the 
Dhera Ghazi Xhan frontier finely colored rugs and camel bags are woven by 
Biloch women. The texture is somewhat harsh, but the patterns arc harmonious 
and good, and the fabric has great wear-resisting powers. Some of the camel 
trappings are decorated fancifully with white cowries. Like otlier fabrics pro- 
duced by pastoral people, as Central Asian carpets, these are sometimes apt to 
“ buckle,” i.e., they do not lie flat. The loom with the carpet on it is rolled up 
and carried away as the flocks are moved to fresh pastures. It may be noted that 
rugs and saddle cloths, precisely similar in texture and pattern and in the use of 
shells as ornamental tassels and fringes, are found in the Balkans. In Central 
India and the Deccan, the Bun jura women weave clothing, and the pack-saddles 
of their bullocks in textures and patterns almost identical with this Biloch 
work. 

The Cashmere gahha is an embroidered rug formed by cutting out forms in 
woollen-cloths of various colors, which arc inserted ami counter-changed like 
the onus conmium of medioeval times, the edges and Held being worked in a largo 
'broidery stitch in suitable colors. Examples of these and of the embroidered 
numdas qf felt rugs jieculiar to Cashmere are sent, la the latter a square or 
oblong of felt is worked over in colored silk or wool >vith a bold outline 
pattern. This also makes the felt more durable. 

Woven cotton darris are show'ii from several jails. A woollen da7'ri comes 
from Peshawar Jail. The cheapness and solidity of these goods are their great 
recommendation. Dyed cotton so quickly tones duwn that a somewhat excessive 
brightness of color is not so objectionable as may at first appear. 

Matting is largely made from munj and other fibres, but little is exported 
from the province.

Class XXXIV. — Koft or Damascene Work. 

This art industry is not in a condition altogether satisfactory : it might >be 
improved in its application and in its method, especially by the restoration of the 
more ancient method of incised or deeply laid dainaseeiie. The Ruiijab w’ork is 
all made by simply scratching the pattern on a steel or blued-iron surface, and then 
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the fine gold wire wliicli is caught and held in place for a short length at a time by 
the rough edges of the stylo scralcli, is first hammered in {koft) and then rubbed 
down with an agate point (mohari.) The work is of foreign (probably Persian) origin, 
and became popular in the Punjab, especially at Lahore, when the demand for in- 
laid arms and armour for the Sikh nobility was at its height, but the art seems to 
have been introduced long before that period, viz. in Mahomedan times. Tiic best 
workmen came from Kabul and beyond, and settled at Lahore, and a few of the 
class still remain, their work being superior both in taste and execution to that 
of Gu irat or Sialkot. Indeed, they only w ant to meet with encouragement in the 
way of good ancient models to copy or take ideas from, to produce excellent 
w'ork. Modern workers, both at Gujrat and Sialkot, arc injured by the want of 
some reasonable purpose to Avhich to apply their art. At present they snatch 
at every Euroi)ean article, however w^ortTiless, in the shape of ornament, inkstand 
or platter to eo])y. Moreover the habit of bargaining and the beating down 
of prices compels the men to a cheap and superficial sort of work in whicli the 
gold is inferior and lightly apx^lied and the design w anting in character, and too 
diffuse.

Class XXXVIII. — Cotton Fabrics. 

It is unnecessary for the present purpose to attempt a description of all the 
cotton manufactures of the Punjab ; for, thougli compared with those of other 
provinces, they are not very important or extensive, they are very various, and 
include a number of domestic and common goods. 

There is considerable artistic merit in many of the cloths woven in colours. 
Among these the checked hhes of Leiah (l)era Ismail Khan district) takes a 
high place both as to solidity of texture and appearance. From Mozuffergarh 
good specimens are also shown. The gamnins of Ludhiana are largely used for 
summer clothing. There are comparatively few combinations of cotton witli 
colored silk and gold edgings, like the saris made in the Bombay Presidency at 
Ahmedabad, Surat, and Yeola ; and none of the delicacy of ornamental edging 
fur which the Bombay goods arc notable. 

Gold ends with bars of color are worked in turban pieces called lungis at 
many places. The Kohat is richly ornamented with colored silk bars and 
stripes at the ends, something like the familiar Algerian stripes. The pattern is 
known as the Burgash Ixingi, and it is distinctive, like the cheek of a Scottish tar- 
tan, of a particular khtl or elan, and is adopted as tlie turban of a frontier regiment 
first raised by Sir John Coke. The fine tanzaih muslins of Robtak, the liighly- 
glazcdy/idei or longclotli of Jullundur, which, until the introduction of European 
goods, was the material for the full dress of persons of quality, and the chau~ 

of Batala, are characteristic examples of the finer class of cotton goods 
produced in the province

Cotton Fa iocs, Printi:d Gooiw, Punjab. 

There arc few crafts more widely practised than cotton printing, which is 
found in the small villages of remote districts as well as in large towns. At Kot- 
Kamalia in the Montgomery district and Snitanpur in the Xapurthalla State, 
two comparatively insignificant places, the best \\ork is produced. Some of these 
were on the ceiling of the Court. I he printing is done, of course, entirely by hand, 
and the djes used are indigenous in nearly all cases. The patterns vary consi- 
derably. Those of the Hmballa district on narrow widths arc “all-over " diapers 
or stri]>es, and are principally sold in the hills. The Siilt&npiir work is often in 
two colors only, a terra-cotta red on a salmon or ivory ground, and is eminently 
suited for wall hangings, dados or dewargirst as they are called by native work- 
men. Other examples are from Lahore, Mooltan, Hassan Abdal, Sialkot, Amrit- 
sar, &c. Among the Kot-Kamalia purdahs is an example of hand brush-work, aiding 
the block in the production of a la7*g(' tree, as in the hand-painted persionies of a 
hundred years ago, imported from Persia. The chief nati\c use of cotton print is 
in the form of aii ahra, a large oblong (juilt, which u added with cotton, forms a 
winter wrap. It is now, hou ever, largely used for lining the walls of European 
lioiises, and no other means of decoration product's so v arm and rich an effect at 
so cheap a rate. The dvos used in the printing protect the cloth from insects, 
and when tightly stretched they are not found to harbour dust. The trade has 
greatly improved of late years, and received an impulse from the Punjab Exhi- 
bition of 1S81-82. 

Another variety eminently suited for decorative purposes is tlie gold and 
tinsel-printing done at Delhi, Ivangra, Rohtak, Lahore, and other places. This is 
printed with wooden blocks in a massala. chietly compe^sed of glue, uliich serves 
as a gold-size, on which gold, silver or tinsel leaf is apjilicd. Fabrics of this kiml 
will not, of course, bear washing. There natives use it for wedding gear, but they 
are coming into favour for portieres, curtains, and panelling in English houses. 
Another curious variety, which though not cotton printing strictly S])eaking, may 
be conveniently noted liere, is the lac and color painting on red and blue cotton 
fabrics produced in the Peshawur district. ’Blocks are not used, but red, yellow, 
and other colors in a thick sticky pigment are applied in bold semi-barbaric pat- 
terns, on which, as they dry, adrak or pondered talc is sprinkled. Examples are 
shown by Haji Malik Rahinan, Honorary Magistrate of Peshawur. 

It should bo noted that, contrary to common belief, few of the colors used in 
native cotton printing are permanent. The red from madder, blue from indigo, 
turquoise from copper, and black from iron are often fairly fast, while greens aiul 
yellows are fugitive. No glazing is applied to colored work as in Persian, Ma- 
sulipatam and, English chintzes. The white ghati or ‘ longcloth ’ of Bahon, Jul- 
luudhur, on the other hand, is very highly glazed.

Classes XXXIX & XLIV.— Woollen Fabrics & Shawls. 


1 .M 1 natural that a province situated as tlio Piiujab i.s with a northern frontier 
of mil territory, where severe and long winters are the distinguishing character- 
istics, and having a north-western frontier giving access to the Cabul and Kashmir 
trade, that the variety of woollen fabrics should be considerable. Excluding 
carpets fLS forming a special clas.s, we include under woollen fabrics two main 
classes of goods :-~(l), those in which the pashm'* of the shawl-wool goat is em- 
ployed ; and (2), those m which ordinary wool, or camel or goat hair, is employed. 

Under the first class, the Kashmir shawls are tlie most prominent. They are 
ot two kinds: the first is the loom-woven, in which the pattern i.s produced in the 
loom itsdf> by the aid of a vast number of small bobbins carrying the colored 
the shuttle and cross threads being only i to .secure the whole fabric; 
^e second is the cheaper kind, m winch the whole of the pattern is embroidered 
ujth t ie needle.

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Tho introduction of the aniline dyes has done a great deal to injure the 
dcsif(n and appearance of shawls, especially the coarse crimson known as magenta 
shawl. Weaving is carried on in Amritsar, where, however, the Changthan stout 
wool is obtained, and not the first quality, which never leaves Kashmir. 

In Gujrat a little coarse shawl weaving is done, and at Nupur also, hut here, 
and occasionally at Sialkot, shawl edging only is made. Tlie edge of the sliawl 
has to be stiller and stronger than tho shawl itself, and is woven on a silk ground. 
1 here is some likelihood that the “kin5ira”or c Iging by itself may become an 
article of trade, as it might be used for dress trimmings and other purposes. 

In Amritsar and Ludhiana, a popular form of shawl, usually plain, is made, 
and known as the “ Hampiira chaddar.’* The shaul is of thin, plain, single threacl 
or twist pashm in white, red, and other colors. It may or may not have a shawl 
border or embroidered corner pieces. The value varies according to quality, and 
as ]X)ople are in the habit of demanding eJieapness, the use of a soft wool called 
“ wahabshahi ” imnorted from Kabul to jidulterate or replace the real shawl wool, 
is not uncommon. The name “llampur ” is derived from the fact that in former 
years some fine blankets or shawls made of the soft sheep’s wool of the Basahir 
valley (Upper Sutlej, capital Hampiir) used to be sold at Ludhiana, and the pashm 
cliuddcrs now sold are an improvement on this, but have kei)t the name. 

Other fabrics of pashm or shawl wool are much in demand. Such are the 
plain cloths called alwdn or jjak-tarUi which are fine soft cloths, of thin twisted 
thread, properly speaking unfelted. “ Malida,” jis the name implies, is a thicker 
cloth of coarser thread, and felted with “rita” (soapnut, sapindaa detergens) and 
water till the threads are no longer distinguishable. 

The term pattu is also applied to pashm plain cloth. 

Of other woollen fabrics, the prolected hill stales of Simla and the British 
districts of Kangra (including the Knlii valley), Chamba and other hills arc the 
great provinces. The climate tliere demands woolb'ii elotliiiig, of which a striking 
example is to be found in tlie (juaiiit dress of the Chamba “ gaddi ” or mountain 
shepherd. It is of coarse but stout and warm grey wool, the ample coat or blouse 
being secured at the waist by a long girdle of dark brow n wool rope felted till all 
trace of pleating disappears. Among other fabri<*s, goat blankets, in cheeked 
pattern and plain, are often sent down, and the^e are ornamented witli borders 
and fringes of cotton, often of pleasing design. The liill people everywhere are 
acquainted witJi tJic art of dyeing wool with madder, wliieh gives a dull, deep red, 
and with yellow from the root of and other })lants also w ith black. 

The browns and greys arc natural colors of the wool. The result of the colors 
in combination is exceedingly picturesque ami good. In the plains tho onlinary 
wool weaving is almost confined to dark hrowii and black blankets, and to goat 
hair cloth woven into “ boras,” or stout sacks for grain, Ac. A finer blanket or 
sliawl, called “loi,” is also much worn hy the mi<hlle classes in the cold season ; 
it is usually white. Woollen cloth (brown and grey) called “ pattu ” is made in 
narrow’ w idths in districts bordering on tlie hills ; it is w’arm ami soft, but does not 
wear well. From the nortli-westeru frontier are woollen fabrics in some variety. 
The camel has an inner wool or pashm like tlie shawl goat ; and the Central Asian 
iStates, as well as Afghanistan, make varieties of “ bark ” and “ urniak,” and 
other camel hair cloth, some of it Ciistly, being tine and close in texture ami usu- 
ally pale stone color and shades of brown, all these being of tlie natural color of 
the hair. Gooil “ ehogas ” or long overcoats, of tliis material are tieeasionally to 
be had. Furs are imported from Kabul, a smooth white fur, a brown, called 
“ sable,” hut in reality quite dilTerent from the Russian sable. Tlie Himalayan 
fox and otters are common. Fostins (enumerated under the head of leather) are 
coats made of sheep’s skin with the long hair inside ; the skin is carefully tanned 
and softened and often embroidered in silk. Astrakhan lamb’s skins are occasion- 
ally to ho had ; they are of short curly hair, very soft and jet black. They are 
evidently from very young animals, and it is said the finest are obtained hy cutting 
tho young before birth from the dam, wdiieh is slaughtered for the purpose, and 
hence the high price of those skins.

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Class XL. — Silk Fabrics. 

TIio silk-woavinfT of the Punjab is carried on at various places, but Lahore 
and Amritsar are the centres of the ordinary silk pieces called gulhadan,** Very 
fine qualities are not now in demand as they used to bo in Sikh times ; the texture 
is poor, and the breadtli (the surest sign of poverty) narrow. The Sikh sirdars 
liked silk witli a web of tJi reads. 

There is no desire to have any lustre on silk ; a fine gulhadan is known by its 
stiff, thick fabric, and the surface has a slight downy feel like the surface of a 
peach. The gulhadan is always in stripes, green and crimson, lilac and scarlet, 
and yellow and crimson are favorite combinations. Plain silk is called “ daryai,’* 
and green of a yellowish cast and a cochineal crimson are the favorite and not very 
pleasing tints. Wlien two colors are interwoven to give a resemblance to what 
in Europe is known as “ shot silk,** the resulting fabric — a by-no-mcans pleasing 
one — is known as dhup ckdmo (“sun and shade ”). 

The native dyers do not show so well in their colors of silks, and it is 
remarkable that the aniline dyes which might be used in plain fabrics with more 
advantage are only occasionally employed, and not nearly so much as they are in 
embroideries, carpets and shawls, whendheir sharp and bright tones invariably 
kill tlie other colors, and produce a vulgar and inharmonious effect. 

The native gentry occasionally use as scarves, squares of twilled silk, 
usually crimson or scarlet, with a rich gold border and called “khes.** These 
scarves are also used for purposes of ceremonial presentatico. Silk long-scarves or 
“ lungis** are also made. These are of various colors; yellow being a favorite, 
and always gold bordered. In Multan and Bahawalpur, almost exclusively, the 
variegated silks are produced ; the patterns are checks or stripes with various 
sprigs or herring-bone patterns on the stripes; gold thread is frequently 
introduced. The ‘‘ Shuja-khani’* is a silk of tliis character. Bali aw al pur also 
produces “sufi** or mixed silk and cotton fabrics ; for according to sti'ict Moha. 
medan law, it is forbidden to the faithful to wear pure silk. Velvet, though 
much in use, is not made, and is always imported, either French or Russian.* 
A number of silk fabrics are imported from the Nortli- Western frontier. Soft 
silk of Andijan, usually dark-blue and ratber hideously spotted in white, crimson 
and yellow ; the ** kanawez,** a sort of “ short silk *' of Bokhara ; the “ durma '* to 
European eyes most hideous, a pattern of colors in great splashes running one 
into another are the most commonly seen. 

Commercially speaking, the Bahawalpur silks seem the most likely to be 
attractive ; they are certainly well adapted^ for curtains and the finer class of 
hangings, but the cost is somewhat high.

Class XLV. — Patolis Work — Small Silk Ware. 

Almost every kind of small silk-wares falls to the 'share of the or 
ildkahand (called in the South-Eastern districts patted). 

His main trade is to make the long netted girdles that are in use as trouser- 
strings by all classes. These are often made with tassels, prettily bound and 
divided with gold thread and colored silk. 

The patoli also makes the silk leader used for leading the horses of the 
wealthy (sirditodl), and the “ sejband,” or cord and tassels used to secure tho 
cover-let to the corners of the bed. 

Many kinds of silk ornaments are also made by liim. The silken strings 
used for supporting the coins, amulets, silver plates, and other pendants so 
universally worn round the neck, p,re of his making ; so also tlie long silk- 
tasselled tail, called “paranda,” which is plaited into a maiden’s hair, and 
various forms of silk flowers and tassels, variegated with beads and gold tinsel 
that arc worn in the hair or in the ears. The patoli also makes, on a small sort 
of hand loom or frame, a variety of what wo may call gimp and edgings for 
trimming, also silk fringes and tassels ; ho will imitate perfectly European 
furniture cord tassels and fringes, weaving the ribbon part of tho iringe on his 
little loom. or 

He does not work in gold thread, or in making gold ribbons ; that is quite a 
separate trade. 

Among the specimens of patoli’s work in the collection is some beautifully 
ornomented furniture for hawking, sent from Kapurthala. 

Dedii, Lahore and Amritsar are the chief places for the ilakahand’s work, 
llie last census showed 2,145 persons as silk cord weavers, and 645 makers of 
girdles only.

Peasant Embkoideby or Phulkari. 

These embroideries are of so distinctive a character as to call for special 
notice. The phuUair (literally, flowered work) or silk hroidcred chadar of 
the Punjab is wrought in many districts, but ]x>rliaps best in Hazara, and 
similar outlying regions, where the traditional patterns are strictly adliercd 
to. Since the Punjab Exhibition of 1881 a considerable tratle has arisen 
at Amritsur, wlicro, and in the nciglibouring village’<, women of nearly all 
castes occupy their leisure in this work. The best phulkaris are wrought 
on cotton cloth of country manufacture, dyed in various shades of dark to 
light red or in indigo to black. The silk used would be called flosvllc in 
England, and the colors arc usually black, gold, orange, lac, red, somewhat 
crude green, and recently some raw^ and unpleasant aniline mauve and 
magenta hues. There arc no curved forms in the patterns, and the stitch, a 
long and straight one, is carried across the iield in diapers, herring liones, 
chequers and -zigza^^s in sucli a way that it is unnecessary to trace the pattern 
first; the spacing being done by eye, and in line work by counting the ^>titclle3 
of the ground. English Turkey rod is occasionally worked upon, but the fine- 
ness of the cloth is rather a disadvantage than otherwise ; one of tlie joints of 
this work being the contrast of the lustrous silk w ith the dee]), rich texture of 
the country-made cotton fabric. one of the modifications indeed wrliicli have 
been tried by peojde in search of some trivial novelty of treatment have turned 
out improvements. Industrial and Mission Seliools have succeeded in prodiieing 
Europeanised vcrisions of the phulkari of quite astonishing liidoousness, and it 
maybe broadly said that the more juiinitive the district the belter the woik. 
In some cases the whole field is hidden by a diajior of gold or orange-colored 
silk with admirable effect. In others, gold colored lozenges with red flow'ers 
are thinly now^dcred over tho dark ground. The variety of pattern, however, 
is practically as endless as the kaleidoscope, and it is no w'oiidor that this agree- 
able and comparatively cheap nialcrial is greatly in favour for decorative mi r- 
poscs. The shisliadar (looking-glass) phulkari has small, circular, slightly 
convex mirrors sewm in the pattern, wliicn produce a quaiut and fantastic effect.

The same work is applied to fcminino garmentss as in the hodice, drawers and 
petticoats. Pretty bags are embroidered in the Hazara district, but as the work 
IS there an exclusively domestic occupation, it is not always easy to procure 
them. In judging a phdican for texture and workmanship, as it is worked 
from the back, the back should be examined for evenness and fineness of stitch. 
No frames are used, and the darningr so to speak, should be without buckle or 
stretch. At Amritsar the work can bo procured on any size or shape of cloth 
for special uses, if ordered through such firms as Davee Sahai and Cliamba Mai, 
or Davee Sahai and Prub Dyal. The silk varies much in quality, and should be 
carefully examined by the purchaser. 

The prices range from Ks. 5 to Its. 20 for the ordmary chadar. The clwpe, 
a variety with a deep border and plain ticld, is efPectivc for some purposes. In 
the Jlissar and Sirsa districts curious and characteristic work is wrought 

on a rough, country -made, woollen fabric, dyed red, woven in narrow widths 
and joined down the middle with an open work stitch. The patterns are quaint 
and archaic, and worked in sampler stitch. Occasionally creatures and objects 
are attempted in squares and triangles ; but simple chequered pattori^s are more 
common. Those primitive and unpretentious fabrics are in a good tone of 
color, and have a quality of design in which more ambitious work often 
fails. 

In tins section arc enumerated the sozms or quilts imported from Bokhara 
into Peshawar, samples of wliich arc shown by llaji Malik Kahman, Ac. These 
plainly show their Tiirki origin. The patterns ai*c bold and large, wrouglit in a 
close stitch on a p'ouiul of white cotton cloth. Some of these are old, and the 
outlines liavo disappeared. The black lines of all silk embroidery wrought in 
the East, it may be uofod, are the fir^t to decay, as the dye rots the silk. Imita- 
tions are made at Shikarpur in Sindh, which has long kept ujd a trade with 
Central Asia.

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Classes XLVIT & LIX. — Leather. 

Tlio solid class of leatlicr work, such as saddlery and making of highly 
finished boots, shoes and gloves, has hardly a place in the Punjab. Shoe-making 
for rough purposes is everywhere practised : and tlie different forms of shoes 
used in different parts of the province are quite characteristic. Eurojiean boot- 
making has also been learned in the bazars of tin* larger towns. Native saddlery 
is very largely made up, not of leather, but of silk and velvet and cmbroid(*ry. 
Nevertheless trappings and stirruii leathers are made of leather, and so are some 
plain saddles. 

Stout leather mule trunks (yahhin), secured by tinned iron clamps, and 
completed by diagonal sewing of coarse thread, are made, at Peshawar and else- 
wliere ; they are of great durability, and can be prepared by coating with boiled 
linseed oil, to resist rain. 

In Kangra and Husliiarpnr, liidcs of animals are beautifully tanned with 
the hair intact, and a line soft skin of a greenish bull-color is made into trousers, 
coats, leggings and gloves ; the skin is that of the deer. Its local preparation 
depends on the use of the astringent leaves of the trees conovarjjus and rhits 
cotinus, which cannot be got except in tlie lower hill rangi'S. 

In an exhibition, there is little among our proMiicial leather work that is 
calculated to make an interesting display, except ])urely ornamental work. A 
curious work of this class is produced in Eilaspur state (on the Sutlej), and a 
little elsewhere also, black leather is first made into boxes and other forms, 
then doeoratod with circles or patterns of urceii, or red leather, or leather covered 
with foil, fastened on in the manner of ap})li(inc work, and then tin* whole is 
sewed in designs of white, uith thin strips of the Uuigh and flexible quill of the 
peacock. Very delicately embroidered leather (executed in silk) for belts and 
military accoutrem<*uts of the old powder horn and belt ty])e is made at 
Peshawar, and a little also in the Hushiarpur district, and some very (quaintly 
pattern belts in colored silk arc made in the Eerajat. 

The embroidery of shoes in gold is a very extensive trade, chiefly practised 
at Delhi. Among tlu’ most fanciful ap])lications of leather is that found at 
Kasar, Hissar, and other ])laces; vases for the hukka are made of leathc'r and 
ornainenled with brass, and sometimes with green leatlier and stuils of silver; 
the idea of this work was doubtless suggested by the brittleness of earthen hukka 
vases, wdien retpiircd to be mo\ed from place to place ; and the costliness of brass 
or silver vessels. 

Ordinary leather is tanned chiefly with the bark of the kikar (Aracuf 
arahira), Jii Kangra, catccliu and lac arc used iii producing the native rod 
leather wdiieh is in common use. Goat and shce]> skins are alone u>od for this. 
Black leather is also common, and a fine pale greenish or tunpioise blue leatlicr 
is prepared by dyeing previously bleat lied thin leather with acetate of copper. 
The Peshaw ar ‘* kimukht ” is the best kind.

Class L. — Jlwelry. 

As it was under.stood that the leading jewellers of Delhi vv'ould exliibit tlu'ir 
wares in the jewelry strong room of the Exhibition, it was not considered 
advisable to invite extensive conti-i buttons of articles tlie safe custody of vvliieli. 
entails a heav^y re.spoiisibility. The comparatively small and inexpensive collec- 
tion hereafter enumerated displays, however, the most noteworthy ])eculiariiies 
of the art as practised in the Punjab, excepting that there are no examples of 
such costly articles as jewelled jade and the combinations cf precious stones 
with gold and enamel vvbieli arc produced at Delhi. It is an old story that the’ 
technique oi gold and silversmiths is far behind that of Europe in all 

that eoiiceriis neatness of execution. It is also true that, while the workmen of 
the west are now carefully studying the best examples of all ages, those of tlie east 
seem to have given up all effort to produce variety and novelty, and are eonteJit to 
reproduce originals which have become tiresome by constant repetition. The 
mere search for novelty is apt to lead to triviality and extravagance, and is 
therefore to be deprecated ; but it is impossible to examine a good collection of 
old Indian jewelry witbout being struck by the freshness and variety of the 
designs. Tliis charm has (lisa])peared, and cannot easily bo restored. 

The most original and characteristic work now j^roduced is to be found in 
outlying districts,^ not usually visited by the tourist. In the Kangra district, 
quaint and curious necklaces and otb(‘r ornaments arc made in silver, enamelled 
in blue, green, and yellow. lu the Hazara district roughly made articles ot a 
similar character are found. Throughout the hill districts there is a great variety 
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of fanciful silver necklaces, combined sometimes with coral and amber, and more 
frequently with coins or small enamelled pendants in Persian cartouche forms. 

Panipat has a reputation for beads in thin silver. Three necklaces of these 
were exhibited. 

At Mod tan a considerable quantity of necklaces, braccleis, and other orna- 
ments arc made in silver, enamelled in dark and lij^lit blue, black, red, and an 
inferior yellow. A collection i^romiscd from tliis town did not arrive in time to 
be exhibited, but the articles give a fair idea of tlie craft. 

The metal is alloyed with a larger proportion of copper than is usual in Indian 
work, the better, it is alleged, to resist the heat of the (‘iiaiucl firing. The pattern 
in the case of discs for necklaces, Ac., is prorluccd by hammering plates 

of silver into graven dies. The raised line thus obtained is obviously poor and 
mechanical. In cups and larger articles the spaces to be filled with enamel are 
out away by hand, and the work is then true ehamplevS, and has more variety 
in design. 

Small articles are sold by weight at. from Ee. l-I to Es. 2 per tola. A semi- 
translucent blue and green enamel is made at Baliawalpnr. 

The better qualities of ordinary silyersmith*s ornaments are shewn in the 
articles from Lahore, and there is special excellence of execution in the bracelets 
by Harniim Singh and Pertab Singh of Sliahabad. 

The lapidary work shown by Sadr Din and Gholam Ahmed of Amritsar 
includes some pretty arrangements of agates, cornelians, and false jade. The raw 
material is said to be imported from Cashmere. The light silver bracelets by 
Mahedju of Amritsar arc in the Cashmere style.

Indaeoarh Work consists of wooden cups and earthenware surdhis (water 
jars) lacquered in various colors. They are manufactured at tlic small town of 
Indargarh in the Kotah State. Tlie cuj>s are made of the khinii wood, Mimusops 
indica, or hauki^ wdiicli is obtained at Indargarh. The clay of which surdhis 
are made is also found at Indargarh. The cups are made by the “ Khati ” caste, 
and the surdhis** by Kumhars. The lac is first reduced into small thin pieces 
of about an inch wide and 0 inches long. The cups arc rc\ olved in a lathe 
{khardd), and the pieces of lac applied, which, when thus lieated by friction, 
adhere to the wood. The ornamental work on the cups is then made by means 
of a small fine chisel. Lac when melted is put upon surdhis with a small 
piece of iron. About 1,000 cu2)s of various patterns and 100 surdhis are turned 
out every year.

There are only very few 
persons engaged in the manufacture, who belong to the Khati caste, and the work 
IS turned out very slowly ; but it is as a rule carctully and strongly made. The 
articles are principally sold at Kotah, or on private orders from gentlemen in the 
province, and there is but little dcuiand for the u ork.

Kotah Muslin. — This manufacture is carried on at the town of Kotah, by 
20 families of the Kataiya (Koli or Hindu weavers) caste, and Julahas or 
Muhammadan weavers. The muslin is woven in hand-looms of a good de- 
scription, and the thread, which is of cotton, is purchased from Bombay and 
Calcutta, -and is imported from Kurope. Women and children of the Hindu 
weavers arc commonly employed in wrapping round the thread in the loom, but 
weaving is as a rule chiefly done by men. About Its, 25,0CK) worth of muslin is 
annually turned out at Kotah, and of the pieces nmde turbans are in greatest 
demand The w’eavers sell muslin retail at Kotah, to a small extent, but 
it is mainly sold wholesale to cloth merchants, who export it to Nimach and 
other places beyond. 

Baran Muslin, locally termed “Baran Chunari,*' is a pleasing style of 
work in a variety of colors, executed generally of muslin (imported from 
Europe) at the town of Baran in the Kotah State. The manufacturo is carried 
on by 108 families of the Khatri caste, and consists of two processes, viz., that 
of dyeing and tying the cloth into rings and streaks of different colors. When 
a certain portion of the cloth to be worked upon is wrought into a particular 
color, it is tied fast with cotton thread so as to keep it from the subsequent 
colors into which its other portions are steeped. Dyeing, the work of primary 
importance is solely confined to the male port on of the caste, but the tying of 
the colored portions, into the several patterns can be done by men.

The 
cotton prints of Ajmir are not inferior to that of Jaipur both in print and bril- 
liance of dyes. The favourite color is dark red, the main ingredients used being 
al, the root of the Morinda citrifoliay and manjit (Rubia cordifolia). The color 
is obtained by dipping the cloth in boiling solutions of the dyes. Varieties of 
colors arc also obtained by tlie combined Use of indigo and turmeric. Generally 
speaking the color is permanent. Calico i»rinting is done a\ ithout dipping tlie 
cloth in any coloring solution. The cloth is damped and stretched out ; the 
W'ooden blocks on which the floral patterns project in strong relief are charged 
with color and then pressed down on the cloth. The bed covers and printed floor- 
cloths of ^^ayanagar are the best in the district.

Dvee's Cloth (Cotton Manufactures). 

The process of manufacture is the same as it is elsewhere : the liand-looms 
we of the simplest and rudest construction. All native cotton fabrics arc made 
in one ob other of three styles — 

First. — Plain cloth woven with a .single thread. 

(Sccowd.— Cloths with a longitudinal stripe. 

Third. — Cloths with diagonal patterns. 

The native fabrics arc not so conspicuous for regularity of workmanship or 
softness or fineness of texture as they are for durability. 

The varieties of the cloth are very limited, being only 7 in number : — 

First — Fagris (turbans). These arc generally softer and lighter in texture 
than other native cloths, the ordinary dimensions being 13 yards long by 10 inches 
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wide ; those made from native thread are used hy the rural population selling at the 
rate of 8 annas a piece. Pagris made from European thread are fine specimens 
of native muslins with beautiful borders in which gold thread is often tastefully 
introduced. The ordinary rate is Kc. 1-8 per j)iecc, but the price varies according 
to the (quantity of gold thread used in the make. The trade in pagris is ra^ndly 
increasing. 

Second — TuJeri or reza , — These are stiff white cloths made from native thread 
resembling the garah of the Punjab. It is largely used for garments by the 
rural population, who prefer it solely by reason of its cheapness and durability. The 
ordinary rate is an anna per yard. It is also extensively used for calico-j)rintmg, 
bed-covers and j)rintcd floor-cloth called jajim. 

Third— Saf tall , — This is a kind of coarse muslin of narrow white width usu- 
ally made from European thread or a combination of Europi'au and native thread 
woven together. It is used for scarfs. The ordinary rate is Re. 1-4 for a piece 
of 20 yards. The machine-made muslins of Manchester and Bombay have entirely 
superseded the manufacture of saftah cloth, which in these days is seldom made or 
sold in this district. 

Fourth — Khes , — This fabric is remarkable chiefly as exhibiting a different 
kind of weaving in Ajmir. The pattern is generally plain : the thread of the wefc 
is so interlined alternately with those of the warp that the make of the fabric 
appears to be diagonal. It is made by certain cooly weavers from Bliarlxnir or 
other places and is chiefly used for upper wrap]H‘rs {chadars), but being made of 
coarse native thread is far inferior to the Punjab khes. The price per piece is 
lie, 1-4. 

Fifth — This fabric is only a variety of Tukri cloth. The dhuti is a 
skirt worn round' the waist by Hindus. Dhutis are seldom made in Aimir, as 
there is scarcely any demand, the peoifle preferring the i)roduco of the Bombay 
Cotton Mills. 

Sixth — Susi . — This is a narrow cotton fabric used only by Muhammadan 
women for making trousers ; it is distinguished by having stripes lengthwise down 
the piece of a different color from the groundwork. The j)atterns mo|^ common 
are dark blue with white stripes or blue and red stripe. The fabric is plain 
woven. The price is Re. 1-4 for a piece of 10 yards. 

Seventh — Charkhana , — This is also a kind of cheek susi, the varieties being 
black and white check or red and blue. It is superior in make to the ordinary susi, 
the rate being Rs. 2 per piece of 10 yards.

Leather Work. 

The Khataks or tanners of Ajmir were not many years ago unable to tan 
leather free from smell. The facilities aflorded by mil nay communication have 
brought in tanners of a more ad> auced t^pe from the North-West, and leallior 
now jirepared is as good as other ordinary country leather. Being mert'Iy 
agricultural districts, Ajmir and Marwaiu cannot boast any varieties of leather 
manufactures beyond the tew things required to satisfy the immediate u ants of 
the ruml population, riz., chams (leather buckets for raising w ater from wells), 
Mioes, and leather trunks (Jamdan^). Workers in leather are met with in almost 
every village, but belong to a class of peo])le who will not make the slightest 
alteration or improvement in the designs bcitueathed to them by their ancestors. 
This is not, however, true of Ajmir city.

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(I AND II). — Model of Sone Weir. 

Geneml descriptioiu — This weir, constructed at Dehree, to feed the Sono 
system of canals, is milesr in length, and provided with three sets of 
under-sluices. Tt is built of dry packed rubble, sloped at* 3 to 1 on the up- 
stream, and 12 to 1 on the dowm- stream side, and further strengthened by two 
cross walls of rubble masonry 35 feet apart. The foundations of the cross 
walls and under-sluices rest on walls shewn in section ‘on the model. ' The crest 
of the weir is 8 feet above the river-bed : a moveable dam tw^o feet in height 
subsequently erected along the crest has been found useful an increasing the 
depth of the navigable jiool above weir, raising the head of water for supplying 
the canals and preventing waste. 

The discharge of the river at highest flood is 1,026,000 cubic feet per 
second. The lowest known discharge is 8U0 cubic feet per second. Tlie head 
sluices of tlie main canals on cither side of the weir arc designed each to 
discharge 4,500 cubic feet per second. The chief crop protected is rice, and 
the supply during the rice season is always plentiful. 

The weir took flvo years to build, and cost Ks. 15,35,505. 

The niod(‘l constructed to a scale of shew's 30 feet of the weir, with 
crest shutters and foundations, ami one under-sluice adjoining. 

Each set, of under-sluices forms a moveable weir, containing 22 vents (2()'7 
feet wide X 10 feet bigli). The self-acting shutters w.cro invented by 
Mr. Fouracros, and the arrangement is peculiar to tliis^weir. 

The back shutter is held up by seven tension rods, the ccnliPO of pressure 
being below tliat of rotation so long as 4ho water does not top the shutter, 
which will fall if the w^atcr rises above that level. It can, however, be hehl up 
against a greater head by the chains. 

The front shutter is fitted with six struts, each consisting of a rod working 
in a wrouglit-iron tube, the tube being perforated so as to fill with water 
when down, and the head of the rod within tlie. tube being packed witli h*atlior 
so as to form a piston. The ])aekiiig is. loose when tlie rod is extended, but 
w hen forced up against the ])ressure of the water collected in the pipe, closes 
tightly on the inner face of tlie tubing. 

* Any sluice being open and both shutters down, if it -is desired to close if, 
the catch holding down the front shutter is released, and the.head of the 
shutter, by means .of the lever and pulley tackle, raised about 8 inches. 
The force of the stream then docs the rest, the slioek being modified and 
injury prevented by the tube and piston aiTangoment of the strut. 

The front shutter having been raised, the back shutter is easily hauled 
up. The chamber thus formed by the tw^o shutters can be filled by opening 
the valve in the front shutter, which last can then Ibe easily lowered. Tlie 
sluice ihen remains with tlie •back shutter up and the front one dowm, such in 
most or the sluices being their usual position for the greater jiart of the year.' 

This project is designed to irrigate 1,295,024 acres, and comprises 21*8 
miles of navigable canals, 118 miles of branch canals, and 1,076 miles of dis- 
tributaries. 

The dcsisnj^ and estimates were prepared by Mr. H. C. Levingo of the 
Bengal Fublic "Works Department, and almost- all the’ work was executed 
under his immediate supervision.

. model is to a scale of 7'j full size, representing a dredger of 16 cubic 

iect capanily swung on a portable crane and worked from a crab winch, tke 
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power being supplied by a portable engine of 6 liorso-powor (not shewn), and 
the whole being carried^ on an iron barge. Other barges, about five to each 
dredger, on which the silt is dej)ositcd and floated off where required, coin])lete 
the equipment. 

To work the dredger the bucket can be brought over any required spot 
by means of the .rack which " gears on the turntable qf the portable crane. It 
is then lowered by unwinding* the main chain, the segmental jawslbeing ke])t 
from closing by the catch at the crown of the bucket. The jerjt with wliicli 
the bucket strikes* the sand releases this catch, which is then carried upwards 
by the float attached to it, and the jaws are free to close. The long spear is now 
firmly jammed into the guide at. the jibhead by putting the long lever attached 
to the latter, and the winch -being simultaneously reversed, tlie jaws^are forced 
into Hie^sand till they close on eacli other. The spear is tlien rcHeased and the 
bucket is drawn up, the clutch collar travelling ui)wards till caught by the hook 
at. the jibhead. ‘ 

. The bucket is now bi:ought over the punt which is to take the silt, .and 
the winch being a second time reverseef, the jaws open and the silt is dropped. 

A dredger can lift 40 to 50 bucket loads in an hour. Manned by natives 
only, it is considered to have done a fair day’s work when it has cleared 3,000 cubic 
feet of silt.

(IV) — Model of a Fouuacres’ Shallow well Dkeugee, 
OR Excavator. 

The method of working Fouracrcs' excavator is thus described by its 
inventor : — 

IJie action of the shallow well or bloeh excavator is very simple. It is 
slung over the well or place to bo excavated or to be sunk by tackle* and 
pulleys worked by a windlass, or any other w inding apparatus, from any con- 
venient form of staging or from a boat, barge, ilat, or pontoon.

These Lift’s, in which the carriages are each furnished with tanks ca])al)h 
of holding several tons of water, aiV worked on the pyinciplo of self-ac'linj 
incliiK's, by simply weigliting the carriages at the top of thoiuclinewithwatcr 
until they are sulliciently licaAy to counterl)alance the load on the carriages ai 
the bottom and overconu* friction. The speed of tin* carriages can be acceleratec 
during the run at curves or changes of go'adient by simply running water out (» 
the tanks of the ascending carriage in which a small supidy is retained for tin 
purpose or can be diminished by running it out from the des(*ending carriage 
JSliould the rope break at any time, the carriages are immediately ludd by tin 
ploughs in front, which, l)eing raised by the tension of the rope, fall directly 
the rope breaks, and in falling hitch a second safely rope round stout iron hook.' 
attached to the sleepers or round posts fixed at intervals up tne Lift. The safety 
rope is paid out from two side drums, so as to avoid bringiiig the cart'iages up toi 
suddc'uly.

They can bi* list'd with vertical shafts as wel 
as with inclines, and can thertdbre lie taken straight up any hillsiilc, however ste<*p 
If, however, tlie A^ertical height exceeds 2, ()()() firt, tin* Lifts shouhl be arrangt‘ti 
in stages rising about 1,500 feet each. Where the ascending or descendinij 
carriages have passed tlip lir.st stage, they are then made fast to the rope of tht 
next stage, and so pass straight up or tlown tht* Lift. The tanks of the carriage> 
are arranged in a series of ste])s, so as to keep tin* floor t)f each compartment ii 
a lioinzontal position. The carriages can be worketl in pairs; or in trains, bj 
coupling all the ascending and all the descending carriages of a number of jiairs 
together. 

On a steep hillside it may be assumed that a weight of 5 or G tons of natei 
'will laisc a load of two tons up any height. Tile Jnfts being exceedingly sini])lt 
in construction can be used for rough work as well as for perfectly finished lines 
and can be made, if necessary, in a very rougluform. 

When not raising loads, these Lifts can be used, if necessary, to drivt 
machinery by taking a rope from the main drum and putting an additionai 
toothed wheel in or out of gearing each time a trip i.s made.

• Tlie aloe fibre is obtained from tlic plant Aloe Americana, wliicli grows wild 
in many places in this district. Nearly 3(X) acres have been planted by this jail. 
Process of manufacture : The leaves are cut and brouf^ht into tlie jail ; they are 
then put through a crushing machine invented by Mr. Pimm, which extracts the 
juice ; they are then beaten by wooden mallets on stones until all the bark and 
woody matter is nearly cleaned out of them ; they are then taken outside to a 
tank, and further beaten and washed till the fibre is tolerably clean and white. 
If allowed to remain long after being cut, the fibre will bo of a dirty bron n 
colour. It requires great care to clean it and keep its colour. The fibre is spun 
into tv^me and made into string : long warps are made of tliis, 100 to 150 feet in 
length and woven into matting. It also makes excellent rope, equal to Manilla. 
The matting is strong, durable, and far superior to coir.

These mills have found great favour among the cultivators, to whom they are 
sold annually by thousands. They have also received many awards and prizes 
from various Exhibitions and Agricultural Shows. The exhibitors have supplied 
the following particulars : — 

Sugarcane being grown in India in small patches, each cuUivafor squeezing 
his own cane and converting the juice into goor (comnvte sugar) on or near the 
field, it was seen that it would -be very advantageous to him if an cifcctive 
machine could be devised which could be readily carried from field to field. 

When the Bihia Mill was introduced, the only apparatus used by or within 
reach of the cultivators wore primitive wasteful machines made of wood or 
stone, wasteful of time, power, and a considerable percentage (in both quantity 
and quality) of tlie sugar in the cane. 

To secure quantit}^ with economy, it is necessary that friction be reduced to a 
minimum so as to xftilize the fullest proportion possible of tlie 7?mall power 
which the cultivator has at his command. Quality requires amongst other essen- 
tials quick extraction of the juice of whole canes* by one passage through the 
mill, and that^all parts pith which the juice comes in contact be kepi clean. 
The extreme liability of sugarcane juice to fermentation and fhe. consequent 
destruction of its crystallizable properties render such conditions very necessary 
if ■ the sugar which the cane is ready to yield is to be obtained from it. Mr. 
Alfred Fryer, the inventor of the Concretor, an eminent autliority on sugar 
manufacture, says : “ Cane juice from the moment it leaves the sliells should be 
trcah|d wfith the same care and cleanliness as new milk in a well-ordered dairy,” 

The* native cone mills have most of the serious faults wliioli maeliincs con- 
structed for such a purpose could have. In the Gundi, as generally made, the . 
lower still or base plate is a large block of wood partially or wliolly bedded in 
the ground, having a rectangular recess of considerable size cut in it.into which 
the jilice falls as it comes from the rollers. Tlio vessel to receive the juice has 
consequently to bo sunk still deeper in the jjnmnd, hero it remains, the juice 
being baled out of it in the other vessels, iii which it is carried to the boiling 
(or evaporating) pan — the canes liave to be cut in short lengths, and passed five to 
ten times between the rollers before the juice is extracted — the wooden bearings 
and working surfaces being uilrrue aiid irregular, cause c.xcossive friefion and 
consequent los^ of pow’cr. The Kollm (peStlc and mortar arrangement), whether 
of wood or stone, is open to the same serious objection, with the addition that 
the cane lias for it to be cut into still shorter lengths, i.e., from two to five inches 
long. The construction and action of such machines greatly reduce the erys- 
tallizablo properties of the juice, as (1) by cutting the cane into sliort lengths a 
large iftimDer of cells are exposed to the air, inducing fermentation in each one 
so opened; (3) by passing partially crushed caneS repeatedly between rollers, a 
further degradation of the juice is caused tlirough the , repeated crush ings and 
maceratioQS of the’ fibres; (3) by this deteriorated juice during its passage to 
•the receiver being in contact with germ-iufcctcd surfaces, especially in the 
trough of the bottom beam, where it gets«arrcstod and churned by the lower ends 
of the largo revolving rollers; (4) by the condition of the receiver, which being 
seldom washed or cleaned has its inner surface coated with paidieles in a 
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^ oontiniially advancing state of decomposition ; (6) by the transfer of the juice 
’ from this vessel into a second in which it is conveyed to the evaporating pan, 
it is exposed to further action of the air and further contact with foul surfaces. 

• In desigiiinei a machine to takt the place of the native mills, our aim there- 
fore was to produce one which would remedy the serious defects of those appli- 
ances and which would at the same ^ime be adapted to 4ho means of the culti- 
vators, be so simple in construction that the village carpenter or blacksmith might 
repair it, bo made as far as possible of materials which could be ^ot in the 
villages, not liable to serious derangement by the blundering of people inex- 
perienced in the management of exact machinery, and of such form and size as to 
DC easily portable. , 

The result of our -contriving and experimenting is the Bihia Mill, which is 
so constructed that--^ 

The entire machine can be carried from field to field without taking it 
asunder or disturbing the rollers and other working parts, thus saving the culti- 
vators the heavy expense they frequently have to incur for carrying the cane long 
distances. 

Except the rollers, aU the parts (iron and brass as well as wood-work) can be 
repaired or renewed in the villages. * 

The form and arrangement of the frame secures a maximum of stability with 
a minimum of material and workmanship— the special fitting and securing of 
the splayed legs to the upper and. lower beams with through bolts enables it to 
be firmly fixed ready for work in a few minutes by simply making foux small 
holes in the ground six or seven inches deep, and fixing the feef in them ; and 
also fits it to withstand most of the rough treatment which such a machine in 
such hands is frequently subjected to. A further advantage of this arrangement is 
that the height of the machine when fixed for work can bo. adjusted to suit the 
size of bullock used. • ' • 

The upper beam is so made that it can be readily removed to get at the 
rollers and all working parts for cleaning, &c., without disturbing the rest of. the 
machine. ' 

TLc rollers arc of metal, and are made true on their surfaces and journals, 
the steps also (on which the roller spindles rest), and the bushes (or bearings), 
are also-of metal of novel design so at the smallest cost to reduce the friction 
to a minimum. These arram^einents combined uith the small size of tlio working 
surfaces, compared with those of the native machines, ensure a much larger 
proportion of the motive jK)wer being available for productive work. 

The juice as it leaves the cane runs down the clean iron rollers on* to a 
coneave metal plate so made as to catch the whole, arid placed at such an angle as 
to ensure its rapid descent to the receiving vessel, which is placed on or above the 
ground instead of in it. This admits of its being washed and fumigated every 
time it is emptied, W'hich is an eajy inexpensive mode of chocking decomposition, 
suggested by us, and the only one which can be easily adopted by native 
cultivators. 

To prevent the juice running along the bottom surface of the rollers and 
down the spindles to the steps and lower bearings, the lower edge of the roller is 
made with an overhanging lip which ensures the whole of the juice leaving the 
rollers quickly, free ffom oil, dirt, and other foreign matters. 

A thin rod of round iron is placed below the rollers on the lino along which 
the cane passes, and forms an inexpensive but eflicicnt contrivance for preventing 
the cane trom dropping below tfic rollers, and getting away unsqueezed— the 
problem here was to effect tliis without intercepting the juice, and the plan 
adopted was found to bo the best solution, . • , 

To prevent the cane when spread out by squeezing getting between the teeth 
of the pinion (or toothed wheel), a flange (or shroud) is cast on the latter, which, 
besides effecting this, strengthens the teeth (or cogs) , and reduces the risk of 
their being broken by rough .usage. A recess or groove is provided in the opposite 
roll or pinion to receive this flange or slyoud, and as small bits of can0#may lodge 
in it- during the working of the mill, a suitable cleaner is attaphod to keep it open 
and free.

The arrangement for lover or driving wie is such that any suitable inerpcn- 
give piece of wood or bamboo may be used, and the mill can be easily worked 
by a single plough bullock with only, a boy to put in the cane and keep the bullock 
going. If the latter bo going too slowly, the boy touches him up with the next 
cane takes up, so that with trained bullocks no separate driver is needed. In 
Shahabad and many other districts hundreds of mills are being worked thus. 

If good rollers are used, and the frame bc*prox)erly made, pne of these mills 
will, with ihodcrately fair treatment and very trilling repairs, do good work 
through eight to ten seasons.

SteeVs Lift — Consists of — 

(1) A wooden pillar with a vertical axis of iron. 

(2) A horizontal bar lying between tlie two wdieels 

(3) Two horizontal wheels supported on and moveable about the axes. 

(4) A yoke which is attached to the lower wheel. 

(5) Four pullies. 

(0) A leather bucket with a tail at tho bottom. 
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(7) liopes, one thick and the other thin : the former is tied to the iron hoop of 
the bucket, and the latter to its tail. Both the ropes are wrapped round 
the upper wheel ; the length of the thinner rope is a little less than that 
of the other, so that when the bii(*ket reaches the mouth of the well its 
tail is stretched out, and the water brought in the bucket is X)oured out 
through the tail. 

Action, — The horizontal bar in its natural position maintains a connection 
between the tw o wheels, so that w hen the lower w h<‘cl is turned by the bullock 
the upper also turns, and the ropes, supposing the bucket to bo in the well, arc 
coiled round the wheel as it turns and the bucket raised. When the bucket 
reaches the mouth of the W'cll, its tail stretches out horizontally, and the water 
runs out. 

As soon as the bucket has emptied itself, the outer end of the horizontal bar 
is raised a little, the connection between the two wheels is broken, and tlie weight 
of the bucket acting on the rope uncoils it, turning the upper wheel until it 
reaches the water. When the bucket is filled, the liorizontal bar is allowed to 
rest in its natural position, the bullock driven, flic tw'O wheels turn, the ropes coil 
themselves on the upper wdieel raising the bucket as before.

Douhlc wtofe-— Consists of— 

(1) A wooden support, moveable on an iron pivot. 

(2) A w heel divided in two compartments one above the other, and rigidly 

attached to No. 1. 

(3) A horizontal bar which is attached to No. 1, and w'hich carries a yoke at 
its end. 

(4) Eiglit pullies. 

(5) Two leather buckets, each with a tail at its bottom, 

(0) Four ropes, two thinner than the other. The thick ropes are tied to the 
iron hoops of the bucket and tbc tbiu ro])es to their tails. The ropes 
connected w ith one bucket are coiled on one compartment of tbc w heel, 
and those tied to the other on the other compartment, the two sets 
being coiled in opposite directions, so that by turning the wheel if one 
set coils itself the other will uncoil itself. 

Action, — Supposing one of the buckets at tl e mouth of the well and the other 
in water, wdicii the bullock is moved in a direction, so that the ropes attached to 
the bpeket lying in water are coiled on the wlieel, the other unwinds itself and 
goes dowm in the w’cll and by the time it reaches water the filled biieket eomes 
to the mouth of tlio well, and empties itself as in the Steel’s lift. The position 
of the bullock is then reversed ami made to move in the opposite direction by 
which the ropes wliieli brought the filled bucket are uncoiled and the othAset 
coiled, which brings the bucket in a similar way. The original lift cost Bs. 

Ordinary well gear — Consists of a w heel moving freely on an axis supported 
on wooden uprights, a leather bucket, a rope, and a yoke ; is worked by tw’O 
bullocks moving on au inclined plane, and requires two men, one of whom drives 
the bullocks and the other empties the bucket. The cost of the gear varies con- 
siderahly according to its strength and the size of the bucket. It ranges from 
Bs, G to Rs. 15. 

Hahatf or Persian wheel — Consists of— 

(1) A woodeen upright moveable on a pivot and having teeth at its bottom. 

(2) A drum rigidly lixed to au horizontal axis, which is also provided with 
teeth.

Sugar Mills and Pans. 

Bitslta KoUiit, or the common sugar mill of tho Doab. Consists of — 

(1) 'Kolu, tho central piece in which huts of cane aro put in. 

(2) Jat, the movablo rod w'orking in the Kolhu. 

(;l) Katar, the boom. 

(1) Senna, the outer upright parallel to jat. 

(5) Patti, the wood which points jai and senna at tho top. 

((>) Duraliri, a beam attached to katar. 

(7) Yoke, attached to durahri. 

Ar/ion—Vlhen the bullock moves round the katar revolves round tho kolhu 
along with the senna, u Inch with the help of jattl makes tlio revolve and 
press against the huts of canes put in the kolhu. The juice runs out through a 
spout in the kollm, called patoka.

Muttra Sugar Mil ! — Consists of three rollers with cogs at their U])per end 
and ]jlain in the rest. A beam is fitted to tho top of the middle roller, which, 
wlicii turned, turns the other rollers too, and thus crushes the canes which are 
put in entire.

Cook's portable Sugar Mvaporator — Consists of — 

(1) An oblong pan with ledges running'across its bottom, the alternate ends 
of which are open, and so there is a continuous ehannel from one end 
of the pan to the otlier. The ledges arc hollow and open at the bottom, 
which gives much more heating surface. Tlie sitles of the pan eXtcntl 
beyond tlic fire line of the furnace, .so as to give a cooling surface for 
tho collection of scum. 

(2) A light iron furnace of rockers which can be easily removed from one 

place to another. 

Working . — The can juice is allo’wed to trickle at one end and winding doun 
round the ledges is elarilied, defe«*ated, and evaporated in its course, arriving at 
the outlet in the state of consistency required. 

The cost of the one imported from America had amoiinlod to Rs. 330-15, bat 
the cost of pan of galvanised iron sheet, as now made in tho workshops attached 
to the Farm, amounts to Rs. 35 only. 

Zil/ta Kolhu . — Oil ]jress. Is very similar to the Doab sugar mill, described 
before, differing from it only in tho form of />r/^yiA;’a,\vhieh in the oil press is 
called in the form of machi, which is workable by one in'Stcad of two 

bullocks, and in having a rod with a point which stirs tho soed. 


UiCE Mills. 

The one for husking small quantities consists of an akhlij a large wooden 
mortar and a a w<)oden pestle. The paddy is placed in tho akhli, and 
Lcatcn by mussal wliicL separates the husk. 
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For liusldng largo quantities a dliclci is used, which consists of a beam mov- 
able on a pivot supported between two uprights and having a club at tlie end 
furthest from the uprights. Tt requires three men to work it, two moving the 
beam with their feet and one feeding it. 

Carts. 

Manure cart, as used in the Unao district. It consists of two wheels of solid 
blocks of wood, one wooden axle for wlie(‘Is, two long bars ^\ith llirec cro.ss-picces 
forming the frame-work. It costs about Rs. 2, and carries live to sevtm maunds 
of manure contained in large baskets. Is drawn by a ])air of small bullocks. 

Cart used in the Doahfor carrying manure and farm produce. — Its principal 
parts are — 

(1) JPhar, two pieces of wood whieh form the frame-work for the whole 
body of the cart. 

(2) J^lunfjhia. — Thin bars wliicli lie between the idiars. 

(3) Makhari. — Three cross-bars, which kcc]) llic phars firm. 

ifi) MurJiia. — Pateta, cross bars in which khutlis (wooden uprights) arc 
fxed. 

(5) Jiansa. — Upper poles fastened to khutlis by ropes. 

(6) Wheels and axle, 

(7) J^ainjni. — The heavy beams on which the axle pins work, 

(8) iSugua. — Cross-bars to whieh painjnis are fastened. 

(9) Gua* — Yoke. 

Its cost varies considerably. One of mcdhiiu size costs about Rs. 30, and 
carries about 20 maunds of goods.

Well Gear, 


1. As used in the Upper Boah.—^ 

The bucket is made of a large circular piece of leather,' the rim of which 
is tied to an iron hoop. The wheel over wdiich the rope passes consists of a flat 
circular piece of wood moveable on an iron axis. 

2. As used in the Bratahgarh District.— 

The bucket is made of two scmi-circular pieces of leather sewed together 
at the circular part, and having two cross-pieces of wood at the mouth instead 
of the iron hoop used in the IT])per Doab, It is very small and does not hold one- 
fourth the quantity of winter contained in the Doab bucket. The w heel is globu- 
lar and moves on a wooden axis. 


Swixo Baskets. 

Beri and Dogla , — The former is used in the North-Western Provinces and 
the latter in Oudh. Both are made of bamboo. TJic dilVeronec is only one of 
shape, the heri being oblong, while dogla is circular and shallower than heri. 
Four strings are tied to their corners, two of wdiieh are held by one man and two 
by another who stand opposite each other on the sides of the hole from which 
water is to be raised. The basket is swung backw ards and forwards. At the 
commencement of each forward swing it dips into the water, and emerging from 
it carries a quantity of water which it deposits at the head of the distributing 
cbannel. 


Reaping and Cutting Implements.

Sledge Pump roa sinking pipes in mud or wet sand in making borings. 

The sledge plump consists of a cylinder with a valve at the bottom opening 
upwards. A piston with a vahe in it, also opening upwards, moves up and doun 
inside the cylinder, and a rope is attached to the end of the piston rod. Tlie 
pi>ton is made sullicienlly heavy to sink by its ouii weight. When the piston is 
raised the foot-valve of the c}liiuler opens, and sand and water are drawn into 
the cylinder. When the piston descends the foot-vaUe closes, so that the sand 
cannot escape, u liile the valve in the piston opens, allowing the water to pass 
tlu’ough. Tlie piston is raised and lowered three or four times in order to fill 
tlu* cylinder witli sand ; the pump is then withdrawn, the steel share on which 
tlie val^e is fixed is removed, and the sand falls out of the evliiider. Tw'O pumps 
should he used, one heing worked, while the otlier is being cleaned. 

The pump IS especially useful for sinking pipes in w ith sand. If the sand 
is coarse anil no kankar, clay, or loam is encountered, the jiipes can be sunk 
40 feel in tw^o days. 

It can also be used for boring in clay, kankar, or rock, the hard material 
being broken by means of a Iicavy jumper attached to the rope, and the debris 
removed by the pump. • 

One of the sand-pumps is made for sinking pipes three inches inside dia- 
meter. and the other for .sinking 2-inch pipes.

Tlie chief agricultural instruments used in the Bombay Presidency are 
nearly all comprised in tlic following list: — 

The plough is a rudely simple iiistrumenl, so light that a man can lift and 
carry it u ith ease ; it is always drawn by one yoke of oxen. Tlie single bar 
tvdiieh forms the yoke called is fixed to tile necks of tlie licasts by Ivvo 

pegs wliich fall in front of each shoulder called ,s/nca1. The neck rup(‘ by uhich 
it is attached is called the u Idle the rope wliich attaches the 3'oke to 

the nolc itself is called jupani. Tlie pole itself is called the had. The 
plough liandle is termed lunuvii, Khadasd is a piece of wood which joins tJie 
lumani io i\\Q iron running helow it. The iron iioint uhicli portends l)e3"<>nd 
it and is something like a spear-point in shape, slightly bent downwards, is called 
the phal. It is tightly fixed into the k hadasd, hy means of a uedgo of wood 
called the phaletu, linally, the peg uhieh secures the uhole from behind i»i 
called the tiwri, 

Such is tlie plough which is able to SCI atcli up tlie dry eartli and mix into 
mud the wet rice field uith equal ease and suce(‘ss. Perhaiis to an Engh\h 
tanner tins instrument if displayed in London, Mould aiipear tlie most astoidsli- 
ing article in the Exhibition. The other instruments of agricultu'C arc as 
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primitive. The natives use two kinds of knives or cutting instruments, the 
first is a kind of sickle, solo substitute for the scythe.

IT. The koyati is somewhat larger and straigliter, serves for culling wood, &c. 

III. Tlic hoe, kudalc, 

IV. T\\g dcaita. The plough is first used, tlien the danta, and tliirdly tlio 
guth(5.

from the lower part of it protrudes a dozim heavy blunt teeth of wood ; a

Mr. Strip's ITu/tr X//V. — This is an im]>roAement upon the ordinary natiA'c 
kosc. The advantages of the arrangement oAer the onlinary kusc are ;• — 

(a) The natiA'C kosc is AAorked by the hulloeks going up and down an incline, 
and in this, although it must he admitted tliat the aa eight of the 
bullocks greatly assists them in drawing up the hueket, si ill much 
iiniieeessary time is lost iu tlie baekANard motion of tlie bullocks, 
AAliieh is also ealeiilated to bo injurious to their constitution. The 
present arraiigomeiit does iiAvay Avith the iiieliiie in favour of a eireii- 
lar motion. 

(^>) One pair of bullocks works two buckets, wliich is not possible Avith the 
, native kose. 

IMr. Strip's AAater-lift consists of a drum E 7 in diameter with the axis vertical 
and woiking in a piAot L at tlie gi’ouml and M at top. Tlie drum is turneil round 
from right to left and vice vvrsd by alcAcr F, at the end of aaIucIi is attached an 
ordinary rope and yoke for a pair of hulloeks. The drum is ke])t in pt^sition by 
four masonry pillars and live AAoodeii beams. There are tAAo leathern buckets, 
C, D, each lioldiiig 50 gallons of Avater, suspended by ropes, AAiiich pass ovi*r tlie 
pulh'ys, 8, T, and AV, X, resjieeliAcly. The discharging moutlis of tlie buckets 
are also suspeiuled by ropes, AAhieh jiass over tlie ])nlleys. A, B, and K, F, res])ee- 
tively. The ends of the ropes C, S, T, and ^V, B, are tieil to one td the vertical 
bars of the drum, so that Avlieii the latter is turned from right to left the ropes 
will coil themselves round the drum and raise the bucket C. The ends of the two 
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ropes of buclfct J) pass round the drum in the opi)osite direction to those of 
bucket C, are tied to one of the l)ars of the drum. The consequence of this is 
that tlie same motion wliieli raises bucket C causes the ropes of bucket D to 
uncoil from the drum and lower that bucket. Suppose then buckets C and D are 
in the positions sliewn in the section, the former laden and the latter empty. By 
turning the drum from riqht to left bucket C will be raised, and D lowered at the 
same time (ill each occupies the position which the other formerly did. C then 
discharges and I) becomes full. The drum has now to be turned from left to 
ri^ht for (he full bucket to come up and the empty to go down. The operation is 
repealed in the same manner as before. 

The following points should be attended to in construction:— 

(a) If the well is very deep, a larger drum will be found to be of advan- 
tage, as (he rapidity with which the buckets move depends Upon the 
dirime((‘r of the drum, the length of the lever being the same. Ft 
must be, liow(*ver, borne in mind, that other things being equal, the 
resistance which the bullocks have to overcome increases in a direct 
ratio with the diamdi'r of the drum. It will not do therefore to 
increase the latter if the bullocks are weak. 

(i) The ro])(*s by which th<‘ buckets are suspended should be of pucka 
leather, and the portions near the buckets which are submerged in 
water had b(*tter be iron chain. 

(c) In the native the nozzle is made five spans in length. This often 

requires the driver to give a jerk to the bucket when being emptie<l, 
to ensure a comple discharge. With the nozzle six spans in length 
this (rouble is obviated (span 9 inches). 

(d) The ends of the bucket rojx's should be so tied to the drum bars that 

the turning point may not come against om* of the pillars ; otherwise 
there will be a ditficulty in turning the bullocks round. 

The plan is taken from a lift actually constructed by Mr. Strip in his farm at 
Hansol, but the original cost of the construction might be considerably reduced 
by building two piers of masonry with a single beam s])anning over. Ihis would 
be as efficient and much less costly than Mr. Strip's four pillars imd five beams, 
and besides would give greater freedom as regards the turning points of the 
bullocks referred to in section (d), ])aragi'aph 3. 

A spinning wheel. ISitaram Joshi. It is used for spinning cotton and wool 
thread, and is worked by the hand. I^rice Ks. 5. 

A drawplate worker’s implements A— M. A drawplate worker generally uses 
13 tools. They are («) the stool to support the winch; (/>) lod; (c) nippers, (f/) 
chain to go round the winch ; (c,/, y,) drawplates ; (//) anvil; (/) hammer; (/) 
tongs ; (X’) blowing jhpe ; (/) an iron mould called atni, and (///) pincers. lie draus 
gold and silver into ])lates. Price Its. 25. 

After the gold is {)urifled by the guilder, the draw^date worker (or pavtekari) 
makes into wire by dragging it through the drau plate according to the thickness 
of the wire he desirt's to make. For this the bar is heated, and it is thin and 
pused through the largest w hole in the draw plate (a metal plate pierced by holes 
of varying sizes), which is sc( against the wooden uprights fixed in the ground. 
The point of the bar, when it shows the drav^ plate, is caught by a pair of strong 
pincers whose handles are joined by a ehain and ring to one of the spokes of a 
wineli. This winch has a clrum, one foot in diameter, and three feet long fixed 
insule sockets, and at right angles to the drum, has three arms which w'ork in a 
hole about G feet by 3 feet and 3 feet deep. When the end of the bar is tightly 
fastened to the winch, and a workman draw s it dowm laying all his weight on one 
arm of the winch, and forces down the ])oint of the bar through the whole in the 
drawplate when the bar has passed through the plate, the point is again liammered, 
and in the same w ay is dragged through a smaller Jiole. This is repeated about 
twenty times. 

A goldsmith s instruments from A to Q, consisting of bis various implements. 
A goldsmith generally uses eight imx)lemcuts. They arc — (a) the vcglieshari, 
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a sort of a fire-place where the p^old is softened and purified. When melted 
it is taken into a mould called otni (h)\ then the mould is given sliape or 
roughness removed hy hatliodi (c) ; {d) tJie fiikni is the blowing used in keeping 
of the fire in the vagheshari. The other implements used arc, (e) the scissors, 
katur, (/) sansi or nipper, (g), the tongs, and lastly, the mould, usually of brass, 
on which various kinds of nakashi are given. fViee Ks. 10. 

A wooden sieve. It is a round full-sized wooden sieve used for sifting grain 
all over tlio Presidency. Price Ks. 2. 

A grinding mill. It is a wooden model of stone grinding mill used in Boniay 
and all over the Presideiu-y. Prict* Ks. 

A watering maeliine. A model of a watering macliine, water being lifted by 
man working at the rafter to which the bucket rope is uttaclied. 

A watering machine. A moflel of a peculiar watering machine, the water 
being lifted by a man working uitli tlie bucket {supdi). 

An oil mill. A model of the native machine for pressing out oil. Price 
Es. 10. 

A sugarcane mill with two wheels. A machine for pressing out juice from 
sugarcane. The juice when condensed by evaporation in a large iron pan forms 
jaggery. Price Ks. 25. 

A sugarcane mill with three wheels. This machine has three wheels, tlius 
increasing the strength of the machine to press out juice. Price Ks. 25. 

A wooden mortar and pestle. Model of the native mortar for pounding. 
Price K.S. 3. 

A mote with a well. Model of the native water-lift kosh, worked by one 
yoke of oxen. Price Ks. 15. 

Persian wheel worked hy man. A modtd of tlie waler-lift where the water 
is poured down out of the buckets into a sluice as the whccl*is turned by men.

He then 
draws a thread from each reel, and sitting, facing the point, fa.^tens the thread 
to a spindle and spins, repeating the process till the yarn is linished. Price 
Ks.

Kean plank. This plank is used for leveling ground. 

Indigo planting instrument. This instrument is best adapted to jilanting 
indigo. 

Sind plough. Tliis is a model of the plough used in the districts of Sind. 

A ])lough (nauffar). It is a large plough, rather lieavy, on account of the 
share of it being large ; it is of strong make, answers w ell, and used all over 
Sind. 

Pick. It is of rough make, and is used in many parts of the Presidency. 

Clod cru.slicr. It is very heavy and of a rough make. 

Clod cruslun*. It is a hoard about G indies long with two holes, into which a 
split hole is fixed, to which can be joined the yoke of the plough. For erusliing 
the clods a heavy stone is iilaecd on the split dart of the pole and the guthi is 
dragged along the ground. 

Pamm. It is of rough make and heavy, and used in crushing dods. 

A manure cart This is a model of a manure cart used by cultivators to 
convey manure. It is of a rough m ‘ke. 

A jiloiigh. It is a small ])lougli used hy the cultivators all over Guzerat. 

A hoe for tobacco. It is used liy the cultivators for regulating tobacco. 

A small tobacco regulator. Same as the ramp for tobacco, but smaller in 

size. 

A cultivator £6r ricc-land. It is used for cultivating land where rice is to bo 
sown. 

A seed drill. It is of rough make, and is used all over Guzerat and 
Kattyawar. 

A levdling implement. An implement to level the ground wdierc rice is to 
be sown. 

A rope tw ister. They arc used for tw isting rope of tlio leather mote used 
in lifting water from a well. 

A water-lift. It is used for conveying w\atcr to the field hy the cultivators; 
is of a rough make. 

A AN ater-lii’t. It resembles the ordinary chopping im^ilomcnt, and is some- 
what of a rhomboid in form, one side being curved uj) so as to liold wati'r. The 
cultiiator dips this into the iiool containing water, lifts it u}) and lets the water 
fall ill an upper place. 

8uh-soil plough. It is a jilougli for loose sub-soil ground, made at tlic College 
of Science, Poona. 

TJiis implement is intended to break the sub-soil without bringing it to tlie 
surface. Jt facilitates drainage, deejiens the staple, and give the roots of plants 
access to deeper layers of soil. It is very cflicacions in extirpating the Hariali 
grass (eynodon daetylon), w liieh i^ so very troublesome and otherwise expensho 
and dilriinental to tJic cultivation. 

It consists of a wooden pole, rat her bent in the centre. To the end of the 
pole, furthest from the point wliero the yoke of the bullocks is fastened, is 
attached a 'sub-soiling knife or coulter. The knife is made w holly of iron, and 
is semi-circular in shape, and is attached to the ])ole by means of two thick nails 
driven in opposite directions. By loosening tlicsc nails the knife can he lowenul 
or raised according as it is required to go deep or shallow. It can he w^orked 
with one, two, or three pairs of hulloeks according to the depth at whieli it stirs 
the soil. Jt cuts the soil to a de])th of 6 to 18 inches, llio work done hy this 
implement is more real than anparent, as it does not cut a wide furrow. It can 
be made by an ordinary village workman at a cost of about fifteen rupees in 
three days. 

Levelling block. It is a block of wood channeled on its surface, 
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Plough and its accompaniments (hangar). This is the form oi plough used 
in districts round about Poona. * . 

Ground leveller (Kulava). This is an implement to level ground. 

Sowing implement (Pdhhdr). An instrument for sowing where the seeds pass 
down tlirougli bamboo tubes. 

Weeding implement (Kolpi). An implement used in weeding. 

Seed coverer (Rasam), An implement to cover the seeds used in niany parts 
t)f the presidency. 

. Im^dement for weeding, (Kolpi), An implement used by cultivators for 
weeding. 

Implement for*separating train fi’Qm huslv It consists of a block 

of wood in which arc driven wooden x>cgs and the handle. 

• Implement for furrowing {Riltaigi), An iinj)lement of rough make for 
furrowing the ground. ; 

A hooked ])ole (KodalS), An implement to separate grain from husk. 

Inixdement for sewing cotton (MogJian). An imx>lement best suited to 
cotton sening. 

A mote wiiih a well. A model of the native water-lift hy one yoke of oxen. 

A Persian wheel worked hy man. A model of the water-lift where water is 
poured down by a series of buckets attached to the wheel into a tube nhich is 
so coifstructcd as to receive and convey water. The heel is turned in one direc- 
tion hy ipen. 

A manure qart. Model of the cart used hy cultivators for conveying manure. 

A xdough. "it is of a rude make, and is drawn hy one yoke of oxen. The 
single bar which forms the yoke, called Jokad, is fixed to the ncek of beasts by 
two pegs which fall ill front of each shoulder. The pole is called Isad. 

A mote bucket of leather. It is a circular leather mote bucket, about 4 feet 
in diameter. At the circumference are a number of holes to pass ropes and thus 
<*onvert it into a sort of cujj which lifts water from the ivcll, and is used kiTannah 
and many jiarts of Guzarat. 

A levelling instrument. It is of a rough make and heavy, and is used to 
level the ground of the field, 

A sort of rake. It consists of a jiart in which are fixed a number of wooden 
liegs to draw over a soivn held. In this part is lixed the long xiole or the handle. 

, A scythe. It is a scythe with a wooden handle and used to cut off weed from 
the holds ; is of a semi-circular form. 

A wooden turf spade. It is of rough make, consisting of a heavy block of 
wood, to which is attached a long polo to move it on. It is used for crushing 
clods. 

' An implement drawn over ploughed ground. An implement drawn over 
ploughed ground after the clods are crushed to level and smoothen it. 

• A hail. It is a thin light bamboo stick with a hook at one end. 

Clod crusher. It is of rough make, consisting of a heavy block of Wood, 
to which is attached the polo or handle to move it on, and used for smootlieuing 
plouglicd grounds 

Clod cleaner. It is used in removing hard clods which remain uncrushed 
by tho clod crusher. * 

An oil mill. A model of the native machine for xiressing out oil. 

A sugarcane mill with two wheels. A machine for pressing out juice from 
sugarcane. This juice is condensed by evax)orution, and becomes tho gur or 
jaggery, 

A sugarcane mill with three wheels. This machine has three wheels, so that 
more juice can be pressed out in a much less time than that by the one with two 
wheels, . . 

Ahandmtll. The ordinary stone mill used by tho natives. 

Iron for boiling 'sugarcane juice {Kadhai), A iian for condensing 
8Ugal*cane juice by evaporation. * . 

A pole (Tioda)^ It is a straight x^ol<^ which is fixed in tho centre or the 
threshing floor. 
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Kt\x^^(Bhoni). A ring made of some creeping plants, to be round the 
TPivda 

A forked stick {Baddi). It is a stick for turning up the stalks of the straw 
in the threshing floor as the bullocks go on moving. 

A club. A lieavy slick used in threshing. 

A wooden sieve {Chalni), sent by Sitaram Joshi. It is a round full-sized 
wooden sieve. The hollow of sieve is of hemp string. It is used for sifting 
grain.

Plough with iron share, made in Darang by the Hindus and the semi-hill 
tribes. 

Plough with bamboo share, made in Darang by llie Kacharis. 

Small size rake, used in thinning plants and clearing weeds. 

Large sized rake, used in thinning xdants and clearing weeds. 

Mallcli, used in breaking clods. 

Harrow, used in gathering weed and useless jungle. • 

Boiler (Lahli), used in boiling water when attached to a bamboo handle. 

Jio2vna, being a piece of wood cut in the form of a half moon with a handle 
attached to it, used for gathering com after being threshed. 

Ukhan^ a bamboo stick, used for stirring grain when being threshed or dried. 

Switch {Achhdri), an ordinary thick stick made of bamboo, used for driviiur 
cattle. 

Hoe, made by the Bengali blacksmiths. 

Brass sieves, made by tlie braziers of Har|ng, used in sifting rice and tea. 

Bamboo sieve, made by all tribes, used for sifting rice and tea. 

Sugarcane mill, made by the jail carpenter of the Harang Jail. 

Wood {Qechi)y cut from the neighbouring jungles, used as a hoc for digging 
in cultivation. 

Iron purchased from the plains and made into a dao by Garo blacksmiths

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MILITARY EXHIBITS. 


One imitation Armstrong breech-loading 9-pounder rifled gun of 6 cwt. made 
at Cabul by native workmen in 1870. Lent by tno Bombay military authorities. 

The gun is constructed on the model of a service Armstrong 0-poundcr breech- 
loader as regaiyis outward appearance, and approximately comes up to it in di- 
mensions, weight, and also in weight of projectiles. 

It is, however, not apparently a built-up gun like those in the service (that is, 
formed of a tube of coiled iron with the several pings or strengthening jackets 
shrunk* on), but is turned out of a single block of wrought iron.

WALL PIECE. 

An enlarged fire-arm mounted on a swivel and placed on the walls of a fort 
or other fortified place. 

It may be said to be obsolete, but is sometimes issued in India. Wall pieces 
are considered useful after the capture of a native fort to strengthen its defences. 

At the late siege of Strasburg the Germans made considerable use of this 
nature of arm. They still have a small arm of this description in their service. 
It is a breech-loader on the principle of the Manser rifle, with which the whole of 
the German army is now armed. 


OEBNANCE. 

Bjr the term “ Ordnance ” is understood in the British service any descrip, 
tion ot warlike stor(is ; but its special signification as used by the artillery compre- 
hends every gun and every projectile fired from a dun ; it also signifies a. port ion 
of the material forming the equipment of that branch of the military service. 
“Ordnunce as applied to guns comprehends “ smooth-bore ” and “ rifled," 
breech-loading and muzzle-loading. 

“ Smooth-bore " ordnance confiprises cast iron andbjonzo guns, howitzers, and 
mortars ranging from 112 cwt. to } cwt. 

Cast-iron guns were first made in England in 1515, but bronzo pieces had 
been made long before that date. In 1717 the so-called brass foundry was estao- 
lished and there the bronzo ordnance for the British service has been principally 
made, some natures, as the 4f-inch howitzer and mortar having been manufactured 
from its earliest establishment. • 

Cast-iron guns were supplied by contractors and* proved by Government 
oiOcials. 

The oldest smooth-bore guns in the service were made l)ctwecn 1780 and 1822, 
when Sir Thomas Bloomfield was Inspector-General of Ordnance, and are known 
by the name of Bloomfield guns." They have a considerable amount of ornament- 
ation on the exterior. Generals Sir* W. Congreve, Sir A. Dickson, and Millar, 
Mr. Monk, and Colonel Dundas introduced improvements on "Bloomfield's guns," 
and the guns made by them bear their names. No smooth-bore guns of cast iron 
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or Lronze for service have heen made in England since 1859, when the snperses 
sion of smooth-bore by rifled ordnance commenced. 

In 1864 the Admiralty proposed the construction of large smootli-bore guns 
of wrought iron for penetrating iron-clad ships at close quarters. Two nature^, 
150-poundora and lOO-pounders, were made, being built on the Armstrong coil 
system. Better results were, however, obtained from the rilled guns shortly after- 
wards introduced, and their manufacture was abandoned. 

These were the last smooth-bore ordnance introduced to the service, and the 
only description made of other materials than bronze or cast iron.

Smooth-bore ordnance are also divided into Land Service and ‘‘ Sea 
Service,” and many pieces wore common to both. Smooth-bore pieces for firing 
solid shot arc designated by the weight of the shot in ll)s. and of the juecc in cwt., 
as the CS-poundcr of 95 cwt.; those for firing shell by the calibre in inches and 
the weight as before, as the <S-inch mortar of 9 cut.; the R2-pouDder, 21-pounder, 
and 12-pounder bronze howitzers arc, however, exceptions to this rule. 

The weights given are only nominal, as there is often a difference of 2 or 
3 cwt. between pieces of the same nature. 

“ Billed gun. ” are gnus in which two or more spiral grooves are cut by the 
operation of rifling, so as to give a rotatory motion to the projectile. 

The pre-eminence of rifled guns over smooth-bores is established in all armies 
of the world. Their penetrating pow cr is enormous, as will be seen from reports 
on rifled guns against armour plates. 

■ 8ince the year 160() many rifled cannon had been tried, but they were not 
introduced before 1854, the date of the Crimean war. The first rilled guns 
employed by the British Army were a few old east-iron smootli-hore 8-^nch 
fi8-pounder pieces, made oval in the bore and so converted into two-grooved rifled 
guns on the Lancaster principle. They were u.'^d during tlie Crimean war, but 
their shooting was very irregular, aiul the shot freiiucntly jammed in the bore. 
About this time a number of rifled pieces were tried in England and other 
countries, and Sir. W. Armstrong brought forw ard his wrought-iron breech-load- 
ing rifled guns, which were olficially tried in 1851, and seemed to answer very well. 
They were tested against smooth-bore bronze gnus, and found to liit harder ajid 
to carry further, and also to make very much better shooting, it having been 
proved by experiment that a breech-loading rifled gun could make better practice 
at tw^o miles than the smooth-bore could at one. A contract was made with the 
Els wick Ordnance Company, and the maiinfacturo of these guns commenced at 
the Boyal Arsenal, Woolwich, in 1859. The field artillery was equipped with 
them, and they have been used in the 'wars in New Zealand and China, and gave 
very satisfactory results. Tiic brccch arrangement w^as, however, very compli- 
cated and liable to get out of order, and it was thouglii that a simpler arrange- 
ment would answ er better. Tins led to the adoption of the present muzzle-loading 
svstem, no brccchdoadiug guns having been made since i8bj, and the whole of 
the field artillery is now armed with muzzle-loading guns. 

Armstrong’s guns arc all rifled on the polygroove system, whereas nearly all 
the niuzzle-loatiing guns in the service arc rifled on the Woolwich system, Cc., a 
comparatively small number of det»p grooves. The projectiles on the former 
sj’^stem were rotated by means of a lead coating winch entered the grooves, and in 
the latter system bj" means of soft metal studs. 
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The introduction of muzzle-loading field guns was followed by the manufac- 
ture of heavy guns on the same principle till at present wo have the 80-ton gun of 
16 inches, the largest gun yet made at the Koyal Arsenal, Woolwich, and the 
100-toii gup of 17*72 inches, manufactured by the Elswick Ordnance Company at 
Newcastle on Tyne.^ It is very likely that for use on boardship, where space is 
limited, breech-loading guns with a simpler breech arrangement will be adopted, 
a number having been lately manufactured and introduced to the service. Itifled 
ordnance is of two kinds, viz., guns and howitzers. 

Carriages, artillery, embraces all natures of carriages for transport and 
service of guns, their ammunition and stores. 

Those on which land guns are mounted are of three natures, field (includes 
mountain), garrison, and siege. Since the introduction of rifled muzzle-loading 
guns the carriages arc made of wrought iron (latterly of steel also), though there 
are still wooden carriages in the service, but these will eventually be replaced 
with iron ones. W'oolwich possesses one of the finest carriage factories in the 
world, in which naval as well as military carriages are manufactured. This 
factory or carriage department of the arsenal as it is called was first organized in 
1803, and has gi’adually developed into a first rate establishment. The system on 
which all WTOUght iron carriages in use in the British service are built up is that 
known as the bracket system. Mortars on service are mounted on what are called 
beds. 

A detailed description of the carriages exhibited will bo found on the label of 
each. They comprise a field, siege, and mountain carriage. 


HAND MORTAR. 

The box which contains this mortar bears tho following inscription : — 

“ This hand mortar was fired and proved at Woolw ich on the 30th December 
1881, a ])eri()d of general peace in Europe, and was presented to the Ifon’blo 
Directors of the East India Company by Lieutenant-Colonel Fyers, Royal Horse 
Artillery, by whom it was invented. Being a light and simple means of project- 
ing loaded shells at short ranges.'* 

The lid has also a range table ; 5^" and 4}" shells ca® be fired from it. It is 
of course only a toy, and was never intended for service. When being fired it 
was sifspendod in the iron sling. 


CARTRIDaES, CANNON. 

These have superseded the obviously clumsy and dangerous method of load- 
ing guns with loose powder weighed on the spot out of barrels or receptacles. 
This, however, appears to have been the practice up to the early part of the 17th 
century. Paper was then used as an envelope or as it is called in the service a 
cartridge. Tins, though an improvement, was still defective, as the paper was 
not strong enough, and it was superseded by serge cloth or fiannel, which terms 
arc used indiscriminately to denote the same thing. The materials at present used 
for cartridges in the British service are serge and silk cloth, except for the 
cartridges of the newly introduced 13-pounder gun, and for the very small charges 
of 4 and 2 oz. for the 7-ponnder mountain guns, which are made of shalloon, a 
material much the same as serge. 

Silk cloth, which w^as at first called “ amiantino,” will eventually supersede 
serge as a material for cartridges. It is made of the refuse of silk, and is stronger 
than serge, and not so liable to smoulder or “hoM fire.’* It is therefore safer to 
use. Cartridges ot both materials are shown, 
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SMALL ARMS. 

Flint Lock Muskets and Cabbines. 

Flint lock fire-arms were introdneed into the Frcmch Army in lf)52, and into 
the Fn^lisli Army in 1680. They were at first issued to Grenadiers, the matcli- 
lock eontinuin^ to he the f^eneral arm for some years longer. Flint lock muskets 
continued the arm of British infantry, till as recently as 1839, whem percussion 
arms were introduced, a pattern being sealed in 1811, hut 11 years afterwards one 
•regiment stationed in India was still in possession of tlunn, exchanging them for 
the percussion musket on its embarking for the Burmese war. 

3''he carbine, which was adoptetl for certain regiments oi cavalry, hence 
called “ carabineers,” gave way to the percussion carbine about .the same time as 
the flint lock musket was sujjersedcd by the percussion arm for intantry. 

TERCUSSION ARMS, SMOOTH-BORE AjNTD RIFLED. 

The pcrcusion lock was invented by Revd. Mr. Torsyth in 1807, and was 
then generally adopted for s])orting purjmses. Arms with the percussion lock 
were used by the French in 1830, but none were issued to the English army till 
1839 ; but one regiment stationed in India was in possession of flint lock arms as 
lately as 1852. 

Ride barrels to firearms were known as far back as 1500, but the grooves 
were without twist, ‘fcipiral rifling dates from 1600. The first pattern rifle was 
not approved in England till 1800. It uas light and bandy, and had a sword 
bayonet. 

The total length with sword bayonet was five feet, and the weight was 9lbs, 
9 oz. The calibre was ‘618 inch, and twist 1 turn in 10 feet. The ball was first 
driven into the bore by a small mallet, and afterwards forced home by a strong 
rammer. The “ Brunswick two-grooved ” rifle with a belted ball was introduced 
in 1837. 

The Minie ” rifle purchased and served out to the army in 1851 was the 
arm of the infantry in the Crimean war. A pattern rifled, called the “ Enfield,” 
because made at the Royal Small Arms Factory, Enfield, was adopted in 1853, 
and carbines on the same princi])le were subsequently made. Enfield rifles were 
first issued in India to the British regiments which took part in the Persian war 
of 1857. The Royal Engin(*ers had a special ann, viz., “ Lancaster’s oval-bore 
rifle.” This rifle continued the arm of the British Army till superseded by the 
breech-loader about 1866, and a great number were converted from muzzle-loaders 
to breech-loaders on the principle proposed by IMr. Jacob Snider, junior, the great 
object of which was to utilise the existing arm. Previous to this a great 
number of trials had been made of various breech-loading arms, principally 
carbines. Amongst others “ Sharpes ” and “ VVestley Richards ” were issued to 
cavalry experimentally. “ Sharpe’s breech-loading carbine ” was patented in 
1843. 

SNIDER BREECH-LOADING ARMS. 

Introduced in 1866, and were the first breech-loading arms which were issued 
to the British infantry, their introduction being hastened by the lessons learned 
from the Austrio-Prussian war of that year. Those issued first were Enfield 
muzzle-loading percussion rifles converted, but afterwards entirely new arms on 
this principle were made, steel barrels and interchangeability being also intro- 
duced in these new arms. Mr Snider’s principle was afterwards applied to several 
descriptions of rifles and carbines. Interchangeable carbines both for artillery 
and cavalry were also made. The calibre of* the Snider is *577 inch, and the 
number of grooves is 5. The twist of the rifling is slow. 

Sniders arc now superseded by the Martini-Henry in the regular British 
service, but a great number are still in the hands of the militia and volunteers. 
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It is the recognized arm of all native troops in India. But one kind of ammu- 
nition is made for all kinds of Snider ariTis, rilles, or carbines. Two sizes 
Snider rifles are made, the smaller being called the “ short pattern it is fitted to 
take a sword bayonet, and the longer one takes the common bayonet. 

MARTINI-HENUY BREECH-LOADING ARMS. 

Introduced, in 1874, a great number of infantry regiments at Home being 
served out with them during that year. The barrel is rifled on the principle of 
Mr. Henry, an Edinburgli gunmaker, and the breech action is tlie invention of* 
Martini, continental gunmaker. Carbines botli for artillery and cavalry were 
introduced aborft three years later, and the whole of the regular troops of tho 
British army have now been armed AAith small arms .on this principle. Tho 
calibre is *45 inch, the number of grooves 7, and the twist rapid, 1 turn in 22 
inches. 

BAYONETS. . 

Bayonets were at first made to screw into the muzzle of the barrel, and 
were awkward as they had to be removed when firing, but the introduction of the 
socket bayonet in the beginning of the 18th century, vliich very much resembled 
the present pattern common bayonet, remedied this defect, and caused the pike 
to disappear as a weapon of the regular troops. 

Tho present common bayonet for the Martini-Henry rifle is four inches 
longer tlian that for the Snider, and was adopted in 1877 in 'order that the total 
length of the Martini-Henry (which is shorter than the Snider rifle) with bayonet 
might be equal to the Snider. 

Sword bayonets with various modes of attachment have also been introduced. 

Garrison, artillery. Royal Engineers, rifle regiments, and tho Sergeants of 
line regiments are armed w ith sw'ord bayonets. 

The garrison artillery sw’ord bayonet is much longer than the others, and is 
straight with a saw back and a guard hilt. 

The others are Mike, and have a plain cross guard : all the guards have an 
aperture on one side which exactly fits the muzzle of the rifle or tho carbine, and 
together with the spring catch serves to secure it. 

PISTOLS, MUZZLE-LOADING, SMOOTH-BORE, AND RIFLED. 

The history of pistols is almost a repetition of that of tho musket. They 
formed part of the offensive arms of the first hussars raised in Hungary in tho 
middle of the fifteenth century. The pistol w as, however, partly superseded by 
the carbine. The changes w hich were introduced in muskets also aJlbeted tlio 
pistol. Percussion pistols formed part of the arms of some British cavalry 
regiments until quite recently. 

They are now, however, replaced by carbines, w^hicli form part of the arms 
of all British cavalry at present. 

REVOLVERS, BREECH-LOADING AND MUZZLE-LOADING. 

The first revolvers were simply pistols with four or more barrels, and wdiioh 
revolved round a central spindle or rather were caused to revolve as after each 
discharge the next barrel was brought under the hammer by turning it round, 
A cylinder was afterwards adopted and arranged to revolve with the mere action 
of cocking : such w'cre Colt’s first revolvers. 

Adams* revolvers were an improvement on this, again, as the more releasing 
and pulling the trigijer served to cock and discharge the weapon, so that all tho 
chambers could be discharged in cjuick succession. The percussion arrangement 
which these had and w'hich necessitated muzzle-loading gave way to the breech- 
loading central fire, which is the system adopted for all military revolvers. 
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Revolvers appear to have been used by the navy before their adoption for the 
aumy, as the first Adftms’ breech-loader, which was a conversion fjeom a muzzle- 
loader, was introduced in 1808 for the navy. It had five chambers. 

An entirely new revolver with six chambers and interchani^eablo was* intro- 
duced in 1872, also by Adams, and in January 1878 was adoj^ted in supersession 
of the rifled percussion pistol. Tranter’s breech-loading ^revolver was aJso intro- 
duced in July 1878, but both Adams’ and Tranter’s are now superseded by the pistol 
made at the Royal Small Arms Factory, and called the “ Enlield revolver,” which 
is a self -extractor, and was approved in 1880. Revolvers were known in the 
seventeenth century. 

Staff sergeants of cavalry and infantry and tlie .British and native oflicers in 
the Indian Army ^re armed with this weai)on in addition to their swords. 

SWORDS. 

Swords, which are the indispcnsible weapon of all mounted men, dispute with 
the spear or lance as to which is the most ancient weapon. The first swords 
were of bronze, and were short, straight, and heavy. Short cutting swords w^itli- 
out points w’^ero part of the arms of the Greek ca* airy. The sword of the first 
Roman cavalry w^as only 13 inches long. Various nations have at all times had 
their own peculiar patterns. Eastern nations retaining the curved sword to this 
day. Tlie swords of Highlandprs of Scotland were two-edged and perfectly 
straight ; they had a basket hilt which entirely on veloi)cd the hand. This de- 
^scription of sword is till retained in the present Highland regiments, The cavalry 
*8Word was formerly jnore curved than at present, for example the- pattern 1822 
sword. The cavalry swwds at present in the service are as follows ; —

The blades of the first two are identical, and that of the last (of w hicli there 
are two patterns, a long and short one, with about 3 inches difference in the 
length) is much like the former, but is lighter and better balrfhccd. Pattern 1853 
and 18(54 can be altered to 1 882 pattern. 

There arc various j)atterns of swords for Staff Sergeants, drummers, moun- 
tain batteries, and for Staff Sergeants of Highland regiments. The blades of all 
Staff Sergeants’ swords, except for Highland regiments, are alike. The sword 
for drummers and bands 5f British infantry is short and straiglit. 

Mountain batteries in India and the drummers of native infantry regiments 
arc armed with a long curved sword. The sword or claymore for Staff sergants 
of Highland regiments is of the iiaticrn described above. 

LANCES. 

Lances lay claim to ho the oldest weapon of offence. Alexander’s cavalry 
were armed with the lance. During the middle ages the lance was the peculiar 
weapon of the knight, and none hut freemen wore allowed to use this weapon. On 
the invention of gunpow^dor and its application to firearms the lance fell into 
disuse. In 1807 JNapoleon raised an cxi)erimental regiment of Polish lancers, to 
wliich ho soon added five more Polish and seven French. These liave beei^tho 
model for all lancers of Europe. At Waterloo a regiment of French lancers told 
severely on the household brigade. At Aliwal they decided the day in our favour.

Signalling apparatus. 

6-inch heliograph and case. (Pattern for Infantry.) 

The heliograph was invented by Mr. H. C. Mance for telegraphing by means 
of the sun’s rays. The Morse alphabet is used. The signals can be read without 
telescopes up to 60 miles, and in clear weather messages were read up to 80 and 
100 miles.

8. One improved mule pack saddle, with a pair of light wicker mule trunks ; 
weight of the pair, 30 lbs. 

9. ' One “ bucking bit” invented by Captain If. M’Gee, Hiding Master, 
loth Hussars. This contrivance iircvents ar horse from bucking, 
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10. One stirrup lantern. ’* Tliis can be used for night-signalling, or inliexi 
oflsi torch to show road at night. 

11. A new and improved light cavalry sword, latest service pattern (not 
yet issued to any troops). 

12. A pair of spring lances. For use in sword v lance and lance v lance 
competition. Designed by Major H. (1. Wilkinson, 16th Lancers. 

13. Three specimens of Wallace’s entrenching tools, service pattern. 

14. One officer’s service kit, for ordinary campaigning. As recommended 
(for “medium” weather) by the Oabul Committee on equipment, 1882; total 
weight under 80 His. 

15. Some extra items for the use of staff and field officers. 

16. One pair of picket lamps. Designed by Major Frank James, Bow. s. c. 
A lamp for camp use and niglit-signalling. This light is visible five miles with 
the naked eye, and about 15 miles with glasses. Cost complete, £3 oacli. 

17. One spoeimen of a heliograph. Believed to he the first ever used in 
manoeuvring troops. Designed by Major H. C. Wilkinson, Commanding tho 
10th Lancers, 1870. In signalling with this heliograph, the instrument is not 
touched, so that when once adjusted the flash remains on the distant sfalion, and 
is only deranged by tho revolution of the earth. In all other heliographs the 
glass itself is moved to form each signal. This often deranges tho.adjustincut, 
specially when the instrument stands on soft ground. 

Exhibits outside the Military Annexe to the West and near the 
Boundary Walls. 

18. Two brick and lime silos. For the cnsiLage of grass and green forage 
of all descriptions. Ordinary grass needs no ])reparation, green harjery, jiiary, 
and Indian-corn, Ac., must first he cut info short lengths of about one incli. The 
forage is then placed in the silo and trodden down by the feet of men or cattle ; 
the greater the weight thus applied tho better. 

When the silo is filled to w ithiii one foot of the top, earth of tho most clayey 
nature procurable is jilaced on it, and suck pressure as can couvenieiitly be 
procureii is added, while the earth is rammed to the depth of at least 18 inches. 
The silo should be loaded cxjicditiously, when the grass will not shrink above 
18 inches or two feet. 

It will be seen that the sides of tho silo, for tho first 5 feet from the top, are 
perfectly perpendicujar ; tliis permits tlie snperincumheut mass of eartlx to settle 
down smootlily with the grass without disiuiption. The cracks that uill appear 
close to the wall all round, caused by this sett lenient of the grass^, must he filled 
up daily for about a fortiiiglit with moist mud, cowdung, Ac. After about a 
fortnight little change takes place in the ensilaged forage, aiul if the operation is 
carefully performed, the grass at tlie end of six nioxiths will he found very little 
changed from the day it was put ill. • It is quite as nourishing, and more easily 
digested than green grass. 

Silos may be constructed of any length. 

19. A pair of silos constructed (on the same princi])le), hut entirely of earth. 
These silos cost nothing but manual labour, and if carefully prepared, would be 
as efficacious as tho masonry ones. Great qircssure must ho a])pliod in each case, 
and the air must be excluded; if this is done, tho ensilage is sure to bo successful.
